A Cyclone Travels Through Nebraska 
with Disastrous Results. 

NELSON, Neb., April1.—A most disas- 
trous cyclone passed through here last 
evening.

Quincy Point and Wollaston People 
Talked Last Evening.

There Were Speakers on Both Sides at 
Each of the Meetings—The Advocates of 
| 


the Parchase Seemingly Gaining 


Ground—The Arguments Advanced. 


There were two meeting on the water 
question last evening, at Quincy Point and 
Wollaston, Both were quite interesting 
and are fully reported below. This even- 
ing another meeting will be held at City 
Hall, Saturday evening at South and West 
Quincy and on Tuesday next at Atlantic. 


AT QUINCY POINT. 
Councilman Newcomb a Convert in Favor 
of the Purchase of the Works. 

The Ward Two meeting was called to 
order by ex-Covncilman Shaw, and Mr. H. 
P. Kittredge was elected chairman. It was 
voted to limit the time of each speaker to 
fifteen minutes, but the rule was not 
enforced and a few monopolized most of 

the time. 
Ex-Councilman Shaw 

Reviewed the water question at length: 
the appointment of committees by the 
town, the aciion of the Council, the investi- 
gation of a new source of supply, the 
petition to the Legislature, ete , ete. The 
city secured a favorable report from the 
Legislative committee but the bill had been 
tampered with, was recommitted and 
virtually changed. An amendment to make 
it what was desired lacked but a few votes. 
He impressed on the meeting that only aj 
two-thirds vote of those present was 
needed to buy the works. 

The opponents should rally, defeat the 

measure, and then persist in getting their 
ights. {It was not unusual for towus, 
where companies existed to get separate 
grants. The Quincy company had not ful- 
filled its charter, in that it did not supply 
all the people who desired water. It was 
said the company did uot want to sell, but 
they did. The works were put in to sell. 
Were cheap works. He then spoke of the 
poor pipes, the LEraintree muddle, and 
closed by saying it would be dangerous to 
refer the price to commissioners. 


Councilman Newcomb 


Said he was prejudiced against the com- 
pany in 1889 and was then in favor of new 
works, bat he now thought it better to pur- 
chase. The questions with him were: Is 
it best for city to own its water works? 
and, Is it best to build opposition works? 
He believed the city should control the 
works, Now, there were not enough 
hydrants. There should be 300 and he 
thought the city would put that many in if 
they were public works. The city would 
require but four per cent. return to extend 
the mains, where companies wanted ten 
and cited cases where even at larger per 
cent. the Quincy company had refused. 

Why should we not purcbase? It had 
been siid we could not atafair price. I 
believe the city’s interests would be safe 
with commissioners. If pipes and water 
were poor, the city should then show them 
up. The award was just as liable to be in 
favor of the city cs the company. 

Did city have the privilege to put in new 
supply, it was not clear to him just where 
the water would come from, and there was 
no surety that there would be enough. 
Law suits would arise also because of the 
taking of the waters. 

Morally the city has no right to put in 
independent works to cripple the company. 
Mr. Shaw has shown no reasons why city 
should not purchase, 


Councilman Federhen. 


Quoted an opinion of Judge Bumpus, that 
company must supply ail citizens who 
wanted water. 

The speaker agreed with others that the 
city should own its water works. Thought 
75 out of 100 thought so. But we should 
endeavor to get an independent grant. 

Ex-Mayor Porter had said the company 
had never considered the question of sell- 
ing its works to the city. This was not so, 
for committees of the town and city bad 
had conferences with the company on the 
subject, as reports showed. One report 
said the company refused to set a price but 
would consider an offer of the town. 

1e town committee had recommended 
that it was not wise to have the matter of 
price referred to commissioners. 

What has the company tosell? As be- 
tween cast and wrought iron pipes there is 
no doubt but the latter is the stronger, but 
he was afraid that because of its thinness 
it would not stand the wear and tear as 
well. The source of the present supply 
needed a large expenditure to purify. 
Every assay showed the water impure, and 
the presence of the piggeries was offeusive, 
if the water was not poisonous. 

"he supply proposed by Engineer Blake 
vould be agreat improvement. There was 
no question but what an adequate supply 
could be obtained, and as it was proposed

AY WOLLASTON. 


Mr. Orcutt Among the Opponents—Most 
of the Speakers Favor. 


Wollaston turned out quite a large crowd 
to the Water meeting at Perry’s hall on 


Thursday evening. Like ell Wollaston 
meetings it was a lively one. Lawyer 


Orcutt was the only person on the oppos- 
ing side. His arguments against purchas- 
ing the water works is the best one from 
that standpoint which has been made in 
this city during the present debate and is 
reported in full. 
| Mr. Williamson called the meeting to 
order, and he was chosen permanent chair- 
man. Mr. J. S. Whiting was elected secre- 
tary. The debate was limited to ten 
minutes for each speaker. 

Mr. Williamson 

on opening said he was particularly well 
pleased with the remarks made by Mr. 
Pinkham aod Mr. Litchfield at the second 
Quincy meeting. It has seemed to me 
in this discussion, that instead of discussing 
the question as it should be that a great 
deal of personal feeling and polities had 
been dragged into the debates. I believe 
that the city should own its water works. 
ITexamined the original documents at the 
State House, and find that the original bill 
was changed. The original bill was in 
type-writing, but just after the final clause 
in fine writing in pen and ink came the 
words, ‘either independently of the works 
of the Quincy Water Company, vor after the 
purchase of the franchise, corporate 
property, righ's and privileges of said cor- 
poration.”’ 

Accompanying that bill is the 
signed by Mr. Burke. 

The bill allowing the city to own its own 
water works was defeated by men from 
Quincy.

This question is one of sufficient im- 
portance to demand the most intelligent 
and careful consideration. The real ques- 
tion is not whether it is best for the city to 
own its own water works, but whether it is 
best to buy the franchise and works of the 
Quincy Water Company under the plan 
now submitted to the voters. There are 
really three questions involved. Ist. Is 
it best for the city to own its own works ? 
2d. If so, is it best to buy the works of 
the present company? 3d. Is it best to 
buy by the plan now proposed by the City 
Government to the voters for their approval? 

As to the first question, I believe the ar- 
guments in favor of municipal ownership 
are unanswerable. If the city furnish 
water to its people there is no motive of 
gain or profit, but the object there is to 
benefit the public. If itis furnished by a 
private company, the motive always is to 
make as much money as possible out of 
the people. Itis clear that under muni- 
cipal ownership and control we should get 
better service at less price than under pri- 
vate ownership. What the Mayor has told 
usabout the stock of the Quincy Water 
Company being controlled by parties in an- 
other part of the State adds strength to 
the argument. 

It is said that if the city own the works 
they will be coutrolled by the politicians, 
and bad results follow. That has not been 
the experience of the cities and towns of 
the State. The almost universal verdict is 
that the alministrations of the municipal 
water boards have been both economical 
and satisfactory. 

~If it is best for Quincy to own her own 
system, how shall she obtain it? There 
are two ways—either to obtain an amend- 
ment to the Act of 1591 and build an inde- 
pendent system, or to buy out the present 
company in some way.

The better way I think is this: To buy 
out the present company if we can do so at 
a fair price, otherwise, to put in a system 
of our own. I believe a properly author- 
ized committeee should go to the company 
and try to get their price. If they givea 
reasonable price then let the voters of the 
city say whether they will purchase at that 
price. If they refuse to give a price or ask 
one which is unreasonable, then let the 
city go to the legislature and ask to have 
the words which was stricken out of the 
Act of 1891, after it left the committee’s 
hands, restored. Then thecity would have 
the right either to put in a system of its 
own or purchase the works of the company. 
Having that right to do either, the com- 
pany would be compelled to sell at a reason- 
able price or not at all. Then the advan- 
tage would be with the people. Now it is 
with the company. 

But it is said the company will not give a 
price. We do not know till we try. 
Because they refused to fix a price in 1889, 
does not prove they would not name one in 
1892. It is also said that we could not get 
the legislature to do anything more for the 
city. There is no evidence of this. One 
of the leaders of the present House of 
Representatives told me within two days 
that the House in its present temper were 
insisting on inserting a provision in every 
charter to water companies that when the 
town or city should see fit to buy they 
conid do so without paying anything for 
the franchise. We cannot assume that the 
Legislature of Massachusetts will insist 
that Quincy shall pay far more than is just 
orright. Ido not believe that. There is 
a growing sentiment in the state to the 
same end. It will continue to grow, but 
the last persons it will convert, will be the 
members of the Supreme Court, and just 
such men as that court will be likely to 
appoint on their commissions. These are 
the conservatives. Let us adopt such a 
plan that when the voters cast their ballots 
on this water question they will know what 
they are voting for. 

Ex-Councilman Whitman 

Said that this whole question seems to be a 
series of mistakes. We have been making 
mistakes since the matter was first started. 
We do not know what it would cost to put 
in an independent supply, nobody knows. 
We have been finding fault with the water 
furnished by the Quincy Water Company. 
The duplicate system would cost according 
to Engineer Tidd, upwards of $1,300,000, 
besides the additional cost of opening the 
streets, which would be thousands of dollars 
additional. I believe that we ought to 
own the works of the Quincy Water 
Company. The time has come when the 
water pipes should be extended. This 
private company has no capital to extend 
its pipes. I believe that this matter should 
be settled by arbitration, and that the arbi- 
trators should put a fair price on the 
works. 

Mr. Perry Lawton said that Engineer 
Tidd had several time been quoted as say- 
ing that to remove the muck from the pro- 
posed Blue Hill reservoir would cost 
$800,000. 


Ex-Councilman Roberts 


Said the only question for us to consider 
is whether it is worth our while to come 
here next Wednesday and vote for the pur- 
chase of the water works. I think that 
the city should own it works. We know 
nothing about what it will cost, we have 
got to depend upon the commissioners for 
the price. 

Mr. Benjamin King said that the even- 
ing’s meeting had converted him, that 
before coming into the hall he had in- 
tended to vote against purchasing the 
water works.

had intended to report to the house. It is 
not acloture rule, he said, further than it 
is in aid of the previous question, and this, 
he said, had been the cloture rule of the 
house for fifty years. The bill proposed 
to be reported, he said, was simply a rule 
to prevent lilibustering by declaring it out 


of order fur the speaker to entertain mo- 


tions of a filibustering character.

Therefore the speaker 
was apprehensive that a majority of the 
party would vote against him, and in view 
of this fact, changed his mind,and refused 
toreport the rule until a majority had 
asked for it. 

Mr. Bland cited a case under Mr. Ran- 
dall’s administration as speaker, when 
filibustering had become so great that it 
became impossible to pass a bill where 
there were a few opponents. It was a 
notable fact, he said, that General Ander- 
son of Iowa, then a member of the house, 

| acting alone,prevented any business being 
transacted in the house for several days, 
until the speaker of the house and the 
country had become disgusted with the 
scene. The Democrats then, he said, 
realized the necessity of a rule to stop fili- 
bustering and had the Republicans of last 
congress gone no further than our rules 
go now the Democrats could not have 
reasonably objected to them.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


Outline of What Was Accomplished in 


the Senate and House. 

Bostoy, April 1—Without debate, the 
bill to amend the grade crossing law was 
ordered to a third reading in the senate. 

The house admitted the petition of the 
Nantucket selectmen for reimbursement 
for expenses for shipwrecked seamen. 

In the house the bill to exempt munici- 
pal bonds from taxation was substituted 
for an adverse majority report. 

In the senate the measure to promote 
the abolition of grade crossings was ad- 
vanced a step. 

The joint probate committee reported a 
bill to repeal last year’s collateral inher- 
itance act. The banking committee re 
ported adversely on the petition for regu- 
lation of the reserve fund of safe deposit, 
loan and trust companies. The committee 
on towus reported unanimously leave to 
withdraw on the petition for a division of 
Longmeadow. 

Inexpedient was reported on exempting 
laborers from civil service examinations. 
The drainage committee reported a_ bill 
to change the method of assessment 
for Walham sewers. The Mercantile 
committee reported a bill to allow 
the Washington Mills company to 
increase its capital stock to $4,000,000, to 
be redeemable in whole or part by pre- 
ferred stock at consent of the holders, but 
no part shall be redeemed when the com 
pany’s debts exceed its capital. 

The taxation committee reported unani- 
mously a bill to exempt from taxation 
personal property and shares of corpora- 
tion stock out of the state and legally 
taxed where situated, 

The committee on drainage reported a 
lengthy Dill giving cities and towns 
greater power in relation to the construc- 
tion of sewers. 

The judiciary committee reported 
against the house bill requiring clerks of 
courts to keep their offices continually 
open during business hours; and authoriz- 


ing the Massachusetts Baptist Charitable | 


society to receive the property now held 
by the Lamson Home. 
The liquor law committee reported 


against further restriction of the number | 


of sixth-class licenses. 

The committee on insurance reported a 
bill to prevent fraternal beneficiary associ- 
ations from changing their names under 
chapter 360, acts of 1891.

CHICAGO'S STORM 


Results in the Collapse of Buildings 
with a Long List of Fatalities. 


CuicaGo, April 2.—A terrible wind and 
thunderstorm passed over the city at 
6o’clock last evening, wrecking bnild- 
ings, demolishing outhouses and prostrat- 
ing telegraph wires. The seven-story 
brick building at l4and 16 Pearce street 
was struck by the wind and crushed like 
aun eggshell. The building was sur- 
rounded by oue and two-story frame and 
brick buildings, the homes of laboring 
men, which were also wrecked. Three 


persons were killed and rfany seriously 
injured. 

Those instantly killed are: David 
Hulett, aged 6 months; Horace Mott, aged

ders; Mrs. Ada Keown, buried beneath a 
mass of bricks whie b crashed her through 
the chair in whi ch she 9vas sitting; Horace 
Wigant, whole Lody fearfully bruised;

A TURN IN THE TIDE. 


Trade in All Lines of Goods Shows Dis- 
tinct Improvement. 

New York, April 2.—R. G. Dunn & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: The 
business outlook is distinctly improving. 
The manufacturers ure doing well. Prob- 
ably the cotton manufacture has never 
turned out so great a quantity of goods at 
any other time as it has this year thus far, 
with less accumulation of its products in 
the hands of manufacturers or wholesale 
dealers. The distribution has been re 
markably large and the result of trade 
generally satisfactory, as prices of the 
material have been declining, while goods, 
though on the whole as cheap as at any 
other time, are fairly maintained in price. 
The woolen manufacture also shows 
distinct improvement in some branches, 
though notincarpets nor in the lower 
grades of mixed goods fer men’s wear. 
The better all-wool goods, worsteds and 
dress goods are more largely produced 
than in the past years, and no undesira- 
ble accumulation is seen. The boot and 
shoe business is already increasingly ac- 
tive, shipments now exceeding last year’s, 
and orders being large and urgent. Re- 
ports are generally encouraging.

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Of What the Water Works Would 
Cost in Twenty-five Years, 


MADE BY COUNCILMAN MOXON. 


The Sixth Public 
Question Brings Out Some New Facts— 
$6,000 a Year Invested Will Extinguish 
Debt of $750,000 in Twenty-five Years. 


Meeting on the Water 


The water meeting Friday evening, at 
City Hall, was fairly well attended. May- 
or Fairbanks presided and stated the same 
rules that governed the meeting of 
Wednesday evening would govern this. 
Everything went on smoothly until the 
latter part of the evening, when there was 
some sharp-shooting and if there is any 
truth in the saying that a man’s ears burn 
when anyone at a distance is talking about 
him, Mr. John Shaw’s ears must have 
burned like hot coals. 


Ex-Mayor Porter 


Was the first gentleman to address the 
audience. He explained the visit of the 
committee to the Water Company, that so 
much has been said about. He also wanted 
to say a word about those pipes of which it 
had been stated few were used. They were 
manufactured in Pennsylvania and over 
8000 men were employed in the works. 
The corporation has orders enough ahead 
for nine months’ work. It was the largest 
single corporation in the United States. It 
has been stated that the Legislature has 
granted rights in similar cases to Quincy. 
That is au entire error. The Legislature 
has never granted the right to put in an 
independent supply when a corporation is 
supplying the town and have fulfilled the 
conditions of their charter. 

Braintree was not a parallel case. Mr. 
Porter then went into the Braintree case 
which has already been gone over so much 
as to become threadbare. Great Barrington 
was not a similar case, as had been stated. 
This town has four villages and each has its 
water company; the charter of each of these 
companies says they shall supply only those 
districts in which they are located. Mr. 
Porter also corrected some statements about 
the basin, which it had been said was in 
use nine years, foras a matter of fact, the 
first shovelful of dirt was taken out in 1887. 
The dam was not completed until the fall 
of 1888, and the basin was filled for the 
first time in 1888-1889. It has therefore 
been in use but two years. 

Every month of the year an agent of the 
Board of Health visits the works and takes 
a gallon of water which he seals up and 
takes to Boston for analysis. 

The Legislature in 1891 passed an act 
which said a town might put in municipal 
lighting but they must first absorb the 
present plant. He had as much interest 
as any citizen and his only purpose was 
that the citizens should know the facts of 
the case. 


Fred F. Green 


Said this water question is proving that 
the citizens of Quincy realize that they 
made a mistake when they allowed a pri- 
vate corperation to acquire one of the most 
valuable rights of the city, and that every 
one desires to regain control at the least 
expense is evident. Like the pipes laid by 
the water company, as Mr. Shaw has told 
us, there are three kinds of opinions upon 
the question. 

First—Those who believe in purchasing 
and having the Supreme court set the price. 

Second—Those who believe that the 
city should own its works and purchase, if 
they must, the plant of the Quincy Water 
Company providing they knew at what 
cost. 

Third and lastly the one who would not 
settle the question at any price, except by 
securing a new charter and fighting the 
Water Company. 

The bulk of our voters are with the first, 
anda small contingent with the second, 
while the last is represented by a very 
small minority. The first have confidence 
in the courts of the State, while those who 
represent the second seem to think that 
the courts will stand by and be a party to 
swindling the people. The third element 
believed in protection and was loud in his 
advocacy of tariff that protects only the 
gigantic corporations, combines and trusts 
that swindles the great mass of people out 

}of their hard earned money. His experi- 
' ence ought to have told him long ago that 
(certain kinds of governmeiits protect all 
corporations and that the Legislature of 
Massachusetts is composed of that element. 
He cannot be convinced upon this point in 
| this particular case, but had he succeeded 
/in having the pipes of the Quincy Water

{ this question today than he.

“THE CITY 


Clubs to be Organized for Promotioa of 
the Project. 

“The City of Atlantis’ is the ambitious 
title that Mr. Thomas Smyth wants to be- 
stow upon the metropolitan district com- 
posed of Boston and the 60 or 70 towns and 
cities included in the same drainage area. 

Many who are unalterably opposed to an- 
nexation are thinking favorably of the 
“Atlantis’’ plan, because it would unite 
the settlements in the district under a 
board of commissioners exercising metro- 
politan functions, without depriving any 
one of the various places of its separate 
identity or its control of strictly local 
affairs. 

Mr. Swyth reports that the first tangi- 
ble result of his exposition of the ‘ Atlan- 
tis”’ plan is likely to be the formation of 
a clab in Cambridge, the headquarters of 
the most ardént enemies of annexation, 
for the purpose of promoting the ‘ Atlan- 
tis’’ ideas. 

It is probable that such a club will be 
formed in a week or two, and, if the en- 
thusiasm of the promoters holds out, a 
great deal will be heard about the *‘ City of 
Atlantis”’ in the near future. There aim 
now is to establish an *‘ Atlantis”? club in 
each town and in each city ward of the 
proposed metropolitan district, and to pub- 
lish a pamphlet containing statistics of 
each locality, with a detailed statement of 
the plan of organization of the ‘‘ City ot 
Atlantis.”’ 

Of course, the name ** Atlantis”’ is not a 
material part of the plan, but Mr. Smyth 
considers it a very appropriate and taking 
title. —Herald.

The Topie Discussed by Ohio's Gov- 


ernor—Tom Reed Says Democrats are 
Shooting Little Holes fa the McKinloy 
Bill -TarLff and Silver Issues Touched 
Upon by Mr. Frye. 


PROVIDENCE, April 2.—The first real 
rally of the Republicans fof Pawtucket in 
the present campaign occurred last even- 
ing. The audience was not composed en- 
tirely of Republicans, as a large number 
of Democrats were present. On the stage 
were representative Republicans from all 
over the state. President Tiepke pre- 
sided and introduced Senator Aldrich,who 
made a afew remarks, and was received 
with applause. When Governor McKin- 
ley was introduced the applause was loud 
and long. Ex-Mayor Sayles shouted out: 
“Three cheers for the man who gave free 
sugar to the laboring man.’’ And the 
cheers were given with a will. 

Mr. McKinley said: ‘I am here to speak 
upon the differences between? the Demo- 
cratic and Republican parties on national 
issues. There are two of them—one of 
them is money, and the other relates te 
methods of taxation. Upon both these 
ques*ions the two parties are at issue. It 
istrue thatin New England the Demo- 
crats are in favor of sound money; but 
the great majority of the Democratic 
purty are in favor of the free and unlim- 
ited coinage of the silver dollar.” 

Gov. McKinley then turned to the tarift 
question. ‘The Democrats want a tariff 
for revenue only; if the tariff on any arti 
cle should become a protection then it 
must come down. They want a tariff on 
articles of foreign production which we 
cannot produce here. This will give a 
greater revenue, because there is no com- 
petition, and thus large revenues will be 
produced. On the other hand the doctrine 
of the protectionists is that the articles 
upon which there is no competition shall 
come in free. There is a difference between 
a tariff bill four weeks old and a tariff bill 
eighteen months old. They said the prices 
of everyting were going up under this bill. 
A good many people were fooled by that. 

“The Democrats say they were alwaysin 
favor of free sugar. When I introduced 
this bill making sugar free, every Demo 
crat in the house voted against it. They 
voted to tax sugar and for free wool. 
Sugar votes the Democratic ticket in 
Louisiana, and wool votes the Republican 
ticket in Ohio. We could not produce 
sugar enough, and so we took off the tariff 
and left the $55,000,000 in the pockets of 
the American people, and Senator Aldrich 
helped that as he helped every line of 
the bill. Iam here tonight to bear testi- 
mony tohimas the best senator in the 
United States,and I would not be here did 
I not believe that a Democratic victory at 
this time would be anational misfortune.” 

At the conclusion of his address, he was 
cheered to the echo, and then, when it had 
subsided, anumber of Democrats in the 
gallery shouted: “Three cheers for Cleve- 
land,’’ and they were given. 


REED’S _ ADDRESS 


Emulates the Republican Party and 
Scores the Democrats. 

PROVIDENCE, April 2.—The Republican 
club of Woonsocket held a mass meeting 
in the opera house in that city last night. 
There were 150) people present and they 
were addressed by Hon. A. M. Hancock of 
Marylandand Hon. Thomas B. Reed of 
Maine. President Ballou of the Repub- 
lican club presided. It was a very enthu- 
siastic gathering. 

Hon. A. M. Hancock spoke on the pro 
gress aud prosperity of the country. 

Hon. Thomas B. Reed of Maine was in- 
troduced and was received witk prolonged 
applause. He spoke as follows: “I shall 
confine myself to the simple business of 
telling you under what system of poli- 
tics you are more likely to make a living 
than the other. I can understand there 
is nothing very thrilling about it, but it 
is necessary. I doubt if the rich man gets 
much more than his board and clothes. 
Nevertheless, we have got the task of 
reconciling the Democratic party to some 
things we have done. If you recollect 
what has happened during that period of 
time; if you recall what has been done, 
you perceive that there has beenone thing 
which has ensaged our attention for two 
and thirty years. When we issued green- 
backs the Democratic party said it was 
unconstitutional. And you all know they 
want them now, and don’t like it because 
they can’t have more. 

“We were going around for years trying 
to show them that honesty was the best 
policy. Now, we are trying to satisfy them 
with the last dispensation, the McKinley 
bill. Weare going to do it, because we 
have got to doit. David B. Hill was right 
when he said the Democratic party is 
eternal. There has got to be an underside 
to things. We cannot leave the Demo- 
cratic party on a desert island. We can- 
not go off and leave them.” 

The speaker said that the Democrats are 
not capable of framing a new tariff law 
and they content themselves with shoot- 
ing little holes in the McKinley bill. He 
referred to the inconsistencies of that 
party in legislating for one and making 
promises to another.

Congressman McAdoo of New Jersey 
spoke at a Democratic rally at Johnston, 
and his argament was mainly confined to 
the tariff issue. The meeting was largely 
attended and enthusiastic. The Demo- 
trats claim that owing to the efforts of 
Coroner Levy of New York the entire He- 
brew vote of this city will be cast for their 
ticket. 


Frye at Providence. 

PROVIDENCE, April 2.—Senator Frye of 
Maine was the principal speaker at the 
Republican rally at Music hall here last 
night. The audience comfortably filled 
the hall. Governor Ladd presided and 
made a brief address. Senator Frye was 
cordially received and spoke for an hour 
and a half on the tariff and silver issues. 
Governor McKinley and Senator Aldrich 
also made brief remarks on their return 
from the Pawtucket rally.

Boston, April 2.—The majority of the 
delegates chosen by Democratic caucuses 
in Massachnsetts last evening were favor- 
able to Cleveland.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


The Liquor Agency Bill Killed—Calen- 
dar Matters Disposed Of. 

Boston, April 2.—There were four im- 
portant reports sent into the house. The 
committee on banks and banking reported 
a bill to abolish days of grace. The mer- 
cantile committee reported against requir- 
ing foreign corporations to furnish a list 
of their stockholders. The same commit- 
tee reported against regulating commer- 
cial agencies. The committee on taxation 
reported against recommending reference 
to the next general court of theorder as to 


equalizing the support of the public 
schools by a direct tax throughout the 
state. 


Another important bill was that coming 
from the woman suffrage conimittee, 
granting women the right to vote on the 
question of issuing licenses for the sale of 
liquor. The four Democratic members of 
the committee dissent. 

Adverse reports were made by the edu- 
cation committee on authorizing the board 
of education to hold in trust donations for 
educational and other purposes; by the 
taxation committee, on preventing the 
double taxation of property held by non- 
resident executors; Sy the mercantile 
committee, on regulating mercantile 
agencies; by the election laws committee, 
on allowing any political party with as 
many votes as signatures which are re- 
quired for nomination papers to have a 
place on the official ballet; by the public 
health committee, on further legislation 
to prevent the spretd of contagious dis- 
eases among school children; by the street 
railway committee, on requiring cut-off 
boxes where electric wires are used; by the 
taxation committee, on inaking collection 
of taxes by a state board. 

Reference to the next legislature was 
reported by the committee on towns on 
the petition for the annexation of a part 
of Wakefield to Melrose; on the petition 
for an investigation into the condition of 
laborers; on equalizing the rate of taxa- 
tion for the support of public schools. 

Matters in the calendar were disposed 
of before the roll call as follows: The bill 
for the election of boards of health in 
towns was postponed to Tuesday; the bill 
to repeal collateral inheritance was ta- 
bled; the Connecticut River railroad bill 
was postponed to Wednesday, also the

Boston, April 2.—The affairs of the firm 
of Irving A. Evans & Co., which have been 
the subject of considerable litigation and 
a good deal of notoriety since the young 
head of the establishment sent a bullet 
through his troubled brain, are once more 
brought to the attention of the public by 
the declared intention of the firm’s sur 
viving members to go into insolvency. 

This intention materialized late yester 


day afternoon in a petition for insolvency 
proceedings, which was filed in the in- 


solvency court of Middlesex county by 
James T. Cummings of the firm of Cum 
mings, Higginson & McLaughlin, the 
legal representatives of William S. Bliss, 
who is one of the surviving partners of 
Irving A. Evans. The other partner, 
Austin B. Tobey, is represented by Lawyer 
Leonard. 

It is now understood that the determin- 
ation to go into insolvency has been pre- 
cipitated by the bill of equity recently 
filed in the United States circuit court by 
Receiver Beal of the Maverick bank. The 
respondents mentioned in this bill are the 
assignees and surviving partners above 
mentioned, and Wilmot R. Evans. The 
bill was an outgrowth of one of the indict- 
ments found 


Against Asa VP. Potter, 

wherein he was charged with misapplying 
and appropriating for his own use many 
notes, checks and guarantees bearing the 
name of Irving A. Evans & Co., and 
amounting to several hundred thousand 
dollars. 

It was asserted in the bill that the total 
liabilities of firm of Irving A. Evans & 
Co. to the Maverick bank by reason of an 


overdraft, dishonored checks and notes, 
guaranteed and indot by the firm, 
amounted to $641,326. As collateral 
security the bank held notes, bonds and 


securites, the total market value of which 
was only $140,000. 

The surprising financial condition, it is 
claimed, resulted from an agreement 
that was entered into in May, 1888, by 
Messrs. Potter and Evans, to speculate on 
equal shares, the purchase and sales to be 
made by Evans & Co., in 

Behalf of Potter and Evans. 
Potter’s name was not to appear in any of 
the transactions. 

The speculations resulted in a joint loss 
of thousands upon thousands of dollars, 
and when the returns were counted it was 
found that Potter was indebted to the 
Evans firm for a large amount. 

To square himself with the firm, it is as- 
serted Potter agreed with Evans to sur- 
render all of the paper which the bank 
held against Irving A. Evans & Co. This 
surrender, Receiver Beal claimed in his 
bill in equity, was a fraud upon the bank, 
its stockholders and creditors. 

The assignees were prepared to pay 70 
per cent. on the indebtedness of the Evans 
firm before the Maverick cause was started, 
and amuch smaller amount—not higher 
than 30 per cent.—can go to the creditors 
if the firm goes into insolvency.

The Citizens of South and West 
Quincy Meet to 


DISCUSS WATER QUESTION. 


Midnight Session in Ward Three 
Which Many Participated—Ward Four 


Speakers in Opposition as Was Expected 


in 


—An Extended Report of the Arguments. 


Water meetings were held in South and 
West Quincy Saturday evening, both of 
which were very well attended. Had votes 
been taken the former would have been in 
favor of purchase and the latter in doubt. 
A lengthy paport follows: 

AT SOUTH QUINCY. 
Mavy Take Part in the Discussion, and a 
Late Meeting is the Result. 

The meeting in Ward Three was one of 
the best in the series on the water ques- 
tion, because of its informality and the 
large number who took part. It was a late 
one, too, not adjourning until 11.35. 

President Thompson of the City Council 
called the meeting to order and was chosen 
chairman. In his opening remarks he said 
it was the largest question ever presented 
to the citizens and should be discussed in 
the broadest manner. An efficient water 
supply has much to do with the health and 
the development of a community. 
The city had increased over fifty per cent. 
in ten years, and in 1900 the population 
would be 25,000. A large amount cf land 
was being cut up into house lots. The 
Quincy Water Company was handicapped, 
as it already had adebt. It could not be 
expected to pursue such a liberal policy as 
acity. It was nota hard problem to de- 
monstrate that the purchase of the works 
would not add to the tax burden. The 
summary of Councilman Moxon in Satur- 
day’s LEDGER shows this very clearly. 

It had been said that the City Council 
had flopped on the water 
question, but he reviewed the situation at 
length and claimed that it was perfec'ly 
consistent. 

The Water Company had said that it had 
the of supply, but Engineer 
Blake had found another, that of the Blue 
Hill river.

The Reciprocity Treaty.

The reciprocity treaty 
will doubtless be a benefit to both coun- 
tries, although trade in articles affected 
by itis not as great as might be supposed 
The French do not get a great deal of 
sugar or molasses from us, much of their 
supply coming direct from Martinique 
and other West India islands. 

Mr. Reid also said the lifting of the em- 
bargo from American pork has doubtless 
created an increase inthe quantity im- 
ported, although there have been some 
complaints about the method of inspection 
from American shippers. There was a 
great prcjudice against this article, and 
the administration in raising the embargo 
had to encounter strong opposition. This 
feeling is diminish{ng and the rules wil) 
doubtless be relaxed. The duties on pork 
are high, being 200 per cent. 

France and Protection. 

“There’s a very strong protective party 
in France,” continued Mr. Reid, “and 
that policy will, I believe, have a favora 
ble result on the nation’s commerce. The 
trouble is that the French government has 
made the mistake of endeavoring to reach 
at one leap what has gradually been build- 
ing in the United States for nearly a cen- 
tury. For iustance they have advanced 
duties in some cases as high as 400 per 
cent. without a moment’s warning, and 
the result has been to disturb commercia) 
relations. This is especially true as be 
tween France and Spain.” 

Mr. Reid was asked: ‘What do you 
think are the chances of success for your 
party in the next campaign?” 

Mr. Reid replied: “I believe that history 
will repeat itself and, taking the lesson of 
adversity to heart, the Republicans will 
make a vigorous and winning fight.” 

Not Seeking Office, 

Mr. Reid said that he had seen his name 
mentioned as a presidential candidate, but 
thought it more of a mark of friendship 
on the part of newspaper men than any- 
thing else. He stated that he could hardly 
conceive of any American great enough to 
refuse a presidential nomination, but he 
thought the possibility of his being put 
forward as a candidate was very remote. 
He remarked: ‘I have come here for the 
sake of resigning rather than to seek 
office.” 

When asked his opinion of President 
Harrison, Mr. Reid said: ‘‘I think he has 
given the country a clear, whc'ssome ad- 
ministration, one which intelligent men of 
either party can endorse. His settlement 
of various international questions has 
been wise and statesmanlike and had 
given general satisfaction. During his 
term of office the business interests of the 
country have not suffered. While I do not 
think he has the adaptability that would 
render him personally popular, he haz 
popularized his administration by his 
official acts.” 

Mr. Reid will report at Washington at 
once and then resume his duties on the 
New York Tribune.

Paris, April4.—Ravachol, the anarchist,

LOSE THEIR CIVIL RIGHTS 


And Suffer Imprisonment on Account of 
Nefarious Practises. 

BERLIN, April 4.—Franz Lieftuchter and 
Johann Paulus have beea sentenced re- 
spectively to four years and two years’ 
imprisonment at Treves for swindling. 
This is the result of the efforts of the 
authorities to break up a gang of sharp- 
ers who have fora long time thrived by 
cheating German emigrants waiting at 
the various parts on the eve of embarkiug 
for America. The principal operations 
of Lieftuehter and Paulus were carried 
on at Antwerp and Rotterdam, Their 
victims were numterous and many emi- 
grants arrived in New York penniless in 
consequence of having encountered the 
crooks before leaving the port. The 
swindling was generally done by sharp 
practise at cards. In addition to the im- 
prisonment, which they must undergo, 
the men are condemned to lose their civil 
rights for five years.

The Body of a Woman Found Strangled 
to Death. 

Berix, April 4.—At 7:30 o’clock last 
evening the dead body of a woman was 
found in a sack in the area of avilla in the 
Kaiser Wilhelm strasse. She had been 
strangled and the marks of fingers were 
still apparent on her throat. She was 
identified as a rag picker who was a well- 
to-do peasant’s daughter and lived with 
her father in the Mark about thirteen 
years ago. She ran away with a captain 
in the reserves named Schall, and left him 
shortly after her arrival in Berlin fora 
student whom she subsequently deserted 
for an attache of the Russian legation. 
She lost her beauty through dissipation, 
and for the last eight years had been a rag 
picker.

Panis. April 4—A dispatch from Port 
Novo says: Two thousand Dahomeyans 
armed with rifles are in camp near Oboa 
on the river Queme.

PANAMA, April 4.—It is reported from 
Iquique that ex-President Picrola of Peru 
has imported alarge quantity of arms 
into that city, and is trying to raise an 
army to overthrow the present Peruvian 
government. ‘The basis of his hostility 
against the present government, is the 
supineness of the Peruvian government in 
making no effort to recover the provinces 
lost to Chili. It is believed that he is 
backed in the agitation by M. Dreyfuss. 
Troops have been sent out from Yaona to 
suppress the rebellion and an engagement 
is looked for soon.

Lonpon, April 4.—The Sun states that a 
fierce Gladstonian attack is to be made on 
Birmingham, “that hot-bed of Unionism” 
in the coming general elections.

The 
more the company receives the less the 
the people have. Why should the city 
supply me with water any more than with 
coal. THe now paid $50a year but if the 
city buys the water works the water will 
probably cost me $20 more next year. Who 
are these men who are advocating the pur- 
chase? Ex-Mayor Porter is an insurance 
agent and he wants it for fire protection, 
but will his insurance rates be cheaper? 
Not a bit of it. Mr. Sherman is a specula- 
tor and interested in land 
schemes, They all have a selfish motive. 
There can not be any great increase in the 
plant unless a great deal is expended, and 
the income will hardly more than pay for 
the repairs. Mr. Moxon’s figuers look fine 
but there is nothing sure about them. If 
you vote to buy the water works every 
piece of property is taxed to pay for it and 
what benefit do the people who own a little 
piece of property on the outskirts get from 
it. The new houses that will be connected 
will not any more than pay for the repairs.

Rey. Mr. Philbrook Speaks 
Modern Mania for Organizations.”

Perhaps to this inordinate rage for 
money-getting we are indebted for the ex- 
istence of many of the so-called “endow- 
ment,’’ ‘‘fraternal’? and other organiza- 
tions. To realize ten dollars by paying out 
five, or five hundred by investing one hun- 
dred is the expectation of these people. 
The plans to accomplish such results are 
well matured, and the financial advantages 
are often sugar-coated sufficiently with

benevolent, fraternal or social attractions | 


to give them popularity. High sounding 
names and Old World titles of distinction 
for the officers captivate the crowd. The 
vast expenditure of money to keep such es- 
tablishments in motion, and the dishonesty 


of many of the organizers are now becom- | 


ing apparent. Officers of the law, and the 
courts are busy in winding up these inflated 
schemes, and the folly of. such speculation 
is painfully evident to the patrons of these 
organizations, 


The danger of too many institutions was |

A DESOLATE SCENE. 


Business Portion of New Or- 
leans Destroyed. 


FIRE IN COTTON DISTRICT 


Followed by a Conflagration in the Resi- 
dence Section—High Winds Make Fire- 
men's Labor Difficult—High Estimates 


Placed Upon Losses. 

New OnLEANS, April 4.—One of the 
most destructive cotton fires on record 
broke out at 10:30 yesterday morning 
among some cotton on the sidewalk in 
front of the Fireproof press on North 
Front street. Parties who saw smoke 
issuing from the bales at once gave the 
alarm and the department responded 
promptly, but the wind was so high and 
the cotton so dry that it burned like tissue 
paper. The flames ran high and in {an 
almost incredibly short time had commu- 
nicated to the press itself and were work- 
ing their way along the woodwork of the 


|. roof. 


The woodwork cracked and fell to the 
ground as it succumbed to the devouring 
element and the flumes leaped upward 
from every part and swept through the 
yards, burning cotton and wood as if they 
were so much paper. The Fireproof press 
had 

About 10,000 Bales of Cotton 
This was entirely consumed. 

In half an hour after the flames had 
started the Fireproof was totally con- 
sumed and the flames had communicated 
to the Shipper press. In ashort time the 
flames had attacked this building from all 


| sides, cutting their way through the wood- 


work with wonderful rapidity. In this 
press were stored 50,000 bales of cotton, 
some of which was saved. The major por- 
tion of the staple, however, was soon in 
flames. The fire ate its way along the 
rafters of the press and down through the 
woodwork into the cotton stured beneath 
the sheds. It was only the cotton stored 
in the yard that was sayed. It required 
but a very short time with the high wind 
that was blowing to destroy this press. 
The walls soon looked like charred pillars 
tottering to and fro, endangering the 
lives of firemen. Several of the latter had 
narrow escapes. 

The sight now was awe-inspiring. For 
aspace of at least two blocks asheet of 
flame shot upward. Thesmoke and sparks 
from the fire were blown down into the 
Streets by the wind and choked and 
singed the spectators. Suddenly a small 
flame was seen to leap skyward from a 
corner of the Independence press. Ina 
second almost the entire square was 
ablaze, and the flames formed almosta 
solid block of fire. In the yard were 
stored 10,000 bales of cotton. This proved 
excellent 

Fuel for the Flames, 

and ina little time it was consumed. At 
length four rows of charred walls were all 
that stood of this large building, Thelast 
structure tocatch fire was the Orleans 
press. It was gutted and its contents, 
consisting of 20,000 bales, were consumed. 
There was no chance to save any of the 
cotton, as the work of destruction was 
very rapid. 

When it became apparent that none of 
the cotton could be saved the firemen de- 
voted their attention to the surrounding 
Structures. The wails of the burned 
presses fell within a short time of each 
other with a deafening crash and the 
streets were strewn with bricks and other 
material. The Fireproof press was man- 
aged by Penrose Lros., und the Orleans 
cotton press by Adam Lorch. The Ship- 
pers press was owned by Boyd & Herrick. 
The cotton burned, estimated at 80,000 
bales, was held by factors and commission 
merchants and covered by their open _poli- 
cies. Much of this cotton will be sent to 
the pickeries and saved, so that the total 
loss will probably not exceed $30 per bale, 
making the total loss on cotton $2,400,000, 

The loss on presses and sheds is estima 
ted at $150,000, It is thought the fire 

Started from a Cigarette 
which some person threw among the cot- 
ton. For blocks around the burning 
presses the residents moved out their fur- 
niture for fear that the fire would spread 
to their homes. Men, women and chil- 
dren were seen running to and fro with 
pieces of furniture or other property 
which they wished to save from the 
flames. In tneir flight they would often 
throw down their parcels in the street and 
the fire thieves would secure them. 

When the walls of the Fireproof press 
feli three firemen were buried in the debris, 
but they were soon extricated. One was 
slightly injured, but the other two men 
were badly hurt. we 

While the cotton press fire was raging, 
an alarm was sent in fora 

Fire in the Residence Portion 
of the city. At the time the fire depart- 
ment, police and a large majority of the 
residents of the burning district were at 
the cotton press fire. A gale was blowing 
and the flames were fanned in all direc- 
tions. The heat was intense and the wind 
blew tongues of flume across the street. 
The people who lived in the square 
bounded by Laurel, Magazine, Second and 
Third streets, packed up their valuables, 
but as the fire refused to be subdued, they 


took fright and a wild scene ensued. 
Houses were dismantled and their con- 


tents carried away. 

House After House Went Down, 
and the efforts of che overworked firemen 
seemed in vain. Crowds gathered from far 
and near, and men and boys pitched inand 
assisted in removing furniture. The 
flames spread in every direction owing to 
varying winds. 

The fire swept across Lanrel street with 
alarming rapidity and soon the whole sec- 
tion bounded by First, Third, Laurel and 
Magazine streets—four squares — was 
ablaze. The wooden buildings were de- 
voured as if they were so much chaff. 
Magazine street stayed the march of the 
flames westward, and acted as a barrier on 
the south, Every building in the four 
squares mentioned, except four, was 
destroyed. Mvst of the houses were small, 
but some very handsome houses on Maga- 
zine street were consumed, Hundreds of 
people have been left homeless and in 
many cases nothing was saved from the 
burning buiidings. The scene presented 
Was one of desolation. The losses by this 
fire are estimated at $250,000. It is be- 
lieved the buildings are mostly insured.

| THE PEOPLE wade a mistake in allow- 
ing a company to obtain permission to fur- 
nish a water supply for the city, and we be- 
lieve they will make another mistake if 
they refuse to take the water works to- 
morrow. 

The question of price appears to be the 
only objection of many, but they have pre- 
cedents where similar purchases have been 
referred to commissioners, and they have 
generally been satisfactory. Braintree pur- 
chased the works and franchise of the com- 
pany inthat town and is satisfied with 
the award. 

Councilman Moxon showed us in figures 
that the taking of the works would not be 
a burden on the taxpayers. And he tooka 
very conservative view; he allowed the city 
a return of only four per cent. on the in- 
vestment.of the sinking fund, when the 
city could easily obtain five, if not six; he 
showed that even at four per cent. the city 
could on an annual appropriation of $6,000 
not only pay off in twenty-five years the 
cost ($500,000), but also $250,000 expended 
in the next three years for improvement. 
The policy outlined was to pay off the in- 
debtness as fast as a $100,000 accumulated, 
but were the bonds issued to run for thirty 
years, the full time allowed by law, no ap- 
propriation whatever would be required for 
the sinking fund, even at the start, to can- 
cel the debt within the time. It may be 
said that the city will have to pay over 
$500,000. If the amount was $600,000 and 
the city could invest its sinking fuud for 
six per cent., no special appropriation to 
the sinking fund would be necessary. Such 
being the case, the taxes would not be in- 
creased in the least. Eveu at Mr. Moxon’s 
figures, $3,000 a year, the tax would not 
average twenty-five cents per $1,000. 
Wouldn’t every citizen be benefitted and 
protected five times that amount by the 
city operating ? 

Now, that franchise. We would consid- 
er it simply as interest, say ten per 
annum on theinvestment. This should 
; be a good return to the stockholders. The 
| capital actually paid in is $125,000. This 
| Was the statement of the treasurer of the 
| Quincy Water Company at the State 
| House last year. The other $125,000 of 
| the capital stock was a gift to the stock- 

holders and so admitted. At ten per cent. 
| for ten years the interest on $125,000 would 
| be $125,000. Now, allowing that the

To the Editor of the Ledger: 


Some of our prominent men have stated | ens bills is rapidly nearing a final vote. 


in public that the water supplied by the 
Quincy Water Company is not fit for use, 
that the pipes are too small and of poor 
quality, and the plant generally of no 
value. I was one of the first takers of 
water when introduced in 1884, knowing 
the danger of using well water in any 
thickly settled community. I have used 
the Quincy water since for all drinking and 
culinary purposes, using my well water for 
bath room only. I have made it a special 
point since the water was turned on in 
1884, whenever I noticed any trouble wi'h 
leakace from street mains to stop and ex- 
amine the cause of trouble, and in no case 
(with one exception) have I seen any 
trouble with the pipes, always at joints 
caused by shrinkage cf lead caulking, 
which is so apt to happen with cast iron 
pipes as with wrought iron. The one ex- 
ception referred to above was in a 20-inch 
cast iron main on Water street. 

The present pipes are large enough if ex- 
tensions are made with larger pipes, and the 
whole system put into a complete circuit. 

If the city owned our water supply it 
could get the State Board of Health to re- 
move all piggeries and other sources of con- 
taminations on the water shed, where the 
board would not act fora private corpora- 
tion. 

The Blue Hill water shed can be con- 
nected at a small expense with the present 
water shed. The pumping station and 
stand pipe are second to none in the state, 
and I trust that the city will get possession 
of our water supply as soon as possible, 
and not be led further into traps by a few 
men who either have personal grievances 
or are political demagogues.

Franchise, Commissioners and Purchase. 
Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

Will you grant me the privilege of ex- 
pressing a few thoughts, in as concise a 
form 2s lean, about the purchase of the 
Water Company’s plant ? 

I wish to ask of those who are so anxious 
that we buy by present methods, why we 
are told that the city is taking the Water 
Company's plant from them, when they, 
the Water Company, state that they are 
ready to sell and to meet us fairly ? 

Did not the Water Company when they 
accepted their charter understand that they 
accepted risk of failure in their business 
and also that they accepted the risk of the 
city’s stepping in and taking their plant, 
paying them a3 should be decided by the 
commissioners, a fair price for their plant 
and a fair price for the business estab- 
lished, based upon its money earning 
capacity in relation to the investment? 

I hear considerable about the value of 
the franchise. Did the Water Company 
consider that when we loaned them the 
privilege to do business in our streets and 
conditionally too, that we gave them a 
‘franchise’ to which a large money value 
could be attached ? 

Did we give them outright $100,000 and 
May I ask if I am wrong in think- 
ing that the Water Company do not expect 
more money than the actual value of the 
plant and its money making capabilities ? 

I wish to ask the Water Company and 
also those who have such implicit faith in 
the commissioners to be appointed if they 
remember how the committee at the State 
House, so nearly believed ail that was told 
them about bad pipes and bad water, that 
they at first sent a bill to the House grant- 
ing city of Quincy aright to put in inde- 
pendent supply? ‘To be sure a peculiar 
accident happened and saved the company, 
but was it not a ‘‘close shave’’ for the com- 
pany? Can it be said that these commis- 
sioners who, while we trust they will be 
honest, will have perfect judgment ? 

Now that both parties are ready to 
bargain, why is it not better and pleasanter 
forus to agree rather than fight before a 
commission who will perhaps compromise?

General debate has ceased and the parlia- 
mentary stage has been reached where the 
five minutes’ limitation applies to debate 
by any one member with reference to any 
paragraph of the bill or any proposed 
amendment.

Unless there 
should be a disposition to debate the bind- 
ing twine or bagging bills at considerable 
length the appropriation bills will be suf- 
fered to wait upon the tariff bills. With 
the possible except ion of the urge cy defi- 
ciency appropriation bill none of them are 
likely to be taken pp this week. 

The Indian appropriation bill is ex- 
pected to come up in the senate this after- 
noon, and itis believed the bill can be 
passed in half an hour. Then Mr. Mor- 
gan’s resolutions are to be called up and 
the senate is to enter upon a thorough dis- 
cussion of the silver question as well as of 
the depression which is asserted to exist 
in agriculture. Mr. Morgan will open the 
debate, which will doubtless occupy the 
entire week. 


BIG MILL PURCHASES. 


Consummation of the Deal by a Wealthy 
Montreal Syndicate. 


Toronto, April 4.—A colossal deal was 
consummated here Saturday in the pur- 
chase of all the cotton mills of the Domin- 
ion by a wealthy syndicate irom Montreal. 
The consolidated business will be known 
as the Canadas Consolidated Cotton Mills 
company and will embrace the mills here- 
tofore known as the Ontario, Dumas, 
Merritton, Lybstor, Kennedy (Cornwall), 
Stormont and St. Croix, New Brunswick, 
which now come under the immediate 
control of A. F. Gault and David Morrice, 
wealthy merchants of Montreal. The 
business of the mills will-be operated 
from Montrea!, and the capital invested is 
$5,000,000.

WASHINGTON, April 4.—The national 
association of Democratic clubs, through 
its executive committe, is sending out tc 
all local clubs a circular letter urging the 
organization of primary societies through- 
out the union by which to wage the poli- 
tical battle of the year. One of the cir- 
culars gives the object of the campaign by 
the Republicans to be the election of a 
congress that shall pass a force bill and to 
avert that the organization of local socie- 
ties is declured to be a necessity, as by 
means of such organizations the battle 
must be fought. 


Murder and Attempted Suicide. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 5.—Mary Benlett, 
alias Mrs. Mollie Hartman, was shot 
twice in the head and killed at her house 
here by John Hartnett, with whom she 
had lived for nine years. Hartnett then 
fired a bullet into his own head, but only 
inflicted a slight wound. He ran away, 
but wasarrested. Two months ago Hart- 
nett and the woman quarreled and sepa- 
rated. Hartnett is a heavy drinker. He 
annoyed Mrs. Hartman by calling at her 
house and she had him placed in the house 
of correction. Upon his promise not to go 
near the woman Hartnett was released. 
Yesterday he called at her house and she 
received him in the parlor. Five minutes 
later the shooting took place. 


A Premeditated Murder, 


St. PAUL, April 4.—Indignation is at a 
high pitch in St. Paul over the cowardly, 
premeditated murder of George H. Spauld- 
ing, a boy of 19 years, at Portage, Wis., 
shortly before dawn.on Wednesday morn- 
ing. Young Spaulding was theson of Hugh 
Spaulding, one of St. Paul’s leading citi- 
zens. Mr. Spaulding arrived here at 2:40 
yesterday afternoon with the body of his 
son, and cleared up the mystery of his 
son’s assassination. He was killed by 
George Whalen, a young man of 25, whom 
Spaulding considered one of his warmest 
friends. 

Board of American Wheeimen.

However, to meet the not once- wise criti- 
cism in this regard and to come more within 
the literal interpretation of the will, your 
committee recommend in place of the above 
Elementary Department that we be ready 
to teach the course of studies now pursued 
in our Grammar schools to any girl between 
| the ages of 10 and 15 who applies for it and 
can pass the requisite test. But it is our 
opinion that such a department will prac- 
tically prove of small account both as to 
the number who will apply and the expense 
entailed on our resources.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


Committee Meetings—The World's Fair. 
Reports of Committees. 

Bostoy, April 6.—There were twenty 
one committee meetings yesterday, but 
the business in nearly all was conducted 
in executive session, today being the 
limit for bringing in reports. In many 
cases further time will be asked and 
granted. The committee on rapid transit 
had a long and animated discussion of the 
proposed constitutional. amendment rel- 
ative to the taking of the entire tracts o! 
lands in making public improvements, 
and when this session closed the members 
were as far from coming to an agreement 
as at the outset. 

The labor committee had a rather pro- 
tracted hearing on the question of reduc- 
ing the hours of labor for women and 
children in manufacturing and mercantile 
establishments. 

On motion of Mr. Roe, the senate re 
solve relative to participation in the 
World’s fair was amended with a pro 
vision that the Massachusetts building be 
closed on Sunday—by a vote of 85 to 58, 
The resolve was then ordered to a third 
reading. 

The street railway comluittee reported ¢ 
incorporate the People’s Street 
Railway company for west Newbury and 
Newburyport. to have $109,000 capital, and 
to use any power approved by the loca 
authorities. 

The water supply committee reported a 
bill to allow Hopkinton to issue $25,000 ir 
anew water loan on the same terms as 
the present loan. 

The insurance committee reported a bil! 
to provide that life insurance policies is 
sued without the knowledge of the persor 
insured shall be valid, unless fraud is 
proved, False statements by agents is 
punishable by fine from $100 to $500, or by 
imprisonment from thirty days to a year, 
or by both. 

The committee on towns reported a bill 
to allow Chatham to refund a_ part of its 
debt, and one to enable Melrose to refund 
aportion of its town bonds; also one tc 
legalize the vote of Peabody refunding 
part of a liquor license fee. 

The liquor law committee reported a bill 
to prevent the sale of liquor to be drunk 
onthe premises, except to persons whe 
have resorted there for food. 

The joint judiciary committee reported 
a bill making the record of instruments 
affecting the title to land conclusive evi 
dence of its delivery; a bill providing for 
the recording of notice of municipal liens 
upon any real estate and defining the 
lands to be affected; a billin relation te 
the filing for record of claims against rea) 
estate. The committee on mercantile af: 
fairs reported “no legislation necessary’ 
on the abstract of the certificates of cor 
porations; on the annual report of the 
commissioner of foreign corporations; on 
annual report of tax commissioner as to 
general corporation laws. 

An order was adopted in the senate giv 
ing all joint committees until April 15 in 
which toreport. 

The committee on federal relations re 
ported resolutions favoring the closing ol 
the World’s Columbian exposition 
grounds and buildings, for public exhibi 
tion, on Sunday,as in accord with the 
wish of the people of thijgstate. 

The public charitable committee re 
ported a bill providing that illegitimate 
children shall have the settlement of their 
mother. 

The committee on harbors reported a 
bill providing that the Bristol county 
commissioners may build a highway and 
bridge over the east branch of the West 
port river, with or without a draw, at an 
expense of not over $12,500, Westport te 
muintain the bridge after itis built. 

The report of the rapid transit commis- 
sioners has come out at last. Street widen- 
ing on a magnificent scale is recommended 
to satisfy the daily wants of 850,000 Bos 
tonians, and $15,000,000 allowed for land 
damages. Long tunnels are not favored, 
5-cent fares are advocated and a metro 
politan commission to take charge of the 
entire matter is recommended. 

The bill to promote the abolition of 
grade crossings was passed in the senate 
and the measure relating to the income 
from Boston’s water supply was intro 
duced. 

A measure to prevent legal solicitation 
in cases of personal injury was debated ir 
the house.

volver, and placing it in close proximity to 
her head, flred the fatal shot, causing his 
wife to drop dead on the sidewalk. 

After committing the deed the murderer 
ran down Common street to Franklin 
street with the revolver in his hand, where 
he entered the back alley between Com- 
mon and Valley streets, and until 10 
o’clock p. m. had not been apprehended, 
although hundreds of persons who know 
him intimately are sparing no effort to 
secure his arrest. 

Mrs. Eno formerly conducted a dining 
establishment at 562 Essex street, and 
about two years ago opened therestaurant 
on Broadway, which she conducted until 
the time of herdeath. She has ason 10 
years old, and is highly spoken of by all 
her acquaintances. 

Mrs. Eno in December last caused a suit 
tobe bronght against her husband for 
non-support of his family, which probably 
aided in creating the excitement which 
led him to commit the deed. 

It is stated that since Eno left his wife 
he has been married to another woman, 
and when returning to Lawrence about 
two weeks ago he shaved off his moustache 
and gave various reasons to his acquain- 
tances for coming here. Eno has been 
before the police court several times on 
various charges, and has a name which is 
anything but reputable among those who 
know him.

Many Negroes Reported Drowned —Loss 
Will Ran Up Into the Millions. 

Cotumbus, Miss., April 8.—The Tombig- 
bee river, which, owing to heavy rains, is 
two feet higher than ever known before, is 
still rising at the rate of halfa foot an 
hour. Several negroes were caught by the 
flood and drowned. The city his been 
sending out relief boats and hundreds ot 
people have been rescued. There are sev- 
eral washouts extending for miles on the 
Georgia Pacific railroad. A great number 
of horses, cows and other stock have been 
lost. 

A negro woman, her child anda negro 
man have just been drowned at the whart 
here by the upsetting of a skiff. Hundreds 
of destitute people are being cared for by 
the authorities. Business is entirely sus- 
pended. The loss to this section will reach 
into the millions. 


BIG CATCHE ES REPORTED. 


Newfoundland Se al Fishermen Panning 
Out Well Thus Far. 

Sr. Jomy’s, N. F., April8.—The seal fish 
ing of Newfoundland has been a success 
so far this season. Eleven steamers, of 
twenty which left for the ice fields a 
month ago, have returned with 209,000 
seals. As they bring $ per head their 
total value is $418,000. The steamers lose 
no time when they arrive here, but are 
quickly unloaded and hurry off again for 
more seals, 

A bill is now before the house designed 
for the better protection of the seal fish- 
eries. One of its provisions is to prevent 
sealers killing before March 15. Until 
that date seals are seldom mature. The 
bill is also to prevent a second trip of 
sealers. 


WILL HAVE A NEW TRIAL. 


Jury Disagrees in the Sensational Case 
of Mrs. Adams. 


New York, April 8—In the Hattie 
Adams case yesterday several witnesses 
who resided in the vicinity of Mrs. Adams’ 
house testified, after Mrs. Adams left the 
stand, that they never saw or heard of the 
house in question being a disorderly one.

Says He is Guilty of 
Wife-Murder.

A STRIKE AT FALL RIVER, 


Serious Accideut in Boston — Athletic 


Sports in Providence—Passed a Worth- 
less Check — Woman Lost in Seeking 
Her Husband — Various New England 
Items of Interest. 


LAWRENCE, Mass., April 9.—Peter Eno, 
the wife murderer, has been committed to 
jail without bail to answer any charges 
that the grand jury, to be held at New- 
buryport the first Monday in May, may 
bring against him. He was arrainged be- 
fore Judge Stone at 2 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. The charge was read to him, 
and in a low yoice he said, “Guilty.” 
Judge Stone ordered a plea of ‘not guilty” 
entered, and a preliminary hearing was 
held. The government side was conducted 
by District-Attorney Moody and a strong 
case was presented. Twelve witnesses 
were heard for the government. Alvina 
Boucher, a French girl, stated that, with 
her sister, she passed Eno and his wife on 
Common street three times before the 
murder. The former was leaning with 
his left arm resting on the fence, his right 
hand around by the back of his coat. 
After she had gone past the third time 
witness heard a shot; turned around and 
saw the murdered woman fall and the 
prisoner run. 

Mrs. Abbie Ferguson of Franklin,N. H., 
sister of thedead woman, testified that 
Eno came to her house two weeks ago,and 
said he would like to get his wife, her sis- 
ter Sadie and his boy Frankie together 
and he would kill them all. He also said 
that he would get his wife a box. Eno’s 
Statement that he was never married to 
thevictim of his rage has been proven 
false. Documents were found showing 
that he was married underthe name of 
Evangelise Delorme to Minnie Richards 
by Fred O. Zesch at Lawrence, July 30, 
1854. 


RIOTOUS TALK. 


Weavers Strike Because of Dissatisfac- 
tion with Management. 

FALL RIVER, Mass., April 9.—The weav- 
ers employed in the Mechanic's mill struck 
work yesterday afternoon. They allege 
that the new management has been man- 
ipulating the machinery for some time to 
their disadvantage, to they cannot make 
as high wages as heretofore. The back- 
boys in the mill struck work early in the 
forenoon. The striking weavers gathered 
in front of the mill gates shortly after 
they left work and indulged in talk ofa 
riotous character. 

One of their number, named George 
Baldwin, engaged in a fight with an over- 
seer and was locked up at the central 
station. All the help in the mill have been 
complaining for some time past, and the 
spinners threatened to make trouble some 
weeks ago. Last night a few strikers re- 
ported the facts of the case to the Weavers’ 
association, and it is expected some re- 
dress will be offered in a short time. 


Some Lively Sport at Providence. 

PROVIDENCE, April 9.—At the Metro- 
pole last evening, before 490 people, an ex- 
hibition of sparring and wrestling was 
given. John Cattamach, champion of 
New England, and Frank Herrick, both 
of this city, wrestled ten minutes, with no 
falls scored when time expired. Bob Fitz- 
simmons, Australian champion, and Jim 
Dolan of this city then gave an interest- 
ing exhibition of sparring. John A. 
Sullivan of California and Jimmy Hurst 
of Boston wound up the proceedings with 
what had been intended to be a ten-round 
battle, but Hurst refused to box for more 
than six. Inthe fifth and sixth rounds 
Sullivan forced the work, and the limit to 
the rounds saved Hurst from defeat, and 
it was called a draw. 


Providence Baseball Association. 

PROVIDENCE, April 9.—A meeting of the 
directors of ,the Providence Baseball asso- 
ciatisn was held at Hotel Dorrance last 
evening. It was decided that the players 
should report at once and engage in prac- 
tice. Exhibition games will be arranged 
for this city and out of town, with such 
clubs as can be secured till April 30, when 
the regular championship season begins. 
Another pitcher will be secured and sey- 
eral changes in the personnel of the team 
are likely. The uniforms have been ordered, 
andif they can be finished in time the 
opening game will be played here Thurs- 
day, April 14, with Holy Cross of Worces- 
ter, Mass. The club will then play ex- 
hibition games April 15 and 16 with the 
New Haven club at New Haven. 


More of Its Deadly Work. 

Boston, April 9.—Last evening Timothy 
C. Barden and his wife, while riding on 
Federal street, near Beach, was run into 
by an electric car. The carriage was com- 
pletely demolished and the vccupants 
thrown to the ground. Mr. Barden re- 
ceived injuries t> his right arm and head, 
his hip was bruised and the small of his 
back injured. Mrs. Barden received a 
general shaking up and several bodily in- 
juries. Mr. Barden claims that the mo- 
torman did not ring the gong, and several 
witnesses to the accident state the same. 


Hunting a Husband. 

PORTLAND, Me., April 9.—Officer Morse 
found an Italian woman at the Union rail- 
road station yesterday. At the police sta- 
tion she told her story through an inter- 
preter. Her husband came to this coun- 
try several years ago, acquired some prop- 
erty, and sent her some money with 
which to come to this country, and in- 
structions where tocome. She arrived in 
New York on Wednesday, and came to 
Portland, only to find that she had come 
to the wrong place.

STATE OF TRADE. 


Comments Upon the Same by the R. G. 
Dun & Co.'s Weekly Review. 

New York, April9.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade says: Anothea 
week brings additional proof of actual im- 
provement in business at many points, 
while slackness at afew is explained by 
causes obviously local and temporary. 

Two theories exist regarding the state 
of business which find frequent expres- 
sion. Thattrade has disappointed expec- 
tations to some extent is obvious, and 
there are some who claim that a reaction 
has begun of unknown duration which ap- 
peared in Europe last year, and was only 
in part deferred here because of extra- 
ordinary crops. These have to support 
them unusually low prices, and in some 
departments a shrinkage in sales. But 
others argue that disappointment is due 
to excessive expectation, and especially to 
the failure to take into account the great 
volume of indebtedness left from real es- 
tate speculation at the west and south, 
and the influence here of bad crops and 
financial depression abroad. These have 
to support them much evidence that the 
actual business transacte?, all-oraaches 
considered, is greater than ever before at 
this season, in spite of all obstacles and 
complaints. 


The reports from cities, on the whole, 
are favorable. At Boston there is further 
improvement and a large retail trade; dry 
goods jobbers are active and mills very 
well employed; western reports are favor- 
able and southern better. The boot and 
shoe trade is active, with demand up to 
present capacity. Leather is in steady de- 
mand at full prices and hides are more 
active ard firmer. The clothing trade is 
better and woolen firmer on account of 
London prices. 

At Hartford trade in hardware is quite 
good; in groceries good; in wool and dry 
goods fair. 


ALL AMERICAN CITIZENS 


The Sentiment of the Confederate Vet- 
erans Now in Session. 

NEW ORLEANS, April ¥.—The grand re- 
union of Confederate veterans began here 
yesterday. General W. J. Behan of the 
Louisiana division, 


eloquent addresses of welcome. 
J.B. Gordon was next introduced, and 
was greeted with tremendous applause. 
Gen Gordon said: “*Two thoughts impress 
me as I stand here. First, abounding 
wealth of kindness and affection extended 
to us by glorious people; and second, our 
poverty of words to express our gratitude. 
There are gathered from all parts of the 
south, grizzled veterans of the south, 
grizzled veterans of that once memorable 
and forever immortal confederacy. 

General Gordon spoke of Lee, of Hood 
and others, and the audience applauded 
loudly. He next spoke of the valor and 
loyalty of the Confederates. ‘Lhe old 
flag,’’ he said, ‘“‘has been furled forever; 
the cause of separate national existence 
lives now only asamemory. Old things 
heve passed, and a new era has come, and 
now we are all American citizens.”’ [Deaf- 
ening applause. ] 

Geueral Gordon concluded his speech, 
took the chair and called to order the con- 
vention of ‘‘United Confederate Veteraas.” 
Committees were appointed and several 
resolutions were then o ffered and referred. 

A grand reception was held at the 
French Opera house yesterday afternoon. 
General J. W. Daniel of Virginia delivered 
amasterly address on the causesof the 
war. 


Modus Vivendi Reported Perfected. 

WasHINGTON, April 9—Sir Julian 
Pauncefote had another interview with 
Secretary Blaine yesterday afternoon. 
Around the department, while no one 
will talk upon the subject, the impression 
prevails that the modus vivendi is per 
fected and will be announced in a few 
days. In addition to the instructions to 
Behring sea vessels, the conference of offi- 
cials at the navy department yesterday, 
had under consideration the matter of 
tonnage due from vessels of Norway and 
Sweden about which there is some con- 
troversy. 

Collision Between Freight Trains. 

MONTREAL, April 9 — The Boston 
passenger train on the southeastern di- 
vision of the Canadian Pacific railway 
was ten hours late. The cause of the de- 
lay wasa collision between two special 
freight trains about two miles south of 
Farnham station. Both locomotives and 
several cars were wrecked.

Cheers, yells, cat calls and hisses were in 
termingled in one horrid jargon of sound 
To be sure, Mr. Keenan finally withdrew 
his Hill resolution, but not until its ob- 
ject had been accomplished—namely, tc 
serve warning upon the Mugwump Demo 
crats that they could not much longea 
carry things with a high hand. 

The Nominating Speeches. 

Charles S. Hamlin of Brookline, in a 
short and emphatic speech, nominated 
General P. A. Collius, which was received 
with a mighty outburst of applause. This 
was seconded by Mr. Hawes of Sprinfield 
Mayor Matthews put in nomination the 
name of John W. Corcoran of Clinton, 
which was seconded by Senator Thayer o! 
Worcester. “‘Massachusetts Democracy,” 
said Mayor Matthews, ‘always recognizes 
with honor a man who has adhered to his 
cause, even when it was a losing one, as 
close as though it led to personal honor. 
No man has done more for us than Genera) 
Corcoran. He well represents the true 
Democracy of the old Bay state.” (Here 
a delegate moved that these two nominees 
be elected by acclamation, which was 
greeted with applause and ‘‘No!” “No!’’) 
The chair ruled this motion out in accord 
ance with the previous vote of the conven- 
tion. Senator “Bob” Yoward briefly nom- 
inated Hon. John W. Cumming of Fal) 
River, setting forth his political ex. 
perience and especial worth in the work 
which the delegates will have to perform, 

Albert C. Houghton of North Adams 
was nominated by ex-Mayor Hybbard ol 
Pittsfield, as a man inin favor of honest 
money and tariff reform. John H. McDon- 
ough, chairman of the Boston city com- 
mittee, seconded the nomination. 

General Collins placed before the con- 
vention the name of John E. Russell, 
which was réceived with uproarious ap- 
plause. Ex-Senator Slattery of Framing- 
ham and Mr. Haggett of Lawrence sec- 
onded this nomination. 

Hon. J. H. Sullivan of Boston moved 
that the ballot be taken. An amendment 
was offered by Josiah Quincy directing 
thata majority of votes should be re 
quired in order to secure the election of a 
delegate. The amendment was accepted 
by the mover and was added to the mo 
tion, which was adopted at once, 

The Balloting. 

Balloting by counties was then com: 
menced. After the delegates had filed 
tediously across the platform for two 
hours anda half, the voting was com- 
pleted at 4:20 p. m. 

The chairman stated that the counting 
of the votes would probably take an hour, 
and someone made the suggestion that 
prominent Democrats should be invited to 
make speeches on political questions so as 
to fill up the time. There were some calls 
for ‘‘George Fred’ and “Taylor,” but it 
soon became evident that the great body 
of delegates did not want speeches and 
greatly preferred a disorderly circus en- 
tertainment as a means of passing the 
time. The outward semblance of business 
was maintained by the making of a mo- 
tion to rescind the resolutions requiring 
a majority vote to elect the delegates. The 
question once started, there followed 
points of order, jeers, motions to table, 
laughter, amendments and speaking from 
all parts of the hall—all going on more or 
less at the same time in complete confi 
sion. 

Chairman Josiah Quincy of the commit 
tee said that 1719 ballots had been cast,but 
373 of these were “‘split’ tickets, and had 
been left out in the first counting. 

There was some objection to the nomi- 
tions of the committee on the ground 
that Holyoke had been overlooked, and 
that the committee’s work had been ‘‘cut 
and dried’’ beforehand; but eventually the 
alternate delegates suggested by the com- 
mittee were elected.

Ye Olden Time. 

Friday's Boston Advertiser has{the fol- 
lowing reminiscences: the resources of 
great men in conversation, especially with 
the young, are not always in proportion to 
their general powers. Dr. Channing the 
Boston preacher, whose sermons were ad- 
mired on two continents, once went on a 
fishing party with a young lady of his 
parish. It was in 1815, and they had been 
on the water for some hours when the 
saintly man, says Mr. Qnincy, who tells 
the story, ‘‘seemed to feel that it was his 
duty to say something to the daughter of 
one of the principal supporters of his 
church. He accordingly spoke, and thus 
began: ‘Do these waves look tu you ag if 
they were moved by the wind, or as if each 
wave was propelled by the impulse it re- 
ceives from the one following it?’’’ Her 
answer is not recorded, 

It was about the same period, I suppose, 
that young Quincy, grandfather of the 
present Josiah Quincy, used to dine every 
Sunday with old President Adams at bis 
house in Quincy. His account of the meal 
is curious. Pudding, usually “‘biled Indi- 
an,”’ was the first course. ‘This was the 
custom of the time, it being thought de- 
sirable to take the edge off one’s hunger 
before reaching the joints. Indeed, it was 
considered wise to stimulate the young to 
fill themselves with pudding by the assur- 
ance that the boy who managed to eat the 
most of it should be helped most abundant- 
ly to the meat which was to follow. Miss 
Smith, a niece of Mr. Adams, was an in- 
mate of the president’s family, and one of 
these ladies always carved. Mr. Adams 
made his contribution to the service of the 
table in the form of that good-humored, 
easy banter which makes a dinner of herbs 
more digestible than is a stalled ox withont 
it.”

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


Brief Session of House and Doings of 
the Various Committes. 

Boston, April 9.—The house held a ses- 
sion of only six minutes yesterday, the 
only business was the change of the order 
of Wednesday for printing 300 covies of 
the rapid transit report, So that they 
might be procured from the city printers, 
instead of from the state printers. L 

The committees on state house and cities 
will hold a joint hearing Tuesday evening 
at 7:30 o’clock on the question of a new 
city hall for Boston near the state house 
and of an executive mansion for the state, 

Lynn matters occupied the entire atten- 
tion of the committee on cities, there be- 
ing three petitions, none of which were op- 
posed. The first was by the board of 
health, asking for an inspection of pro- 
visions; the second by the water board, 
fur more power to enforce the collection of 
water rates, and the third concerning 
the assessment of property;asking a m odi- 
fication of the act of 1885, whereby assess- 
ments should be made from valuation of 
the precedins year instead of the three 
preceding years. 

The hearing on the petition of the Bos- 
ton Seamen’s Frienl society for leave to 
hold more property, which was to be before 
the committee on mercantile affairs, was 
indefinitely postponed. 


BLAINE’S LATEST STATEMENT. 


Declines to Forsake Congenial Friends 
and Happy Life for Presidency. 

Pirtspunc. April 9—The Times thfs 
morning prints the following from a staff 
correspondent at Wxgington: If any 
answer hac heen n ~ vo the anonymous 
story that Secretary Blaine was complain- 
ing that he had been badgered and 
hounded by friends of President Harrison 
into writing his celebrated letter declining 
to be a candidate for the presidency, Mr. 
Blaine himself has answered it. 

Mr. Blainesaid: ‘The presidency is an 
office without sleep. Tam now 6% years 
old, and although you have told me, and I 
believe that in heart, lungs, kidneys, and 
otherwise, [am free from organic disease, 
suffering only from torpidity of t he liver, 
I do not believe that if I were inaugurated 
president tomorrow, I would live through 
the term. I find life too full of congenial 
friends and too full of happiness to feel 
called upon or inclined to throw it away. 
After I were assured therefore of a nomi- 
nation and election to the presidency, I 
could not aecept it. At my age, and with 
my temperament,and knowing what the 
effectsof a long life of exhuusting labor 
has been upon my vitality, it would be 
constructive suicide.” 

The secretary spoke with emphasis of 
perfect candor, and with an apparent de- 
sire only to make himself distinctly under 
stood. 
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PETITIONS CIRCULATING 
To End Strife and Place Both Govern- 
ments on Same Footing. 


HALIFAX, April 9.—A dispatch from St. 
John’s, N. F., says: Instructions issued by 
the Newfoundland government for en- 
forcement this season are to the effect 
that no licenses will be granted except to 
Newfoundland and United States fishing 
vessels. Public meetings are being heldall 
overe the island and petitions to the legis- 
lature are forwarded demanding the aboli- 
tion of the prohibition against Canadian 
vessels and a return tothe former trade 
relations between the two countries. 
Astonishment. is daily ex pressed here by 
the public thit the British government 
does not end the deadlock by ordering the 
government to issue instructions to treat 
Canadians on the same footing as Ameri- 
cans, 

The revenue bill now before the assem- 
bly contains a section imposing duties 
almost pro hibitory on Canadian products, 
which discrimination is directly opposed 
to the governor’s instructions. 


TO MEET AT SARATOGA. 


National Ecucation Association 
Will Assembl» There in July. 

NEW York, April 9.—The national Edu- 
cation association will meet at Saratoga 
Springs, July 12 to 15. It will be one of 
the most notable gathering of educators 
ever held inthe United States, It will be 
made memorable by appropriate recogni- 
tion of America’s indebtedness to the free 
school system. 

A building costinyy $80,000, and having a 
seating capacity of 5000, is being erected 
for the occasion. 

The opening session will be held on the 
afternoon of July 12 in the open air at 
Congress Hall park, at which preparations 
will be made for an attendance of 20,000, 

Among the speskers at this opening ses- 
sion will be President Harrison, Secretary 
Blaine, Dr. William T. Harris, United 
States commissioner of education; and 
Francis Bellamy, chairman of committee 
for national Columbian public school cele- 
bration. 


Thieves and Cattlemen Fight. 

HELENA, Mont., April 9.—A dispatch 
from Dillon, in the southern part of this 
state, announces that a battle oceurred 
two days ago, between a band of thieves 
and cattlemen on the Montana side of the 
Windy river country. The cattlemen were 
repulsed, losing eight killed and many 
wounded. The robbers also lost heavily. 


Carried Away by Ice. 

St. Jonny, N. B., April 9.—The ice in the 
Naswak, opposite Fredericton, ran out yes- 
terday, carrying with it about 500,000 logs 
belonging to Gibson. They are nowin the 
main river. he second pier of the Wood- 
stock bridge, located in the center of the 
river, gave away from the pressure of the 
ice, tearing down two of the largest Spans. 


Alice Field Declared Insane. 

WHITE PLaAtns, N. Y., April 9.—Ex- 
Judge Robertson, who was appointed 
commissioner to inquire into the sanity of 
Alice Field, daughter of Cyrus Field, has 
reported to Judge Dykman of the supreme 
court that she isinsane. Alice Field is 50 
years oldand is suffering from different 
insane delusions. 


Probable Case of Jealousy. 

Canton, O., April 9.—John McCurdy 
shot and killed S. T. Waltenbaugh here, 
seriously wounded his wife and then 
killed himself. The fact that McCurdy 
found Waltenbaugh, who was an aged 
man and the father of a family, wiih his 
wife, was the cause of the shooting. Mrs. 
McCurdy will probably recover.

FLYING THE RED FLAG, 


fn Old Sore Reopened Between Union 
and Non-Union Employes—“ Bismarck 


and His People'’—Dee ming’s Trial. 


Other Foreign News of Interest. 


Lonpon, April 9.—A blue book concern- 
ing the connection of Great Britain with 
the conflict in Chili was issued from the 
foreign office. It contains 359 dispatches, 
covering the period between Jan. 8, 1891, 
and Jan. 30, 1892. Most of the dispatches 
show little that is new or interesting. The 


| correspondence between the foreign office 


and its representative in Chili, however, is 
an exception and bids fair to excite con- 
siderable discussion as well as some ad- 
verse criticisms onthe part of the Radical 
press. 

The saving of Balmaceda’s silver on H. 
M.S. Espiegle, it appears, caused Au- 
gustin Ross, the diplomatic agent of the 
junta in London, to lay a warm protest 
before Lord Salisbury, and to notify Lord 
Salisbury that the new Chilian govern- 
ment would hold Great Britain responsi- 
ble for the removal of the silver, and 
would require full restitution. Minister 
Ross declared at the same time to Lord 
Salisbury that England had undertaken a 
responsibility which the United States de- 
clined toassume. When the government 
at Washington, he said, was asked to au- 
thorize the Pensacola to remove the silver 
for Balmaceda, it understandingly re- 
fused to do so. 

In reply to Lord Salisbury’s representa- 
tions to Minister Kennedy in the matter 
of Mr. Ross’ protest, the latter says that 
Balmuceda’s minister of finance asked 
Minister Egan to authorize the Pensacola 
to carry off the silver, but Minister Egan 
declined to accept such a responsibility. 
He consented, however, to telegraph to 
Washington for ordersin the matter, and 
he did so, but he received no reply. No- 
body in the British service was asked offi- 
cially, Minister Kennedy says, to remove 
the silver for Balmaceda. The arrange- 
ments for the shipment were made by the 
governor of Valparaiso and Captain Clarke 
of H. M.S. Espiegle in accordance with 
the custom of the admiralty. Lord Salis- 
bury’s communication containing his de- 
cision of the matter in dispute was sent on 
Nov. 14 

On Jan. 1892, Minister Kennedy dis- 
patched to the foreign office an additional 
and more detailed defense of his action in 
allowing the transportation of silver, and 
accuses Admiral Viel at Valparaiso of bad 
faith. Admiral Viel denies, and Minister 
Kennedy affirms, that they discussed the 
matter of the removal of the silver be- 
tween July sand vl. Minister Kennedy 
then adds complaints against most of the 
officials and diplomatists at the Chilian 
capital. He that everybody con- 
spired against him,and insinuates that the 
Chilian government deliberately falsified 
his telegrams. 

With the discussion of the removal of 
the silver, about all novel features of the 
correspondence are exhausted. Other in- 
formation in them is either old or unim- 
portant.

FLYING THE RED FLAG, 


Critics Claim It is Not in the Interest 
of Genuine Workingmen. 

LoNpDON, April 9.—For the first time dur- 
ing the current agitation of so-called un- 
employed in London, the red flag of 
anarchy was displayed at the meeting held 
yesterday. This seems to make it clear 
that the movement is, as has been claimed 
all alopg by its critics, a bogus one, so far 
as it pretends to bein the interest of the 
genuine workingmen., Alongside of the 
blood red emblem was a black flag in- 
scribed: ‘‘We demand the right to work.” 
Backert, who has been unsparing in his 
denunciations of the leaders of the move- 
ment was again present, and interjected 
remarks to the effect that the persons who 
had convened the meeting were murderous 
anarchists, etc. These interruptions gave 
rise to howls and curses, and there were 
several small scrimmages between the ad- 
herents of Backert and those of the op- 
posite way of thinking. Resolutions were 
adopted that the county council must be 
compelled to establish work for the relief 
of the une mploye d. 


A STRUGGLE IMPENDING. 


An Old Sore Reopened Regarding Union 
aud Non-Union Employes. 

LONDON, April 9.—When the Shippers’ 
Federation beat the Seamen’s and Fire- 
men’s union a year ago on thequestion of 
employing non-union men as well as 
unionists, the officials of the federation 
made no secret of their intention to follow 
up their victory at the earliest favorable 
moment by inaugurating a general reduc- 
tion of wages. ‘They declared that wages 
had been raised from 30 to 40 per cent. 
since 1888, without any good reason there- 
for, and they proposed to restore the old 
rate as soon as possible. It looks as if the 
opposition to carry out this plan had now 


FOK AN IRISH PARLIAMENT, 


Within a Month a Move Will Be Made 
to Establish One. 


Lonpon, April 9.—In the house of com 
mons Alexander Blane (Parnellite) 
gave notice that a month hence he would 
move that the time had come to establish 
an Trish parliament in Dublin to manage 
and control affairs in Ireland, including 
land legislation, judicial appointments, 
and the Irish constabulary. 

Baron De Worms, parliamentary secre- 
tary of ihe colonial office, replying to 
Howard Vincent, said that a reply had 
been sent to the address of the Canadian 
parliament praying the queen to denounce 
and terminate the provisions of certain 
foreign treaties that were incompatible 
with the rights of the Canadian parlia- 
ment for the regulation of commerce, and 
calculated to produce complications with 
the empire. Baron DeWorms added that 
it would not be proper to make the text of 
the reply known’ until it had been com- 
municated to the Canadian parliament. 

William O’Brien made a motion that 
the house adjourn. The motion was 
made in order that he might have an op- 
portunity to call the attention of the house 
to the harsh and unconstitutional employ- 
ment of soldiers in carrying out evictions 
for arrears of rent among the peasants on 
Clare island, the population of which last 
year were saved from famine by public 
relief. 

Mr. Jackson, bome secretary for Ireland, 
contended that to stop the employment of 
soldiers in evictions would be an incite- 
ment to the people to resist any of the de- 
crees issued by the courts. He could not 
promise not to employ soldiers in this 
work when it was necessary. 

After some debate on the motion to ad- 
journ it was defeated by a vote of 188 
to 156.

SAN FRAnNcisco, April 9.—Rev. J. A. 
Benton, one of the oldest Congregational 
ministers on the Pacific coast and presi- 
dent of the Golden Gate theological sem- 
inary, died in Oakland,Friday, from bron- 
chitis. He was born at Guilford, Conn., 
73 years ago. He graduated from Yale 
college and came to California in 1849.

REFORM NEEDED. 


Open Letter from Henry H. Faxon on 
Dealing With Criminals. 
Editors of the Daily Ledger : 

The most serious problem confronting 
the people of America today is that of 
dealing with criminals, drunkards and 
paupers, The officials of the Massachu- 
setts Prison Association, who receive large 
salaries and lobby diligently at the State 
House, as well as some of those who have 
charge of our reformatories, let their sym- 
pathies run away with their judgment. 
Leniency to the vicious classes is often- 
times far more dangerous than the most 
rigorous punishment. Unless the system 
of conducting our penal institutions is 
radically changed, this country will soon 
become the dumping ground for vagabonds 
of the rest of the world. 

Petting the indolent and criminally 
inclined, atthe expense of the taxpayer, 
is nothing less than placing a premium on 
idleness among those who have no 
ambition to provide for themselves. Why 
should topers and other transgressors worry 
at all about their own support when by 
purchasing a quart of whiskey, getting 
drunk and engaging in a fightthey become 
entitled to luxurious free living in the Com- 
monwealth’s stately mansious, for a term 
of one to six months, as the case may be? 
In addition to all these comforts they fre- 
quently dictate how these ‘‘ hotels’’ shall 
be conducted. This method is what prison 
sentimentalists are pleased to call punish- 
ment. 

Some of the officials who rule over the 
law-breaking classes are very philanthropi- 
cally inclined toward these offenders and 
imagine that every culprit released will lead 
a better life. Their annual reports over- 
flow with imposing statistics about great 
reforms accomplished; satisfactory to 
them, perhaps, but reallya silly showing 
when one knows the facts. Those who 
sympathize with the drunkard are contin- 
ually harping about the injustice of a fine 
system, arguing that the State cannot 
afford to punish crime in that way. Why 
do not these reformers enlighten the people 
concerning the sin practiced by the State 
and Nation in taking license fees and In- 
ternal Revenue taxes for permits to sell in- 
toxicating liquors,—the Jiquid curse which 
is populating all our penal institutions ? 
In my opinion the weak-minded legislators 
who voted for the so-called ‘* Drunk Law,” 
passed last year, are more dangerous than 
the prisoners at Deer Island. 

I believe that the sentiments expressed 
by William P. Andrews in an article in the 
April Forum will, in the main, bea benefit 
to students of the perplexing problem under 
consideration. I, therefore, urge upon 
those interested a careful perusal of the 
paper referred to, and trust that the Courts 
of Massachusetts and others in authority, 
may be influenced to inaugurate such a 
severe method of dealing with criminals as 
will make this class .tremble for their 
safety.

The Sibley Extradition — Connecticat 
River Road—Municipal Coal Yards. 


Bostoy, April 13.—Mr. Thayer favored 
his resolution requesting the governor to 
submit to the legislature the correspon- 
dence between him and the governor of 
Connecticut as to the extradition of Pres- 
ton B. Sibley.

GHASTLY FREIGHTS 


Gathered by Raftsmen in Mississippi's 
Flood-Stricken District. 

NASHVILLE, April 13.—The horrible loss 
of life across the Mississippi state line 
grows more appalling, and the death list 
is constantly increasing. The waters now 
cover the land for seventy miles south of 
here. Scores of houses, bodies of men, 
women and children, together with those 
of dumb beasts, are floating on the muddy 
waters. Over 1,200 people are homeless. 

The flood is caused by the sudden rising 
of sixteen rivers which form a network 
over north Mississippi. atts, small 
boats and canoes were built by the score 
and stocked with provisions. Daring res 
cuers have started out to carry aid to the 
sufferers. One raftsman rowed thirty- 
three miles last night with twenty-six 
bodies piled upon his raft, with no light 
but an oil lantern to guide him. 

Every hour or so a boatman or raftsman 
comes into one of the many landings with 
one to ten bodies, swollen, discolored and 
some of them beginning to decay. Sixty- 
one bodies, of both sexes, have been recov- 
ered so far. The floodis beginning to re- 
cede slowly. It-is estimated that the dam- 
age will amount to over $2,000,000.

Y. M. C. A. RECEPTION. 
Interesting Reports of the Progress Made 
in Different Branches. 


The second quarterly meeting and recep- 
tion of the Y. M. C. Association was held 
at Hancock hall Wednesday evening and 
was largely attended, every available seat 
in the body of the hall being occupied. 
The front seats were occupied by a number 
of the members of the Woman's auxiliary. 

The exercises opened with the singing of 
the familiar air “Hold the Fort,’’ by the 
audience. This was followed by prayer, 
Mr. Sampson, the treasurer, of the associ- 
ation, read his report from September 16, 
1891, to April 1, 1892. The report showed 
that the total receipts from all sources were 
$2,349.61. An itemnized account was 
then read and showed a balance on hand of 
$20.05, 

Secretary Galbraith made a brief report 
of the several branches of the association 
work. Of the social branch six entertain- 
ments and two receptions had been held 
which had been very pleasant gatherings. 

Under the Spiritual branch, meetings 
had been held every Sunday afternoon at 
Plumer’s hall being confined to young 
men. 

Physical branch. The secretary spoke 
of the several classes that were in training, 
that the work in this branch was very en- 
couraging. It was necessary for everyone 
to take exercise, and great benefit was to 
be derived from it. 

Of the Intellectual branch not much had 
as yet been done on account of room. It 
was intended to form educational classes 
as soon as possible. 

The association now numbers 231 mem- 
bers and there was no community to make 
a better report than this. Several young 
men bad been helped to positions and 
others had been found good boarding 
places. 

President Hewitson spoke briefly. He 
was glad the efforts of the association had 
been appreciated and the large audience 
was very encouraging. ‘Ihe work of the 
association was not as yet completed, nor 
would it be when they got into the new 
rooms. ‘They intended as far as possible 
to gratify every desire of the young men. 
In the new building they would have an 
elegant parlor, reading-room and gym- 
nasium and he hoped to have a library in 
the near future. To carry on this work 
requires money. The membership fee does 
not cover all expenses, yet it was necessary 
members should pay that fee that they 
might become more interested. The bal- 
ance is paid by people who have an interest 
in the members’ welfare. He also spoke 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary and that the 
membership was now one hundred. These 
ladies are willing to fit up part of the new 
rooms. Of the balance of the rooms it 
had been proposed that a men’s sale be 
held and he proposed that every member 
make something for the tables, and upon 
his request of how many would make 
articles, nearly one hundred stood up.

LABOR VS. CAPITAL, 
Fight Between Strikers and Ship Own 
ers Will Be toa Finish. 


Loypon, April 14.—The contest between 
the Firemen’s and Seamen’s unions and 
the Ship Owners’ Federation over the 
question of employment of non-union men 
is being vigorously waged in the northern 
English ports. The dulness of the ship 
ping trade at this season, especially in 
those ports, has been taken advantage of 
by the federation to force the issue. and 
the fight will probably be a life and death 
one for the union. Violence is frequently 
reported, the blacklegs, as the non-union- 
ists are called, being maltreated by the 
unionists and threatened with murder. 
The police at Hartelpool and other points 
show considerable weakness in dealing 
with this intimidation, and it is feared 
that the disorderly practices of the union 
men may be allowed to continue until 
bloodshed results. 

Mass meetings were held by the union 
men at various places yesterday, and reso- 
lutions were adopted that no reduction of 
wages would be accepted, though the sup- 
ply of labor is plainly in excess of the de 
mand, and there are 4090 idle steamers in 
the northern ports alone. Themasters in- 
tend to employ non-unionists at lower 
| wages than the union rate, and they say 
that many union men have expressed a de- 
sire to accept the reduced rate rather 
than see their families starve, but thus 
far the unions have held tkeir members 
well in hand, and prevented any extensive 
breaks from the ranks 


FELT LIKE AN EARTHQUAKE, 


Blows a Powder Mill 
Atoms and Kills Seven Men. 
VILKESBARRE, Pa., April 14.—A fright 
ful explosion of powder completely de 
molished the mills of the Moosic Powder 
company yesterday. The first explosion

A GLOOMY OUTLOOK. 


Late Reports from Mississippi Indicate 
That the Situation is Critical. 


NASHVILLE, April 14.—Advices from the 
flooded districts report the condition of 
affairs to be worse. So fur eighty-seven 
bodies have been recovered and as many 
more are known to have been drowned, 
The Coosa river is now eleven feet above 
low water and rising rapidly. The Tom- 
bigbee river is rising an inch every hour 
and the Tennessee river is now beginning 
toboom. It is within three feet of the 
levees and if they break hundreds of fami- 
lies will be rendered homeless. 

The flood has spread into Sumter, 
Greens and Picken counties in Alabama. 
It is estimated that forty negro families 
have perished in these counties. Rain is 
now falling, and the indications now are 
that the flood will exceed the overflow of 
of the Mississippi three years ago. 

More than 3000 families in the counties 
of Lowndes, Monroe and Noxubes, are 
homeless and suffering for the necessaries 
of life, which are being supplied now by 
private subscriptions. 


A VICTIM OF CONSUMPTION. 


Pugilist Jack McAuliffe is at the Very 
Doors of Death. 


St. Lovis, April 14.—Word comes from 
Ifot Springs that Jack McAuliffe has 
fought his last fight. Both of his lungs 
are reported gone with quick consump- 
tion, and the celebrated lightweight hus 
but a short time to live at the most. 
McAuliffe, who has whipped Gil- 
more, Carney and Carroll, fwill never 
enter the ring again. A close friend of the 
backer of the great lightweight said yes- 
terday. “The fact will become known 
soon, and there is no harm in giving it 
away. Jack is almost a goner now. I 
would not be surprised at any time to hear 
of his death.” 


Fourteen Million Spindles Idle. 
LONDON, April 14.—The great strike in 
the Lancashire cotton mills was partially 
put in force yesterday, several mills clos- 
ing down. Today a majority of the mills 
will close. The greatest previous strike 
of this kind affected 7,000,000 spin- 
dles. The present one involves the idle- 
ness of fully twice that number. The in- 
dications point to a belief that the stop- 
page will not last over a fortnight, when 

a settlement is expected to be reached. 


Pennsylvania Democrats’ Decisions. 

HARRISBURG, April 14.—The Democratic 
state convention elected uninstructed dele- 
gates to the Democratic national conven- 
tion, but endorsed ex-President Cleve- 
land’s character and ability and urged his 
nomination by the party. The platform 
declares in favor of a currency convertible 
into gold and silver without loss, de- 
nounces the McKinley bill and demands 
that essential raw materials be admitted 
free of duty.

In the Democratic Ranks Insist 
Upon Cleveland. 


HARRISON IS ALL RIGHT 


—— 


On the Momentous Qaestion and the 
Election ef Either Would Guarantee 
Safety to Financial and Indastrial In- 


terests—Political Story from Chicago, 


Wasurvetoy, April 14.—The sudden out 
burst of enthusiasm for ex-President 
Cleveland which has been spreading for 
the past thirty days.and which hasalready 
secured states enough to give hima ma- 
jority of the Chicago convention, has 
caused so much surprise among the anti- 
Cleveland managers that they are now dis- 
cussing whatit all means and what is 
behind it. 

A prominent New York Democratic 
politician who is in the movement and is 
working assiduously to bring about the 
nomination of the ex-president, made 
some admissions yesterday which gavea 
clue to the real meaning and purpose of 
this sentiment. He remarked in the 
presence of several personal friends that 
Mr. Cleveland is regarded by business 
men as the only Democrat of national 
standing who is entirely sound on tbat 
great and pre-eminent issue, the financial 
policy of the government. He has, from 
the beginning, been an inflexible 

Advocate of Sound Currency 

and against the theories of and falla- 
cies of fiat money, and unlimited coinage 
ofsilver. The Democratic party in the 
south and west have become so thoroughly 
imbued wlth these heresies that the great 
money institutions of the country have 
become alarmed and are apprehensive that 
some candidate might be nominated, and 
possibly elected, who would unsettle and 
disturb the industrial and business inter- 
ests of the whole country. 

“To guard against this,” he said, 
“friends of sound money inthe Democratic 
party in the eastern, middle and western 
states have determined, if possible, to 
secure the nomination of Mr. Cleveland.

lowing such a_ state of affairs to 
continue, especially after the startling 
discoveries made by the numerous detec- 
tives employed on the Walsall anarchist 
case, and is preparing to act effectively at 
the proper time, which probably is not far 
distant. 

The government at present is debating 
the expediency of proceeding first against 


the anarchist journals, which every week | 


incite their readers to 
Murder and Incendiarism, 

and next against the fugitive anarchists 
from abroad, who have heretofore plotted 
here with impunity, as they have been re- 
garded as political refugees and therefore 
beyond the pale of extradition. It has 
been ascertained by the government's de- 
tectives that the London anarchists con- 
template a series of attempts upon the 
lives of persons involved inthe prosecu- 
tion of the Walsall anarchists. Their 
planisto bring about the same state of 
terror in London that now exists in Paris, 
so that most persons will fear to associate 
with or live near the men instrumental in 
bringing anarchists to justice. 

The London anarchists are known to 
haye long shadowed the judges, detectives 
and attorneys active in securing the con- 
viction of the Walsall arnachists, and it 
has been learned within the last few days 
that they have formally condemned 
these men todie, and are only awaiting 
their opportunity to assassinate them. 
The government, aware of these facts, 
has granted special protection to the men 
threatened, so that sofar the anarchists 
have been unable to carry out their de- 
signs. The government has ceased to re- 
gard all anarchists as braggarts. It is 
aware that, while the majority of them 
are windbags,there is a group of desperate 
fanatics now engaged in a murderous con- 
spiracy, and the government awaits the 
developments of the investigation. 

After saying that it gives publicity to 
the present movement of the government 
only after having received authoritative 
assurance that the ends of justice will be 
served thereby, the Central News pro- 
ceeds to explain 

A Significant Incident 

of the case of the Walsall anarchists. 
Upon the arrest of one of the anarchists, 
subsequently convicted, a large quantity 
of chloroform was found in his possession. 
At the trial the prosecution purposely 
neglected to bring out how the chloroform 
was obtained and for what use it was in- 
tended. 

Nevertheless, the chloroform incident 
received the earnest attention which, af- 
ter special inquiries made by selected de- 
tectives, at the risk of their lives, became 
convinced that there existed a conspiracy to 
chloroform and kidnap celebrated police- 
men, high government officials and for- 
eigners of wealth visiting England. These 
men, when chloroformed, were to be 
slipped away, to places of confinement in 
the anarchists quarters and to be held for 
ransom. 

This insane plan has been formulated 
by anarchist leaders for the purpose of 
filling the treasury of the English groups 
and thus rendering possible the more ex- 
tensive propagation of anarchy by means 
of literature and explosives. The number 
aud identity of all conspirators have not 
yet been revealed, although said to be 
known to the government. The govern- 
ment believes that at an early date it will 
be in full possession of the details and in 
a position to proceed against the men in- 
volved in the conspiracy. 


Scott Loses His Job. 

WASHINGTON, April 14.—The president 
has removed from office Charles W. Scott, 
assistant appraiser of the port of New 
York. Mr. Scott’s removal was recom- 
mended by the appraiser and approved by 
Secretary Foster. The grounds for the re- 
moval are not made public.

FOR THE COOK. 


How to Boil a Ham 
proved Maaner. 


} 
Hames are early always underdone | 


and therefore tough and indigestible | 
The length of time a ham should be | 
kept on the fire must be determined in | 
each instance by the size of the ham, 
which should be soaked in cold water 
the night before it is cooked. In the! 
morning the ham should be put in cold 
water with a little vinegar or cider in it 
—never more thana teacup full. Then/| 
the water should be permitted to slowly 
come to a boil and the kettle removed to | 
the back of the stove, where it may sim- 
mer for from four to ht hours, ac- 
cording to the size of the ham. When 
the ham has become cold after being 
taken off the stove, the skin should be 
removed and the outside top be sprinkled 
With grated bread, brown sugar and 
spice, and the ham put in the oven 
until it has Drowned on top. If it be 
intended to eat it hot it should be served 
when taken from the oven, but if it be 
intended for cold ham, then the knife 
should never touch it till it is really | 
cold and has stood at least twelve 
hours after coming from the oven. To 
wrap a ham in new mown hay when | 
boiling it gives it a delicious flavor. } 
How to Renovate an Old Chair. 
Only hard wood chairs are worth the 
trouble, and if the wood is mahogany it 
is best to send it to a cabinet maker, for | 
it is too valuable to take chances with. | 
If it is oak or cherry, scrub it thoroughly 
with sal soda and water and sandpaper 
all the old polish off. Then give it sev-| 
eral coats of English enamel paint of | 
any tint desired, allowing each coat to 
dry before the next is put on, and} 
smoothing each one after it is dry with 
fine sand paper. Do not try to upholster | 
it unless you know the trade of uphol-| 
stery, but make a fancy cushion of cre-| 
tonne or silk and lay it or tie it on.

The rider should so train his horse 
that he can make the animal in a canter 
lead with whichever foot the rider} 
chooses and change that lead at com- 
mand. If it is desirable that the horse 
should start off with his left leg, then 
his head, by means of the curb, should 
be turned slightly to the right. This 
will naturally make him put his left 
foot in front. Then in starting in the 
canter the heel of the rider should touch 
the horse on the side opposite to that in 
which the head is turned, or on the side | 
from which the lead is desired. While} 
the canter is in progress the lead can be 
changed by going through the same op- 
eration. Itis very restful to a horse to | 
change his lead occasionally, and acare- 
ful rider will see that his horse does’not | 
get leg weary from too long continuing 
to lead with the same foot. Horses do 
this naturally, but it is best that the 
rider should determine when the changes 
should be made.

MAINE DOCTOR IN TROUBLE.

Without Paying a Tax. 
PORTLAND, Me., April 15.—Dr. W. A. 
Wright, a leading physician in Redfield, a 
prominent citizen and secretary of the 
board of health, was arrested by a deputy 
United States marshal and brought here, 
charged with selling liquor without pay- 
ingatax. It is said that he began by 
Selling it to patients, and later sold it 

freely to all comers,

TEN YEARS IN STATE PRISON 


Is the Sentence Imposed Upon George 
Battis for Killing Charles Lombra. 
NEW HAVEN, April 1&—The trial of 

George Battis of Wallingford, accused of 
murder in the second dearee in killing 
Charles P. Lombra, Dee. 12 last, came to 
a conclusion in the supreme court yester- 
day. The morning was taken up in argu- 
ments by Attorneys Hall and Newton for 
the defense, and in the closing argument 
by State Attorney Doolittle. The case 
was given to the jury about 1 o'clock, and 
at 4:50 o’clock they returned a verdict of 
guilty, as charged. Defendant’s counsel 
was inclined to move fora new trial, but 
on information from the state attorney 
that a new trial would be one for murder 
inthe first degree, this proposition was 
dropped. Battis was sentenced to ten 
years in state prison.

NEW HAVEN, April 15.—Suit was 
brought in the superior court by counsel 
for the defunct Union Waterproof Shoe 
company of New Haven against the 
Goodyear India Rubber company of Nau- 
gatuck for $5000 damages, alleging fraud 
on the part of the Goodyear company in 
attempting to cheat thecreditors of the 
Union company. A temporary ipjunc- 
tion was issued by Judge Hall restraining 
the Goodyear company from disposing of 
$10,000 worth of effects of the Union com- 
pary, held under attachment.

Murderer Brunnell Gets Thirty Years in 
Prison to Think Over His Crime. 
KEENE, N. H., April 15.—Judge Clark 
yesterday sentenced John Brunnell, who 
murdered the blind innkeeper at Rindge, 
last December, to thirty years in state 
prison.

WANTS ASSISTANCE. 


Constable Faxon Don't Wish to 
Bear Whole Burden Longer 


IN ENFORCING LIQUOR LAWS. 


Well Satisfied With the Glorious Results 
Achieved—He Asks the Mayor to Ap- 
point a Zealous and Upright Officer and 
Promises His Aid as in the Past. 


Mr. Henry H. Faxon, who has for sev- 
eral years, both under the town and city 
government, been appointed a special of- 
ficer to enforce the liquor laws, bas written 
a letter to Mayor Fairbanks requesting him 
to relieve him by the appointment of an 
‘honest, energetic and fearless official’’ to 
enforce the liquor laws. Mr. Faxon’s let- 
ter is as follows: 

Quincy, April 13, 1892. 
Henry O. Fairbanks, Mayor of Quincy, 
Mass. ,— 

DEAR Sir: On April 16, 1881, the 
Board of Selectmen reluctantly appointed 
me as policeman for the special work of 
enforcing the laws relating to the sale of 
intoxicating liquors. ‘To enforce such laws 
at that period of the town’s debauchery 
wasa great undertaking, and, to many, 
seemed a problem difficult of solution. I, 
however, believed that a sense of duty and 
right, supported by the powerful arm of 
the Jaw, would overthrow the strong-holds 
of the devil, if an honest determination 
was behind the effort. 

Ic was a conflict of great interest to the 
people. The battle was waged with the 
very worst allies of Satan on the one 
side, and with the friends of law, order and 
sobriety on the other. Your time and 
patience would be exhausted were 1 to 
enumerate all the hindrances encountered 
in my attempts to serve the public. As to 
what has been accomplished I leave the 
citizens to judge. 

Eleven years have passed, and, at my 
advanced age, I am admonished that I 
should no longer bear the whole burden of 
these perplexing police duties. I, there- 
fore, ask Your Honor to appoint a man 
who is zealous and upright to assist me in 
my arduous labors. Rest assured that I 
shall aid the officer you may select to the 
extent of my ability. 

It is of the utmost importance that an 
honest, energetic and fearless official shall 
be named for this responsible position, be- 
cause experience has convinced me that 
rumsellers, as a class, will bribe and other- 
wise corrupt those in authority whose vir- 
tues are not of the adamantine quality. 

As ! look back over a somewhat event- 
ful life, there is no reform in which I ever 
took an active part where so glorious re- 
sults have been secured as in the contest 
for the supremacy of right over wrong in 
this city. There is a sense of pride in the 
thought that I have helped to free Quincy 
from the thraldom of a band of political 
parasites whose achievements only seemed 
to bring shame and disgrace upon the com- 
munity. 

I sincerely hope that you will give this 
appointment your early consideration, and 
that you will recommend an appropriation 
to cover the salary and expenses of such 
an officer.

Mr. Faxon may well feel proud of the 
position which Quincy now occupies, and 
which has been very largely brought 
about by his grit backed by the best senti- 
ment of the people. There is not acity in 
the Commonwealth where better order is 
maintained. Our officers are vigilant, yet 
in a city of 18,000 population but 218 ar- 
rests were made. Of the 132 arrests for 
drunkenness, ninety per cent. were of 
persons coming from Boston, mostly on 
the Jate evening trains.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


A Number of Matters of Interest Em- 
bodied in Reports of Committees. 


Boston, April 15.—The labor committee 
reported leave to withdraw on the peti- 
tion for regulation of the hours of paper 
mill employes. 

Inexpedient was reported by the liquor 
committee on providing that the 400-feet 
law shall not apply to hotels with less 
than 100 rooms; by the judiciary com- 
mittee, on amending the mechanics’ lien 
law; by the printing committee, on pro- 
viding Keller’s index digest to cities and 
towns; by the public health committee, on 
requiring street railway companies to re- 
portall their accidents in 
under oath. 

The railroad committee reported refer- 
ence to the next legislatureon the order in 
regard to quicker transportation between 
Boston and New York. A like report was 
made by the street railway committee on 
putting fenders on street cars. 

The railroad committee reported a bill 
to permit the Central Massachusetts rail- 
road company to issue $500,000 in new 
ind 
and 


writing and 


bonds to pay for permanent addition 
improvemerts of its “furniture” 
equipment, 

The committee on towns reported a bill 
to permit the proprietors of Oak Grove 
cemetery to convey its property to the 
town of Plymouth. 

The street railway committee reported a 
bill to authorize the Essex Electric Street 
Railway company to lease its railway, 
franchise and other property to the Naum- 
keag Street Railway company. 

The committee on agriculture reported 
a bill to regulate the sale of concentrated 
commercial feed stuffs. Every dealer in 
such stuff which contains over 10 per cent. 
of nitrogen containing organic matter, 
shall furnish to the director of the state 
agricultural experiment station samples 
of his goods, with statement of his place 
of business and the chemical proportions 
of the articles. Sealed bottles, containing 
fair average samples, shall be filed. Fail- 
ure to comply with the lawis punishable 
by $50 fine for the first offense and $100 for 
each subsequent one. Annual analyses, 
with published statement, must be made 
by the director of the agricultural experi- 
ment station. The actis totake effect 
Jan. 1, 1893. 

The public health committee reported a 
bill to change last year’s law to regulate 
the manufacture of clothing under the 
sweating system. It extends the law to 
cover all kinds of clothing, and provides 
that all persons who engage in their 
manufacture must have licenses issued 
upon the recommendation of inspectors 
specially appointed to carry out the pro- 
visions of the act. All such goods must 
also be labeled “tenement made.” 

The committee on expenditures re- 
ported a bill authorizing the board of 
metropolitan sewerage commissioners to 
sell certain property taken or purchased 
for sewerage purposes; also a bill appro- 
priating from the state treasury these 
sums for operating the Charles river val- 
ley system of sewerage: $26,500 for 1892, 
$26,500 for 1893, $27,000 for 1894, and $28,000 
for 1895. 

The committee on education reported a 
bill raising from twenty to thirty weeks 
the requirement of attendance at school 
each year of children under 14 years of age 
employed in manufacturing and other es- 
tablishments. 

The house bill to prevent ‘‘sweat’’ shop 
evils was introduced in the house, and a 
debate on the measure regulating the 
hours’of railroad men took place. 

The Gilbert trout bill passed toa third 
reading in the senate, and the bill fixing 
the workday of street railway employes 
was laid on the table. 


AMERICA’S GENEROSITY 


Has Relieved Thousands of Sufferers in 
the Russian Famine Districts. 

St. Pererspure, April 15.—The Ameri- 
can agents having in charge the distribu- 
tion of the flour, grain and provisions sent 
from the United States as a gift to the 
famine sufferers have already relieved a 
host of sufferers in the province of Sara- 
tov. Through their distribution of grain 
over 20,000 horses, besides the peasants, 
have been provided with corn. Soup 
kitchens have been opened in twenty-four 
districts, and peasants are being supplied 
with nourishing food free of cost. The 
peasants are also being supplied with seed 
grain. 


VICTIMS ARE ALL NEGROES. 


About Fifty Lives Lost in the Mississippi 
Flood—-Thousands are Homeless. 

JACKSON, Miss., April 15.—The floods on 
the banks of the Tombigbee have created 
the greatest havoc and desolation in the 
neighborhood of Columbus. In Lowndes, 
Monroe and Noxubee counties, thousands 
of families have been reduced to poverty 
and want, while over 3000 have been ren- 
dered absolutely homeless. A conserva- 
tive estimate of the number of lives lost 
places the number at fifty, all of whom, 
it seems, were negroes. 


An Insane Woman's Act. 

New York, April 15.—Mrs. Mary Lee, 
aged 22 years,committed suicide by throw- 
ing herself from the third-story window of 
a private medical institute on East Thirty- 
fourth street, where she had been an in- 
mate three months. About a week ago 
Mrs. Lee gave birth to a child. She was 
left alone for a short time yesterday, dur- 
ing which she arose and leaped to her in- 
stant death. 


Broker Brown's Forgeries. 

Toronto, April 15.—The forgeries of A. 
G. Brown, a young broker who has fled, 
are announced to be, as far as yet discov- 
ered, $26,663. The forgery in every case is 
that of a power of attorney, by which 
Brown was enabled to transfer the stock 
tohis own name. Legal steps will be 
taken to bring Brown back. 


Jack Says ’Tis a “Joke.”’ 

Brookiyn, April 15.—Jack McAuliffe, 
the lightweight fighter, has telegraphed 
his relatives as follows in regard to the 
report that he was dying of consumption 
at Hot Springs, Ark.

Teunyson's Indignation. 

Lord Tennyson is said to be greatly 
angered at the book in which Mr. Chur- 
ton Collins seems, at any rate, to bring 
against him a charge of plagiarism. 
This is a charge which has always had 
the most irritating effect upon the poet, 
and most people will probably agree 
that a book like Mr. Collins’ is probably 
best postponed until the author with 
whose work it deals is beyond the feel- 
ing of resentment. We are confident 
that the greater number of the critics 
who today deal so cavalierly with Vir- 
gil, Homer, Horace and the other great | 
immortals, would abstain if their vic- 
tims were still in the land of the living. 

Andin this case the matter is made 
worse by the fact that Lord Tennyson | 
has been at special pains to show his 
feelings in regard to any charges of the 
kind. ‘These writers,” he said to a 
friend, on the occasion when he was last 
made the subject of this charge, ‘‘these 
writers are the lice on the locks of liter- 
ature,” showing that even in his wrath 
a poet does not forget to use “‘allitera- 
tion’s artful aid.” 

Nor is thisanger remarkable when it 
is remembered on what passages the 
would be accuser fixed in order to prove 
the truth of hisindictment. Poor Tenny- | 
son was not allowed to say ‘Ring the | 
bells” without being accused of having | 
borrowed from Sir Philip Sidney, or to | 
apply to the ocean the verb “roar” 
without being told that he had plaiga- 
rized from Homer! And when he de- 
scribed a waterfall in the well known | 
line, “Slow dropping veils of thinnest } 
lawn,” he was immediately charged by 
a critic with having borrowed the meta | 
phor from the lawn used in theaters to | 
imitate a waterfall! Imagine the feel- | 
ings of a faithful artist who had studied | 
the effect before a waterfall in the! 
Pyrenees!—Bookman. 


How to Treat One wangerous Notsance.

Cheap Telephones. 

The natural inquiry arises what will | 
telephones cost when their manufacture 
is free, and what will be the expense of | 
equipping a private line? It is scarcely 
necessary to go into detailed estimates 
at this juncture, especially as the cost 
must necessarily vary with the condi- 
tions, such as the class of work required, | 
the finish of the instrument and so on. !

Exeter, N. H., April 16.—War has been 
declared in Rockingham county. It is the 
war of temperance against the illegal sale 
of liquor. Allover the county hasa cry 
arisen against the gross violations of the 
law, and the recent exhibition of feeling 
on the part of some liquor sellersin the 
incendiarism at Epping has determined 
the people on summury action. 

The feeling isintense. Of the 50,000 in- 
habitants, only a limited few—those who 
reside near the smallest farming vil- 
lages—are unable to get liquor whenever 
they want it. Practically liquor is sold 
everywhere in the county, and the only 
interruption to traffic is the periodical 
visit of officers and the succeeding fine of 
$10 or $100. 

Prohibition has not only failed to pro- 
hibit, but it has resulted in establishing a 
larger number of drinking places in pro- 
portion to the popolation, than can be 
found in a licensed conmimnunity like the 
city of Boston. The Prohibitionists 

Talk About Corruption. 

The officials answer this with a list of 
nearly fifty indictments for illegal liquor 
selling in the county, found by the grand 
jury, which reported yesterday. 
Law and order leagues hive been formed 

different localities, and  anti-liquor 
meetings are constantly held, but, in spite 
of all, liquor is openly sold in all the 
towns and the one city of the county, ex- 
cept in the extremely smal! villages. 

Temperance Democrats say the Repub- 
licans are at fault; temperance Republi- 
cans claim that if the Dem ocrats did their 
work properly, the evil could be greatly 
decreased 

A Mecting of Citizens 
was called for Friday eveiing, March 11, 
and on that oc nthe necessity of tak- 
ing some decisive action w:s earnestly set 


forth. The next Wednesd:y evening an- 
other temperance meeting was held, and 
much enthusiasm for the cause was ex- 
pressed by citizens. That night an at- 


tempt was made to burn the Congrega- 
tional church. 

Following this came the meeting of Fri- 
day, March 18, when, despite the fact that 
a heavy storm kept many f’om attending, 
a law and order league was formed and a 
number of prominent citizens signed the 
roli. 

Atthis meeting it was strongly put 
forth that the people appointed officers 
to enforce the law, and tha. if they failed 
in their duty it became the business of the 
people to take matters in th :irown hands, 

There were two or three meetings held 
after this organization, but nothing ag- 
gresive was done. Last Sunday Rev. Mr. 
Clancy was awakened by a noise in his 
stable, and when he looked out he found 
his loft in flames. He man iged to rescue 
his horse and some of his furniture, but 
both his house and the stable were burned 
to the ground. 

That Settled It. 

The county is aroused, end it will not 
be long before decisive steps are taken. 
One of the first moves was the offering of 
$500 reward by the town of Epping, and 
an additional reward by citizens of $400 
for the arrest and conviction of the per- 
son or persous who set fire io the Congre- 
gational parsonage. 

The incendiarism intimicated some; it 
had the opposite effect or others. The 
people at large are determ ned that the 
offenders shall not go unpanished. But 
there is acurrent of feeling that some- 
thing be done with the liquor question; 
that either the prohibition laws be en- 
forced or else the license system be estab- 
lished in the state. 

The temperance men of this county gen- 
erally want the present lay; to stand; a 
few think license would b:an improve- 
ment. The respectable liq: or men desire 
alicense law, while the cheaper class, 
those who are overrunnin;’ the county 
today and causing all the trouble, prefer 
the existing statute. 


HAILE FOR GOVERNOR.

THE CZAR LOSING HIS P, 
Weaker Powers Mvidently Not So Afraid 
of Him as Formerly. 

BERLIN, April 18.—Politicians are watch- 
ing with keen interest the developments 
in the Bulgarian situation. A veneral ex- 
pectation is felt that a renewed declara- 
tion of independence upon the part of Bul- 
garia will shortly be made, with the in- 
dorsement of the porte.

AN INSANE MOTHER'S DEED. 
She Cats the Throat of Her Babe and

three weeks ago is lying dead, and its 
mother is at the Greeley hospital with two 
gaping wounds in her throat.

ALARM FAILED TO WORK. 


Inmates of a Boston Tenement House 
Receive Severe Injuries. 


Boston, April 18.—A fire in the cellar o3 
the tenement house 183 and 185 South 
street last evening resulted in the proba: 
bly fatal injury of one of the inmates of 
the house, the serious injury of two 
others, slight injuries to two more, while 
several others had narrow escapes. The 
injuries were all received by jumping from 
windows. 

The injured are all members of one fam- 
ily, a man and his wife and his three sis- 
ters. They are Jacob Ruben, fractured 
legand injury of spine; Minnie Ruben, 
fracture of skull; Golda Ruben, internal 
injuries; Mrs. Celia Cohen, injury of back 
Mrs. Bernard Daniels, dislocated shoul 
der and partial asphyxiation. 

The fire itself was a comparatively in 
significant one, 1nd was confined entirely 
to the cellar. The total damage will not 
exceed $100. The smoke found its way up 
the stairway to the main entry, and the 
street door being closed, had completely 
filled the upper corridors to suchan extent 
that when the occupants opened their 
doors it burst in upon them in such vol- 
umes that they thought all means of exit 
were cut off. 

The failure of box 56 to work the first 
time is undoubtedly responsible for the 
accidents.

Pacific Coast Senators Preparing for a 
Bitter Struggle on the Question—How 
the 


Cleveland and Hill is Progressing. 


Nomination Struggle Between 


WASHINGTON, April 19.-An agreement 
between the United States and Great 
Britain for a modus vivendi, in relation to 
the fur seal fisheries in Behring sea for the 
present season, was signed yesterday by 
Sir Julian Pauncefote and by James G. 
Blaine. This important agreement was 
signed at 11 o'clock at the residence of 
Secretary Blaine, who, owing to the in- 
clement weather, did not go to the depart- 
ment. He at once took itover to the 
executive mansion and laid it before the 
president, who in the afternoon trans- 
mitted it to the senate for its action. 

The modus is in che form of a supple- 


' P . 
| mental convention to the treaty of arbi- 


tration recently negotiated and ratified. 
The modus vivendi states that both gov- 
ernments will prohibit during the sealing 
season the killing of sealin that part of 
the Behring sea lying eastward of the line 
of demarcation, desc9@ ed in article No. 1 
of the treaty of 1867, between the United 
States and Russia, and each government 
will enjoin its citizens and vessels to an 
observance of this agreement, The United 
States, it is understood, is allowed to kill 
for the subsistence of the natives on the 
islands of St. Paul and St. George 7500 
seals, the same restriction as was made 
last year, and the United States binds it- 
self to observe this prohibition. 

The vessels of either the United States 
or Great Britain, or citizens of either 
country, offending against this agreement 
may be seized by either of the high con- 
tracting parties, but as soon as practica- 
ble should be handed over to the authori- 
ties of the station to which they belong, 
who shall have sole jurisdiction to try the 
offense and impose the penalties for the 
same. In general it may be said that the 
document is a renewal of the agreement 
of 1891, with the addition of a clause pro- 
viding for the settlement of damages sus- 
tained by the Canadian sealers through 
the interruption of their business in case 
the arbitration goes against the United 
States 


Will Not te of Withont a 
Litter Struggle in the Senate. 
WASHINGTON, April 19.—The Pacific 
coast senators are making ready for a bit 
ter struggle when the Chinese restriction 
billcomes before the senate. They will 
endeayor to have the senate adopt the bill 
as it came from the house, instead of the 
senate committee’s substitute, but to do 
this they must overcome the scruples ofa 
large number of senators, many of them 
Democrats, who are inclined to the belief

that the bill is unconstitutional and 
repugnant to the fundamen‘al prin- 
ciples of the Republic. There are 
also some senators who believe that 


the business interests of the country would 
be very injuriously affected by the enact- 
ment of the house bill, holding that the 
execution of the law would be followed by 
the exclusion from China of all resident 
Americans, mainly representatives of 
American importing firms. 

The advocates of the house bill, however, 
contend that it is the only measure now 
before congress that promises a real solu- 
tion of the Chinese question, and that it 
must be adopted by the Republican senate 
under penalty of heavy loss on the Pacific 
coast next November. As to the constitu- 
tional objections the friends of the bill in 
the senate are willing to concede that 
there is a flaw in the zection requiring the 
registration of Chinese now in the United 
States and the payment of a registration 
fee of $3. This section they say must be 
stricken out, and if this is done the bill, 
even if passed in lieu of the senate com- 
mittee’s substitute, must be returned to 
the house for concurrence in the amend- 
ment. 

The great concern of all senators now is 
as to the very short time—ten days—re- 
maining during which the present laws 
will bein force. It feared that this 
brief space is insufficient to secure the en- 
actment of legislation on the subject of 
any kind,in which event there is a prospect 
that severat thousand Chinese will swarm

Senator Hill's 
Thwart the 


Friends Say He Can 
Ex-President’s Desire. 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—The friends of 
ex-President Cleveland, led by Senators 
Vilas, Carlisle and Vest, with the New 
England Democratic contingent in the 
house, are jubilant over the fact that their 
candidate for presidential honors is mak- 
ing inroads in the southern states. They 
have information showing that they will 
have a following of delegates to the Chi- 
cago convention in nearly all the states of 
that section which has hitherto been 
claimed for Hill. 

Notwithstanding this turnin the tide 
Senator Hill and his friends insist that 
Cleveland will not be nominated. They 
base their hglief on the fact that when the 
New York delegation inform the delegates 
from the south and west, which they in- 
tend to do, that if Cleveland is nominated 
he cannot carry the Empire state, they 
will see the importance of heeding this 
declaration. The political leaders from 
the south and west fully understand that 
they cannot elect a Democratic president 
without the vote of the Empire state, it 
being the key to the position. 

If they can be made to realize this fact, 
it is admitted that his nomination may be 
defeated by such tactics. It is the only 
way in which his nomination now can be 
prevented. It has been asserted here re- 
peatedly that quite a number in the dele- 
gations from New York city and other lo- 
calities in the state were not earnestly for 
Senator Hill and will take the first oppor- 
tunity to demonstrate that. 

Senator Hili and his frends say that all 
such statements are absolutely false; that 
the delegation will stand as a unit in his 
support and vote for him from first to 
last as long as he desires them to do so; 


| that there will be no break and at no time 


will they support Cleveland, even though 
all the other states give their adhesion to 
the ex-president. This fact would render 
Cleveland’s nomination unwise and im- 
politic.

A polished cap surmounts the mon- 
ument, which is one of the most imposing 
in the cemetery. 

This firm have also erected, in the same 
cemetery, a large sarcophagus monument 
for John M. Call, The die of this monu- 
ment is composed of two large blocks of 
granite polished on the sides and apex. 
The family name appears on the base.

Meeting of the Board of Instruc- 
tion of Woodward Institute 


AT CITY HALL, YESTERDAY. 


Mrs. A. A. Claflin and Miss Emery Repre- 
sent the Women--Tie Former Reads a 
Paper Which is Given in Fall Below— 
A General Discussion Followed. 


Ten ministers were present at the Wood- 
ward Institute meetirg held at City Hall 
Tuesday afternoon. The women in- 
terested in the school were represented by 
Mrs. A. A. Claflin and Miss Isabella F. P. 
Emery, and they we’e given a hearing. 
Miss Emery went as substitute for Mrs. 
G. G. Saville who wis unable to attend. 
The paper read by Mrs. Claflin was as 
follows: 

In asking for a hearing before the Board 
of Managers upon the important subject of 
the course of instruction and study for the 
Woodward Instltute for Girls, the ‘‘Com- 
mittee of women interested’? supposed 
that they were acting e:itirely in accordance 
with the vote of the 3oard as communi- 
cated to them by the secretary, wherein it 
was simply stated that the Board would be 
glad to receive any suggestions which the 
committee of women might make. We 
have since been informed that the actual 
vote of the Board was to the effect that 
suggestions made by us in writing would 
be received. Our reqiest for a hearing, 
therefore, has been regarded as an effort on 
the part of our committee, to obtain a 
privilege beyond that already accorded to 
us. We are, on this account, the more 
obliged by your courtesy in granting this 
privilege. Nevertheless, we do not wish to 
trespass upon your time, nor to be tempted 
into too much speakins, and we have there- 
fore put most of whit we wish to say, in 
writing, inthe hope of thereby attaining 
brevity. Weshall be glad to answer any 
questions orto make any explanation which 
may be desired. And first, we shall ask 
your kind permission to make a little state- 
ment as to the reasons for the existence of 
our society, whose aims and methods have, 
we believe, been somewhat misunderstood. 

Many Quincy women have for years been 
looking forward to the establishment of 
this Institute with a feeling of pleasant 
anticipation for their young daughters or 
friends, Was it not entirely natural 
that their thought regarding the school 
should lead to a desire to compare ideas 
with other women, o'her mothers ? The 
first hopes expressed in the conversations 
which led to the formation of our 
committee were toward the end that the 
new school should not be entirely for 
book-learning or intellectual education, but 
should include careful physical training by 
gymnastics and otherwise, and such 
education as might te practicable of the 
hand, the eye, and ‘he senses generally, 
together with some practice in those 
household arts in which almost every 
woman, at some time in her life has need 
of skill. 

Concerning these physical cultures, these 
practical arts, it seemed probable that the 
judgment of experienced women might be 
a valued aid to the efforts of the managers 
of the school in its inception, and perhaps 
also to teachers and students at a later 
time. 

The subject of the school building was 
the next which presented itself to the 
thought of women interested. Oftentimes 
able and artistic architects, (perhaps 
through pressure of business or through 
some prevailing of the beautiful over the 
useful,) omit or forget practical details 
which might cond:ce much to health, 
comfort and convenience. Instances of 
this kind have fallen under the observa- 
tion of several of oar committee. That 
there might be too msny or too hard stair- 
cases, plumbing not properly isolated or 
ventilated, insufficent light or sunshine, 
want of properly pvivate and protected 
space for out-of-door zames, rest or occupa- 
tion, these and similar possibilities as to 
the future schoolhouse pressed upon us a 
feeling of responsibility. Some of us had 
known something of the deficencies of 
other school houses, and had thought it 
possible that such mis-ht have been bettered 
had mothers and tea:hers as well as car- 
penters been consulted. 

In regard to the intellectual standards of 
the Woodward Insti‘ute we felt that, as 
women, we had speci. reason to know the 
needs of girls and to yish to benefit them, 
as mothers we desire to aid and sympathize 
with our daughters ind the daughters of 
others, finally, some of us as experienced 
in educational work or study thought that 
we might communicste to younger women 
something of what w:. had thus gained. 

Our union has th> advantages of all 
unions, strength, mutual help and inspira- 
tion, and practical usefulness in accom- 
plishing any suitable object. Our meetings 
have been open to all interested and have, 
we believe, been conducted with order and 
impartiality, 

Our objects at present are, to keep our- 
selves informed in regard to the progress 
of the Institute and to do anything that we 
can toward its perfecting, and to improve 
our knowledge of educational subjects by 
readings, lectures, for discussions, in the 
hope that, in the future, we may be a 
source of encouragement and help to the 
teachers and pupils. 

In this busy world we have not under- 
taken a new care in» thoughtless or self- 
sufficient spirit, but with a real desire to be 
of use to others. We cherish, too, the hope 
that in future days we may occasionally be 


able to show our feeling for the Woodward 
Institute by some addition of comfort or of 
beauty to the furnishings of the school. 
Perhaps some desk or rug, some picture, 
bust or book may come from Quincy 
women to make the school more home-like 
or more artistic.

The tariff is a question of methods. 

Free Coinage 

is a question of morals. There may be an hon- 
est difference of opinions as to which method, 
tariff or free trade, is better for the country. 
Yet, however sincerely a man may hold his 
Opinion that free silver coinage is right, there 
can be no honesty in the debtor seeking to 
evade an honorable obligation by paying $3 of 
adebt with $2. Who are the creditors who 
are going to suffer by free silver coinage? 
They are largeiy the wage-earners, who re- 
ceive their pay in the currency that is ten- 
dered them 

Now it matters little that the free silver 
coinage measure met a bare defeat in the 
house. Itisstillalive issue with a large ma- 
jority of the Democratic party. It may not 
appearin the platform adopted at Chicago, 
but it will be there all the same written in in- 
visible ink, which the heat of the presidential 
canvass will bring to light.

The Season of Mushrooms. 

That delicions fungus growth scien- 
tifically called by a big and strange name, | 
but commonly known as the mushroom, | 
is just beginning to come plentifally | 
into the local markets, and they are pre- | 

till late into the fall. | 

Those which are found in the vege- | 
table stalls in Washington market are | 
of artificial culture and are now selling 
venty-five cents a pound. A 
tht $1.35 a pound, 
and amonth hence fifty cents or even 
less will buy a goodly supply of the nu- 
tritious and delicious white stemmed 
and brown topped fungi. 

Said the ruddy faced and white apron- 
ed marketman to me today between the 
puffs of his perfecto: 

“Yes, I sell a good many mushrooms, 
especially during Lent. Those that | 
come in now are raised in hothouses in 
beds underneath the plant shelves and | 
they come pretty high, although they 
are getting down in price lately. I have 
sold them as high as three dollars a 
pound. Later on in the spring we get 
them from the farmers and others who 
raise them in their cellars, in shaded | 
places and even in caves, and during | 
warm weather men and women and | 
boys and girls who gather them in 
fields and pastures bring them in to the 
city. Then we sell them for almost 
nothing—as low as ten cents a pound |

Most of our customers who | 
buy mushrooms are people of means, | 
and although we sell great quantities of 
them, the people as a whole don’t seem | 
to appreciate and understand them, as I | 
should think they would.”

Many people have eaten 
mushrooms only when the canned arti- 
cle has been served sprinkled sparingly 
overasteak. There is a vast difference 
between the canned mushroom and the | 
crisp, fresh and appetizing fungus that 
one can now buyin any of the large

She left the convent 
nearly three weeks ago, and not only is 
nothing known of it outside the priest- 
hood, but none of the girl’s relatives knew 
it until the day before yesterday, with the 
single exception of her mother, with whom 
she sought refuge. 

A friend of the family said that the rea- 
son of her flight from the convent was be- 
cause of the jealousy of the mother su- 
perior, growing out of Sister Calista’s 
wishes often having weight with the 
bishop in opposition to her own. She vis- 
ited her mother in company, as usual, 
with another of the sisterhood, clad in her 
black robes, and to the dismay of her 
companion, flatly refused to return to the 
convent. 

The influence of the priesthood was 
brought to bear upon her in vain,and they 
had no power to compel her to return. Fi- 
nally the pressure became so strong that 
as soun as her dressmaker had finished her 
outfit she hurried away to Norwich. 

Miss Wilcox is a brunette, with large, 
flashing, black eyes, rather finally devel- 
oped, 30 years of age, andisin every way 
highly attractive. She was of Protestant 
parentage. 

The girl was placed at the convent for 
an education when only 9 years old. 
Shortly after completing her studies and 
leaving the convent her father died, her 
mother married again, and it is under- 
stood the young girl herself had some 
trouble in a love affair. Within a short 
time, and strongly against the wishes of 
her friends, she took the veil.

The owners claim that the 
demand is outrageous and declare that 
they will not pay it. The men have been 
threatening to strike for some time and it 
is very probable that they will be allowed 
to do so. There are employed in these 
quarries, besides the 1500 quarrymen, 40 
stone cutters, who will be thrown out of 
work.

Against Piece Work. 

Robert Thomson, the Quincy correspon- 
dent of the Granite Cutters’ Journal, 
writes: 

‘* Trade has improved a little since the 
last report. Some of the yards have been 
taking on men and the prospects are good 
for some time. 

“We are all anxious to hear the verdict 
on the new constitution. I hope the 
recommendation offered by the revising 
committee which speaks on the abolition of 
piece work from the granite business will 
be adopted by the union at large and made 
to be a standing order for the future, for 
where there is the system of piece work 
carried on there is always trouble more or 
less. It is shameful the way it is carried 
out in Quincy in a great many yards. A 
stranger going through the sheds could 
almost pick out a piece-made job, not be- 
cause it would be a good paying one, oh, 
no! for they have apprentices to square up 
the good jobs and day men to finish them, 
but the piece man has to take the poor job 
and too often has to fight to get the bill of 
prices on even that. I would, therefore, 
endorse brother Grant’s (of Boston) idea 
that we have a standard day’s pay through- 
out New England, be it $3 per day or 
more, but not less; the same to take effect 
May 1, 1893.”

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE 


Engaged in Matters Relative to Boston's 
oe Laws—Other Legislation. 

Bostow, April 22—Mayor Matthews and 

the commission appointed by Mayor Hart 
in 1889 to revise the building laws of Bos- 
ton were before the committee on cities. 
They presented an act to take the place of 
the old one, as they recommended in their 
report of 1890. There are several impor- 
tant changes in the act, and among the 
number is that relating to the foundation 
made from piles. This change Mayor Mat- 
thews was decidedly in favorof. It pro- 
vides that buildings over seventy feet in 
height shall rest upon three rows of piles, 
or an equivalent number of piles arranged 
in less than three rows. Mayor Matthews 
said that it was very essential that the 
clause should be added. His reasons for 
this was, he said, because the }buildings 
in Back Bay, or a majority of them, were 
settling. Their foundations were very 
poor, but that could be remedied if the 
builders were compelled to erect such 
foundations as the new act requires. The 
act also provides “that an inspector shall 
not give a permit for the erection of any 
building until he has carefully inspected 
the plans and specifications thereof, ascer- 
tained that the building has sufficient 
strength, and that the means of ingress 
and egress are sufficient.”” The act willin 
all probability be reported. 

The committee on manufactures re 
ported against amending the law of 1891 
as to municipal illumination, by which 
cities and towns may own and operate 
illuminating plants. 

The petition of the mayor of Cambridge 
for legislation authorizing the purchase of 
land in Watertown, Belmont or Waltham, 
for providing a high-service water supply 
was admitted, on motion of Mr. Read. 

The senate refused to suspend the rule 
to allow the recommittal of the bill to 
prevent the sale of liquors by grocery 
stores. 

The senate engrossed the house bill to 
amend chapter 270, acts of 1887, and acts 
in amendment thereo£ to extend and regu- 
late the liability of employers to make 
compensation for personal injuries suf- 
fered by employes in their service. 

The senate rejected the bill forthe better 
enforcement of the law requiring monthly 
reports of births and relating to the 
record aud return of marriages, and ad- 
vanced one stage the bill concerning 
records of births, deaths and marriages. 

Mr. Coveney was given unanimous con- 
sent to withdraw his motion to reconsider 
the indefinite postponement of the ques- 
tion of uniting Cambridge to Boston. 

Messrs. Gilman and Nichols favored re- 
ceding from the amendment to the resolve 
as to closing the state building at the 
World’s fair, “if such action is deemed 
best by said managers.” Mr. Simpkins 
thought the amendment of little conse- 
quence, and that the managers would not 
be bound at all by it, and that the closing 
might not be at all in the interests of 
morality. The senate receded almost 
unanimously. 

The governor vetoed another increase of 
salary measure; bienniel elections bill sub- 
stituted for the report; 2-cent railway bill 
recommitted. 

The senate refused to recommit the gro- 
cers’ liquor bill; motion to reconsider the 
Cambridge annexation vote withdrawn. 


THE INDIANA DEMOCRATS 


Make Nominatiots and Hurrah for 
Cleveland at Their Convention. 


INDIANAPOLIS, April 22.—One of the 
largest Democratic conventions in the 
history of Indiana:convened in this city 
at 10:30 yesterday forenoon. Every county 
in the state was represented, and 3000 en- 
thusiastic Democrats from throughout 
the state crowded the galleries and aisles. 
Allthe leading Democrats of the state 
werein attendance. The convention was 
called to order bt Chairman Taggart of 
the state central c4mmittee. 

After the call of delegations, the various 
committees were Announced and made 
their report. There were loud cheers when 
the committee on permanent organization 
reported United States Senator Turpie as 
chairman of the convention and Senator 
Vorhees, Hugh Dougherty, Charles L. 
Jewett and Samuel T. Morss as delegates- 
at-large to the national convention. 

Senator Turpie made a speech sharply 
attacking the Republican policy. 

The resolutions adopted declare that the 
autonomy of the states and the rights of 
local self-government and home rule 
should be zealously guarded; that no 
money should be taken from the people 
under any pretext for other than public 
purposes; that the strictest economy 
should be exercised in all government ex- 
penditures, whether local, state or 
national; that legislation should be con- 
fined to the legitimate objects of govern- 
ment; that public office is a solemn public 
trust. The administration of Cleveland 
was indorsed. 

Claude Matthews of Clinton, “The 
Farmer candidate,” was nomimated for 
governor and Mortimer Nye, NMeutenant 
governor. 

The convention then adjourned. 


Twelve Imprisoned at Lytle Colliery. 

POTTSVILLE, Pa., April 22.—The exact 
number of men imprisoned by the Lytle 
Colliery mine flooding, near Minersville, 
has been ascertained to be twelve. The 
water broke in at about 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon and after six hours of agonized 
imprisonment, William Bell and James 
Dolbin, who had fied to the high portion 
of the mine were rescued through the 
heroic efforts of their fellow workingmen. 
Whilst one gang of rescuers labored to 
cut through the intervening coal vein 
from the higher portion of the mine, 
others when they found that the water 
had reached the highest point, pushed 
their way tnrough the filled up gangways 
by means of rafts tothe point where the 
imprisoned men were supposed to be and 
reached the rescued. 


Reilly Indicted. 

New York, April £2—Thomas Reilly, 
who shot and killed Michael Matthews, 
and who was arrested in Boston, was ar- 
raigned to plead in the general sessions to 
an indictment for murder in the first de- 
gree. His counsel was not present, and 
when Keilly was asked if he was guilty or 
not guilty, he answered, “I am guilty.” 
Judge Cowing said that such a plea was 
not allowed by the law, and he ordered 
that a plea of “‘not guilty” be entered. 


Government to Prosecute. 

Paris, April 22—The government has 
decided to prosecute the archbishop of 
Avignon and the bishops of Montpellier, 
Nimes, Valence and Viviers because of 
the recent pastoral letter issued by them, 
in which they set forth the duties of 
Catholic electors at the manicipal elec- 
tions which will be held on May 1.

THE GRANITE CONVENTION. 


Its Importance to Quincy Trade—The 
Delegates Entertained. 


The convention of the National Marble 
and Granite Dealers’ Association of United 
States, which has been held in this city, ad- 
journed Thursday afternoon. 

The result of this convention has been 
to make some important changes in the 
constitution and by-laws of the association, 
mainly so as to admit Manufacturers’ As- 
sociations. The convention will also have 
a tendency to shut out the middlemen 
from membership in the Western associa- 
tions as they are in the Eastern as- 
sociations. 

The convention means a great deal more 
to Quincy than most people are aware. 
The greater part of the western work, 
heretofore, has come through the middle- 
man and the result has been that the 
buyer has got an inferior class of work 
which has placed Quincy work in a bad 
light in the eyes of the western people as 
they were obliged to put in cheap stock in 
order to get anything for their work. 

The Western dealers however supposed 
that they were getting Quincy’s best work. 
Their trip through the stone yards knocked 
that theory in the head, as they have 
found out that through the middlemen they 
have got inferior work and paid a good 
price for it. One little incident in their 
trip Thursday will serve as an illustration. 

The party stopped at one of the stone 
yards and suddenly entering they caught 
aman inthe act of painting a piece of 
granite so as to represent dark Quincy 
granite. This piece of work was for a 
middleman and was going West. 

The original party who is to receive this 
stone supposes he is to receive dark 
Quincy granite, but he is not, and in a 
few months the ink will be gone and the 
monument will not be a very good adver- 
tisement for Quincy. 

The natural outcome of all this will be 
that hereafter the Western men will deal 
directly with the manufacturers which will 
result in giving Quincy work a higher 
standard, as Quincy Manufacturers will be 
receiving a better price, and giving their 
best wosk. 

The delegates from the West had no idea 
of what the Quincy granite plant was, and 
that they were surprised at its magnitude, 
was made apparent by the many exclama- 
tions of surprise at the granite business in 
this city. 

After the adjournment of the convention 
Thursday afternoon the delegates were 
taken to Boston, where they were ban- 
queted at Young’s, the party around the 
table being:

from the Earthquake-Visited 
Districts of California. 

SAN Francisco, April 22.—Slight earth- 
quake shocks visited this city at 9:48 yes- 
terday morning. The vibrations were 
from north to south, lasting twenty sec- 
onds. The disturbance was felt at Sacra- 
Mento, Biggs, Woodland Chico in this 
State, and at Reno, Ney. At Biggs eight 
distinctive vibrations were felt; clocks 
Stopped and plaster fell. 

In Woodland the shock was more severe 
than the one Monday night, when a num-} 
ber of brick buildings lost chimneys and 
had walls cracked. The shock caused 
about fifty feet of fire wall of the Capitol 
Hotel to collapse and fall to the sidewalk. 
Other brick buildings were also damaged. 

Vacaville reports the earthquake shocks 
there Were not as severe as those of pre- 
ceding days. Some shaky walls were de- 
molished anda number of ceilings cracked. 

At Winters the result of the shock was 
the throwing down of the Masonic hall, a 
frail two-story brick building; Cradwick’s 
building, Bertholet’s two-story stone 
building, Humphrey Bros.’ one-story stone 
building and generally demolished goods, 
fixtures, etc. One man was badly hurt by 
afalling wall. Others were more or less 
injured. J. Devilbi’s house, one mile west 
of Winters, is a total wreck; also Baker’s 
adobe and J. R. Wolfskill’s stone bnild- 
ing. 

At Sacramento plastering fell from 
many ceilings, several buildings toppled 
over and much glassware was broken. 
Dixon reports only two or three buildings 
inthe town are safe. At Esperito the 
shocks were severe, completely levelling 
the brick portion of the town.

Boston, April 22.—Diamonds and jew- 
elry, in all valued at $1090, were stolen 
from a room in the Adams House, Boston, 
at ap early hour Thursday evening 
While Mrs. E. C. Dow of Philadelphia 
was at supperin the dining room on the 
office floor thieves entered her room on the 
second floor, by means of false keys. The 
jewelry was in a drawer of a chiffonniere 
and in her trunk. She discovered her loss 
immediately upon returning to her room, 
finding that the chiffonniere had been ran- 
sacked. 

On investigatMon it was found that the 
following articles were missing: One dia- 
mond ring, valued at $300; one two-stone 
diamond ring, valued at $0; one sapphire 
ring, studded with diamonds, valued at 
$125; one hunting case gold watch, valued 
at $50; one pair diamond ear rings, valued 
at 425; one lorgnette,$25; one pair of opera 
glasses, $25; and a purse containing $80 in 
money. The thief or thieves overlooked a 
large amount of valuables contained in 
the lower part of the trunk. 

Mrs. Dow states that she probably left 
her trunk unlocked, but was certain that 
she locked the door to her room.

SOMETHING IN THE WIND. 


Certificate of Organization Filed for a 
New Railroad Company. 

HARTFORD, April 22.—The capital stock 
of the New York and Boston Inland Rail- 
road company,a certificate of organiza- 
tion of which was filed yesterday in the 
oftice of the state secretary, is $10,000,000, 
divided into 100,000 shares. The principal 
office is to be at Middletown, and the 
stockholders are mostly from that place 
and Boston. The board of directors con- 
sists of Franklin Mead, E. D. Hewins and 
T. B. Everett of Boston; J. S. Day of 
Brookline, Mass.; D. Luther Briggs, 
Leonard Bailey, L. Hatris Warner, F. H. 
Alvord and E. R. White of Middletown. 
Messrs. Mead, Hewins and Everett of the 
board of directors depose under oath that 
the amount of capital stock required by 
law to be paid in, 20 per cent., or $450,000, 
has been subscribed in good faith; that lu 
per cent. of this has been paid in cash,and 
that it is intended to construct the road. 
The next step will be the bringing ofa 
petition to the railroad commissioners for 
an approval or the lay-out. No petition 
has as yet been brought. Exactly what 
the new agitation means is not clear, but 
it is evident that something is in the 
wind. For some time past there has been 
more or less quiet talk about some capi- 
talists with a heavy backing making use 
of the defunct Hartford and Harlem and 
the “Olmstead Parallel” companies 
routes.

GOD OUR SHEPHERD. 


LESSON IV, SECOND QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, APRIL 24. 


1-6—Mem- 
ory Verses, 1-G—Golden Text, Ps. xxiil, 
1— Commentary by the Rev. D. M. 
Steurns. 


1. “The Lord is my shepherd; | shall not 
want,” Inasmuch as this psalm comes be- 
tween one that describes the death and 
resurrection of the Christ, and one that 
speaks of the fullness of the earth belong- 
tng to the King of Glory, it looks as if this, 
too, was a kingdom psalm. It isone of the 
most helpful and practical of all the psalms 
for the daily iife, but we arc constantly en- 
joying kingdom truth by anticipation. It 
is true for us now in a measure, but the 
fullness of fulfillment is yet future. Da 
vid knew how he cared for his sheep, how 
he fed them, protected them, led them and 
all but ltaid down his life forthem. He 
firmly believed that in much greater de- 
gree Jehovah as a shepherd cared for him. 
He is the good, great,chief Shepherd, whoac- 
tually laid down His life for the sheep, rose 
again from the dead, knows all His sheep 
by name, seeks them when they go astray, 
will never lose one of them, and when He 
appears in glory will reward all the under 
shepherds who have been faithful to Him 
(John x, 11, 14, 27-30; Heb. xiii, 20; Luke 
xv, 6; I Pet. v, 4). No good thing will He 
we withhold from any who are truly His, 
but will supply all their need according to 
His great riches (Ps. Ixxxiv, 11; xxxiv, 10; 
Phil. iv, 19). To believe heartily and live 
daily upon this one verse would bring joy 
to many a sad heart. A statement like 
this that does not bring us joy and peace is 
simply not believed. As to what the chief 
Shepherd wil! do for Israel when He comes 
in His glory read Isa. xl, 9-11: Ezek. xxxiv, 
11-23. 

2. “He maketh me toliedown in green 
pastures; He leadeth me beside the still 
waters.”” Or, as in the margin, pastures of 
and waters of quietness. 
When sheep lie down in good pasture they 
must be abundantly satisfied, and with 


quiet water close at hand what more can 
they want? 


What glories of millennial 
blessedness are here foreshadowed for 
Israel! and they shall dwell safely and 
none shall make them afraid (Ezek. xxxiv, 
13-15, 28). No more hunger nor thirst, and 


the Lamb in the midst of the throne shall 


feed them and shall lead them into living 
fountains of waters (Rev. vii, 16,17). But 
what about the believer now? Jesus Christ 
Himself is not only our Redeemer, but He 


is alsoour green pasture and fountain of 


living waters. “He that eateth me shall 


live by me,” and “He that eateth my flesh 
and drinketh my blood dwelleth in me, and 


lin him,” and “the water that I shall give 


him shall be in him a well of water spring- 
ing up into everlasting life” (John vi, 56, 


7; iv, 14) 
8 “He restoreth my soul; He leadeth

all things of which the prophets have 
spoken.

As to present experience, as He is the only 
Saviour, so He is the only restorer, and all 
our dealings must be personally with Him- 
self. 


Salvation, once ours, cannot be lost.

and where He truly begins a work He will 
carry it on (John x, 27, 28; Phil. i, 6). 
a very little thing may interrupt our com- 
munion and cause us to walk in darkness. 
The least turning from righteousness will 
cause a cloud between our souls and Him, 


But 


but as all clouds are earth born, let us live 
in the heavenlies where we belong (Eph. ii, 


5, 6,) and we may have uninterrupted com 


munion. Orif acloud arise through our 
failure to abide in Him, one truly penitent 
look to Him and He will restore our souls 
to conscious fellowship with Himself and 
not a cloud between. 

4. “Yea, though I walk through the val- 
ley of the shadow of death I will fear no 


evil, for thou art with me, thy rod and 


thy staff they comfort me.” Possibly there 
is a reference to the awful valley of death 
that shall be in connection with the judg- 
ment upon the enemies of Israel when it 


shall require seven months to bury the 


dead. (Compare Ezek. xxxix, 12; Joel iii, 2.) 
In those days Israel, the rod of God, shall 
be His comfort (Ps. lxxiv, 2; ex, 2; Jer. x, 
16; Mic. vii, 14). Asto present experience, 
we can rejoice that the sting of death, 
which is sin (I Cor. xv, 55-57), has been 
taken away. Sinstung Jesus todeath, and 
left its sting in Him, so that death cannot 
now harm any child of God. Wemay never 
die, but, like Enoch and Elijah, be trans- 
lated body and soul (I Cor. xv, 51,52). But 
if Jesus should yet tarry awhile and we 
pass out from the body for a little season, 
the promise will be as good in death as it 
has been in life. ‘I, the Lord thy God, will 
hold thy right band, saying, Fear not, I 
will help thee” (Isa. xli, 15) 
gain, todepart and be with Christ is far 
better. Absent from the body is present 
with the Lord (II Cor. v, 8; Phil. i, 21, 23). 
Not for one moment will the Saviour leave 
us, so that abiding in Him there may not 
even be ashadow. Many have found it so, 
and found it sunshine all the way. 

5. “Thou preparest a table before me in 
the presence of mine enemies; thou anoint- 
est my head with oil; my cup runneth 
over.” Following for a moment the king- 
dom line of truth we turn to Isa. xxv, 6-9, 
and at the very time of the overthrow of 
Israel’s enemies we read of agreat feast for 
the people of God. Zech. xiv, and Rey. 
xix, may be read in the light of this with 
great profit. The anointing speaks of 
priests and things, and suggests Isa. lxi, 6 
for Israel and Rev. v, 9, 10 for the church, 
in connection with Ps. cx,4 for Him who 
is both king of Israel and head of the 
church. As tothe daily life of the Chris. 
tian, enemies are everywhere, seen and un- 
seen, but the soul that has learned to feed 
on Christ has a continual feast. Christ 
Himself had a continual feast, even in the 
presence of his enemies, as He delighted in 
the Father’s will and made that His meat 
and drink (John iv, 34; vi, 3S). Let us do 
likewise and our cups shall run over. 

6. “Surely goodness and mercy shall fol- 
low me all the days of my life; and I will 
dwell in the house of the Lord forever.” 
Israel shall dwell safely in her own land; 
they shall obtain joy and gladness, and sor- 
row and sighing shall flee away (Isa. xxxv, 
10). The church shall dwell in the New 
Jerusalem, the glory of God will lighten it 
aod the Lamb be ‘the light thereof (Rev. 
xxi, 23). The goodness and mercy of the 
Lord shall fill the whole earth; we shal! 
see it and enjoy it in all the vigor and fresh- 
ness of eternal youth if only we are re 
deemed by the precious blood of the Lamb. 
As to the present life “He who spared not 
His own Son but delivered him up for us 
all, how shall He not with Him also freel 
give usall things?” And inasmuch as all 
things are for our sakes, and working to- 

ether for our good, and he will never 
eave us nor forsake us, how can it be any- 
thing but goodness and mercy all the way 
along to all who are the house of Christ?

FOR KILLING HER HUSBAND 


Mrs. Walden is Adjudgea Guilty of 
Murder in the Second Degree. 

New York, April 23.—The trial of Mrs. 
Annie Walden, who shot and killed her 
husband, James Walden, on the night of 
Oct. 31 last, ended last evening by the 
jary finding a verdict of murder in the 
second degree against thedefendant. The 
case has attracted a good deal of attention 
among persons of sporting preclivities, im 
which class both were prominent. James 
Walden was the son of Jeter Walden, the 
well-known owner and trainer of thor- 
oughbreds. He met his wife at the races, 
where she was knownas Mrs. Delmar, 
although she had never been married. 
Young Walden—he was only 19 years of 
age at the time—became infatuated with 
the woman, and shortly after their ac- 
quaintance they were married at Camden, 
N. J. 

Their married life, according to the tale 
told by Mrs. Walden, was not a happy 
one. Walden remained out late nig) :s, 
and his wife learned that he was fre 
quently seen in the company of other 
women. When she upbraided him he ac- 
cused her of unfaithfulness and often beat 
her severely. This condition of affairs 
continued until Mrs. Walden saw her hus- 
band, on the night of Oct. 31 last, come 
outof the house of a woman whom she 
begged her husband to cease visiting. She 
reproached him on the street, and he re- 
torted that he would go wherever he 
pleased. She then drew a revolver, which 
she had concealed in her bosom, and fired 
the fatal shots. 


CROSSING THE BORDER LINE. 


Cavadians Returned by Order of United 
States Authorities. 

MONTREAL, April 23.—The United States 
authorities have commenced to give at- 
tention to the French-Canadians crossing 
the border. A telegram received here 
states that there was a very exciting scene 
Thursday night at Rouse’s Point, N. Y., 
when the Mo tral express reached that 
place. There were seventeen or eighteen 
French-Canadians on the tram. They 
were brickmakers, bound from Sorel to 
Fishkill and Haverstraw, N. Y. They had 
tickets over the Delaware and Hudson 
railroad, but they were not allowed to 
proceed on their journey. Someof them 
who did not leave the cars when ordered 
to do so were forcibly taken off. Special 
Agent T. A. Vankirk of the United States 
treasury department, who belongs in Fort 
Covington, and Deputy Collectors Gaines 
and Henry of Rouse’s Point were given as 
authority for the stoppage of the men. 
The French-Canadians were without 
money or friends. They were at once sent 
back across the boundary line and put 
down at La Colle.

This alkali, called nitrum, is 
referred to by Pliny, but the cheapest 
solvent was urine, which was mostly 
used. The clothes were put in this, 
mixed with water and then stamped 
upon with the feet. This process was 
performed by old people, while boys 
lifted the clothes out of the tubs. The 
white garments, after being washed, 
were subjected to the vapor of sulphur, 
being stretched on a frame and the sul- 
phur burned beneath. Poor people in 
tome cleansed their bodies with meal 
of lupins, called lomentuim, which, with 
common meal, still used in some 
places for that purpose.—Knowledge.

Big Conference to Be Held at 
London in June. 


FROST IN THE VINEYARDS 


Of Paris xnd Its Suburbs Does Much 


Damage-—Chinese Ex-Secretary on the 


Opium Trade—Other Foreign Notes of 


General Interest. 


Loxpon, April 23. —'Lhe first annual re- 

port of President Howard Vincent, M. P., 
of the United Empire Trade league is just 
published. It shows that the league com- 
prises 300 members of parliament and of 
the colonial legislatures, many candidates 
for parliament and for the county council, 
numerous leading colonial statesmen of 
various shades of political faith, and 120 
prominent outside of public life. Thirty 
big public meetings have been held, at 
which the league’s principles were in- 
dorsed by thousands of citizens of the em- 
pire, without regard to party. They have 
been 100,000 pamphlets and fly ieaves is- 
sued, setting forth the platform of the 
organization. The demand for this kind 
of literature is represented as growing so 
fast that special measures have become 
necessary to meet it. 
J Itis proposed to hold a conference in Lon- 
don on June 23 to be followed by a grand 
banquet, at which eloquent speakers will 
set forth the doctrines of the league. The 
object of this banquet is declared to be ‘‘to 
arouse a tardy appreciation of the un- 
parelleled resources of the empire which 
has been growing up outside of these isl- 
lands for the past forty years, while we 
have been sitting still with folded arms, 
watching its growth.” 

Mr. Vincent is confident that this ban- 
quet will be the greatest event of the kind 
in this generation. He is arranging to 
have every corner of the empire repre- 
sented, even Mashonaland. He 1s hopeful 
that Lord Salisbury; will accept an invita- 
tion to be present and speak, but is more 
confident of Lord Rundolph Churchill’s 
presence, while he announces that Lord 
Roseberry has already promised to be 


there. 
VINEYARDS DAMAGED 
By Weavy Frost in Paris and Other 
Parts of France. 
Paris, April 23.—The heavy frosts 


which did so much damage to the vine- 
yards continued for three nights. The 
vintage of the whole of lower Medoc has 
been done in the remainder of Medoc and 
in Orleans. ‘The vineyards in the adjoin- 
ing provinces and also in the departments 
of Hereault, Aude, Pyrenees, Orientales 
and Savoy have suffered serious loss. In 
the Champugne district the vineyard own- 
ers have sustained heavy losses, especially 
at Epernay. 
Lay and the Opium Trade. 

LoNvDON, April 23.—Henry Lay, who was 
Chinese secretary to Lord Elgin during 
the latter's mission, which resuited in the 
signing of the Anglo-Chinese treaty of 
185s, read an interesting paper last night 
before the Balloon society of Great Brit- 
ain, to disprove the stock argument of 
the anti-opinion society that England 
forced the opium traffic upon China by 
that treaty. Mr. Lay declares that the 
American minister, Mr. Reid, secretly of- 
fered China armed support to repress the 
opium trade, but his offer met with no re- 
sponse. Mr. Reid afterward wrote to 
Lord Elgin that it was evident that China 
willingly assented to the inclusion of 
opium in the tariff list. 


Riots Raging. 

BERLIN, April 23.—The popular agita- 
tion in Luxemburg against the continual 
residence of the grand duke abroad is in- 
creasing. ‘The matter has reached such a 
Stage that riots are of almost daily occur- 
ences, and a general revolt is threatened 
unless the rules of the grand duchy shows 
a disposition to give his subjects the ben- 
efit of his attention to the affairs of gov- 
ernment and the wants of trade. 


What the Rome Correspondent Sa ys. 

Lonpbon, April 23.—The Chronicle’s Rome 
correspondent says: ‘The Pope has defi- 
Nnitely refused to bestow a cardinalate 
upon Archbishop Corrigan of New York, 
possibly because of antagonism between 
Archbishop Corrigan and Cardinal Gib- 
bons.” 


The Steamer Pavonia, 

Lon boN, April %£3.—-The steamer Pa- 
vonia, which sailed from Liverpool for 
Boston, carries the largest number of emi- 
grants so far this year. Four hundred 
embarked at Liverpool and 800 at Queens- 
town. 


Fire’s Destructive Sway. 
VIENNA, April 23.—Eighty-four houses 
have been destroyed by a fire which de- 
vastated the village of Weidenbach-Erfel. 


Death of a Famous German Surgeon. 

Municu, April 23.—Professor Franz 
Leitz, known as the Nestor of German sur- 
geons, is dead, at the age of 81. 


The “High Water Mark"” Monument. 

GETTYSBURG, Pa., April 23. — Colonel 
Batcheider is here to complete prepara- 
tions for the dedication, on June 2, of the 
“High Water Mark’? monument at the 
copse of trees on Cemetery Ridge, erected 
last autumn by the states of Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island, Connecticut, New York, 
New Jersey, Delaware, Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia, Ohio, Michigan and Minnesota, 
the states whose troops repulsed Long- 
street’s assault on that spot on the after- 
noon of the third day. Half rates have 
been secured on all railroads east of the 
Ohio river. President Harrison and his 
cabinet have promised to be present. 


Eight Workmen Buried. 
JONESBORO, Tenn., April 23.—A wall for 
a vault being erected at the court house 
fell yesterday. Eight workmen were 
caught under the debris. Three were 
killed and five seriously injured. Two of 
the latter may die.

TUNKHANNOCK, Pa., April 23.—The mur- 
derers of Jacob Marks, the Jew peddler, 
on Dutch mountain, were traced for forty- 
three miles to Ranson, Pa., where on 
March 21st they left his overcoat and rig, 
and shipped his pack to a designated 
street and number in New York.

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DRAINAGS® OF A COUNTRY HOUSE. 
Some Hints on Theory and Practice by 
D. W. King.

The proper drainage of a country house 
is often more difficult than it might at 
first appear. For example, if the building 
stands on wet or springy soil orn a side 
hill where the water may pass through the 
rocks, the cellaz in all probability will be 
wet. A damp cellar isaserious matter to 
the occupants of the house, as it is likely 
to cause fever, rheumatism and other ills. 

Building operations, especially in the 
country. are usually commenced in the 
summer, when the ground is comparative 
ly dry, and little notice is taken of possi- 
ble dampness at the time when excava- 
tions for the foundationsaremade. When 
the fall rains set in, however, it is soon 
found that something must be done to

carry off the water. It is always safest, it 
there is any danger of the accumulation of 
water under the foundation, to dig a 
trench two or three feet below the top of 
the cellar floor and place porous draintiles 
in the bottom. These should be carried to 
the lowest point of the grounds so that the 
water may be drained off. The trenches 
should be filled with small cobblestones 
well pounded down, so asto givea firm 
bed to the footing stones of the foundation 
walls. The walls should be thoroughly 
plastered on the outside with good cement, 
and the trenches made wide enough to let 
the walls be exposed to the air and become 
thoroughly dry A good coating of hot 
coal tar will be an advantage. 

After the walls and mortar are thorough- 
ly dried out the earth may be rammed and 
packed tightly against the walls, and 
should be graded so as to carry away all 
surface water If the house is located on 
level ground, where it is not possible to 
grade the drainpipe so as to take away 
the water, a tight cellar can be secured by 
covering the outside of the walls and the 
cellar bottom with asphaltum. But this 
isa very expensive method, and is rarely 
done except in important buildings. It is 
always well in such cases to keep the 
foundations as high as possible. Some 
times a deep cesspool can be made in close 
proximity to the building which will take 
away the water from the cellar. 

As regurds the plumbing of a house, the 
drain within should be of cast iron, and 
the pipes should be carried along the side 
of the walls or suspended from the ceiling

infuli view The iron pipe should extend 
outside the wall at least six feet. It is 
even better to carry it clear tothe cesspool, 
if possible, as the earthen pipes used for 
the purpose are brittle and liable to be 
broken. The only thing to be saidin favor 
of earthen drainpipes is that they are 
cheap 

Unless a drain is laid with a proper fall 
it is not possible to make the joints secure, 
as the ends of the lengths of pipe will not 
fit. In laying drains so as to secure the 
proper fall first measure the distance from 
the cesspool to the point where the soil pipe 
is to join the drainpipe. Then calculate 
the depth of the cesspor! inlet. A fall of 
one-eighth of an inch in a foot ts the least 
grade allowable, and the more fall the bet- 
ter 

In putting down the pipes the workmen 
should commence at the cesspool and work 
toward the house. A running trap should 
be placed close to the front wall, inclosed 
in a brick box with a wooden cover, 80 as 
to be easy of access. Thetrap should have 
aclearing out hole and a branch for fresh 
air ventilation. in cases where the soil is 
very wet it is difficult to construct a cess- 
pool which will be water tight, and one 
which fills with water is liable to set back 
in the pipes and force sewer gas into the 
house. 

The best way to make a cesspool water 
tight is to cover the exterior and interior 
walls with a beavy coating of asphaltum. 
The bottom should have one layer of brick

A SCOTTISH GAME.

Silver Senators and Proposeo 
Monetary Conference. 


CONVENTION RESOLUTIONS 


Of the Indiana Democracy Provoking 


Discussion at Washington—Bussey’s 


Case—Army Appropriation Bill—Othe1 
Washington News and Gossip. 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—The publishea 
reports that the president has practically 
completed arrangements looking to an in 
ternational monetary conference, to be 
held early next summer, and that invita 
tions have been issued to foreign govern: 
ments to participate therein, 1s not re 
ceived with any display of enthusiasm by 
the silver senators. Senator Stewart is 
outspoken in characterizing the alleged 
planas “an electioneering device, abso- 
lutely deyoid of any honest purpose to 
carry 9ut the express declaration of con- 
gress in favor of the full remonetization 
of silver.” 

Senator Teller does not see how the con- 
ference can have any practical result in 
view of the insurmountable limitation to 
be placed upon the conference, according 
to the reports. It is quite clear that none 
of the Republican silver senators have 
been taken into the confidence of the ad- 
ministration in this latest alleged project. 
One of them says that he knew that some 
such plan was in contemplation and that 
this government had already made over- 
tures to the governments of Europe look- 
ing to a conference, but as he had 
been informed that before any definite 
propositions were submitted to the parties 
to the conference thesilver senators would 
first be consulted, he was surprised to 
read that there had already been a prac- 
tical agreement whch absolutely nega- 
tived any idea that the result of the con- 
ference would be, as it was intended by 
congress to be, a restoration of silver to its 
place as a money metal. This senator 
hinted that the administration, and not 
Great Britain. as reported, had already se- 
cured the alleged limitation of the sub- 
jects to be passed upon by the conference 
to the consideration of means to secure 
the enlarged use of silver as money, and 
had prevented the consideration of the 
question of the best means of securing 
free coinage of silver. He held, and other 
silver senators entertained the same belief, 
that the conference could come to nothing 
unless it were allowed to consider the free 
coinage question. 


PROVOKING DISCUSSION. 


How the Kesolutions of the Indiana 
Convention are Construed, 
WASHINGTON, April 23.—The action of 
the Indiana Democratic convention has 
provoked considerable discussion at the 
Capitol, and there is a wide difference of 
opinion as tothe meaning of the resolu- 
tions. The assertion that Mr. Cleveland 
is made the first choice of the Indiana 
delegation is denied, and the anti-Cleve- 
land men declare there is nothing in the 
resolutions that can be construed into an 
instruction to vote for Mr. Cleveland at 
any time. They contend that the only 
instruction is they present the name of 
Mr, Gray, but that in doing so they shal!

LAWRENCE, Mass., April 25.—Peter Eno, 
confined in jail here, awaiting the grand 
jury’s action for the murder of his wife, 
Minnie, committed suicide by hanging in 
his cell yesterday, while the other prison- 
ers were attending religious services in 
the guard room. 

Eno, being charged with capitai offense, 
Was not permitted to attend these ser- 
vices, and it was not until the prisoners 
had gone back to their departments that 
the suicide was discovered. 

The body was hanging by a twisted 
sheet, one end of which was fastened to 
the top of the iron door, and the other 
tied about Eno’s neck. After Eno had 
fixed the sheet he drew his body upin 
such a way that his feet just touched the 
floor, and strangulation resulted. 

An officer was on guard about thirty 
feet from the cell when the deed was com- 
mitted, but did not detect anything wrong. 
Before taking his life the prisoner had re- 
moved his shoes, no doubt lest he should 
make a noise while carrying out his pur- 
pose. 

During his confinement he had been 
quiet and seemed indisposed to talk with 
the officers, although at one time he told 
one of them thatupon the night of the 
murder he wentinto a drug store and 
purchased a portion of paris green, which 
he took. 


THE CHARLES GIVES UP ITS DEAD. 


Finding of the Body of Stillman Edgell, 
the Missing Doorkeeper. 

Boston, April 23.—The mystery sur- 
rounding the suddeu and unaccountable 
disappearance of Stillman W. Edgell, the 
veteran doorkeeper of the senate at the 
state house, who has been missing since 
Jan, 24, was solved by the finding of his 
body in the Charles river at Cambridge, 
last evening. The ientification is com- 
plete. 

On the body were found a bunch of 
keys, a costly gold watch, chain and 
charm, three gold studs (one jeweled), a 
pair of eyeglasses, two pocket knives, one 
silk and two 
table on the Fitchburg railroad, $24.06 in 
money, anda diamond ring. The word 
“Edgell” was alsc marked on the lining 
of the pants watch pocket. It is believed 
that it was a case of accidental drowning 
or suicide. The fact that the costly jew- 
elry and money were found on the body 
disproves all suspicion of foul play. 

Major Stillman W. Edgell was born in 
Winchester in 1832. His early education 
was obtained in the public schools of 
Fitchburg, after which he was employed 
there till the war broke out. He enlisted 
in the Fifteenth Massachusetts infantry, 
in the company that was raised in Fitch- 
burg. He was wounded atthe battle of 
Cold Harbor, where he lost an arm, -:fter 
his resignation from the army he accepted 
an appointment in the custom house, 
which he held until he received the ap- 
pointmeut of doorkeeper of the senate of 
Massachusetts, which he has held for 
twenty-eight years. He was never mar- 
ried, but lived with his niece, Mrs. Stone, 
in Waltham 


A PROVIDENCE TRAGEDY. 


A Man and Woman Become Victims of 
Robert Tyrrill’s Wrath. 

PROVIDENCE, April 25.—The double at- 
tempt at murder made by Robert Tyrrill 
Saturday afternoon has created a marked 
sensation in this city.

Not finding Branford, 
he went back to the Byron street house, 
and as he entered the kitchen heard Mary 
groan, He pounded her on the head with 
a flatiron, end, failing to silence her, fired 
a shot into her. 

Three bullets have been taken out of 
Branford’s body, and heis now quite 
comfortable, but the Elsey woman cannot 
recover. She is a handsome woman and 
has considerable white blood in her veins. 


THEIR LIVES IN THE BALANCE. 


Trefethen and Smith on Trial for the 
Murder of Deltena Davis. 


Campnrip@E, Mass., April 25.—The trial 
of Trefethen and Smith for the murder of 
Deltena Davis of Everett§ beganin the 
Middlesex county superior criminal court 
this morning. Chief Justice Albert Mason 
and Justices Caleb Blodgett and John W. 
Hammond are on the bench. The govern- 
ment’s case is represented by Attorney 
General Pillsbury and District Attorney 
Cooney. Counsel for the defense are ex- 
Governor John D. Long and ex-Mayor 
Marcellas Coggan of Malden.

The association is one of the best 
in the state, and has a membership of 


about 700. The money for the new build- 
ing was contributed by business mep 
through the efforts of Secretary Bates.

G. W. Winch closed the ceremony with a 
prayer for the injured, asked divine bless- 
ing on the building, and pronounced the 
benediction. 


FRED BURKE'S HEROISM. 


He Saved His Sweetheart but Lost His 
Own Life in So Doing. 

PortTsMowTH, N. H., April 25.—A party 
of four, consisting of Rose Foster, Ethel 
Gray, Oscar Trefethen and Fred Burke of 
this city, started up the Piscataqua river 
yesterday in a sailboat, with the intention 
of going for Mayflowers. A strong cur- 
rent set the boat against the Portsmouth 
and Kittery bridge, and all four occupants 
were upset into the river. Young Trefe- 
then succeeded in getting out of the water, 
but the other three were not so fortunate. 
Burke tried to support both of the girls, 
but, finding that he could not, relinquished 
his hoid on Miss Gray, who turned on her 
back and floated in the water. Burke 
still continued to support his sweetheart, 
the Foster girl. 

Cries of help caused two boats to put 
out, one of which reached the Gray girl, 
who had floated half a mile up the river, 
ard picked her up unharmed. The other 
proceeded after Burke and his companion, 
but just before it reached them, Burke be- 
came exhausted and sank. The tide swept 
the Foster girl away from the boat, and 
she was sinking for the third when she 
was seized by the rescuers. Burke never 
came to the surface again. 


VETERAN M’'GILL’S 


DEATH. 


It Looks Suspicious and It Will Be In- 
vestigated by the Authorities, 

MILFORD, Mass., April 25.—The town au- 
thorities are investigating a death which 
occurred here, under peculiar circum- 
stances, Saturday. Last fall a veteran, 
named McGill, who had received three 
honorable discharges from the United 
States army during the civil war, and was 
in receipt of a pension of $8 a month, came 
to Milford and became a resident in the 
family of Thomas Holland. He then had 
over $500 in the Milford Savings bank. 

A few days ago Chairman of Selectmen 
Hale was asked by Holland to remove 
McGil!, and have the town take care of 
him. Mr. Hale, on investigation, learned 
that $368 of McGill’s money had been paid 
to Holland, that McGill was living in 
squalor,and of the last $125 drawn by 
McGill but $80 remained. 

Holland told conflicting stories about 
McGill’s condition and the amount of 
money received. Dr. Duggan, town physi- 
cian, then took charge of the case. Mc- 
Gill’s death on Saturday was somewhat 
unexpected, and interesting developments 
are probable. 


Hearse Demolished and Corpse Exposed. 

PROVIDENCE, April 25.—While the re 
mains of Wilson Brown, colored, were be- 
ing conveyed to the cemetery yesterday 
afternoon the horses attached to the 
hearse became frightened at an electric 
car and ran, subsequently by collision de- 
molishing the hearse and throwing the 
driver to the ground. The coffin lid was 
wrenched off and the corpse partially ex- 
posed to view. Another hearse was pro- 
cured and the horses captured,after a long 
chase, in which many citizens had narrow 
escapes.

Subse- 
quently Mr. Dow and Mr. Reed became 
estrange!. The two Maine senators united 
in a request to President Harrison to ap- 
point Mr. Dow to his old place. To this 
Mr Reed strenuously protested without 
avail, as Mr. Harrison reappointed Mr. 
Dow to his old position. 


IN WASHINGTON. 


Don’t Seem to “Catch On" to 
the Ways of the Government. 

WASHINGTON, April 25. —One of the most 
vexatious questions the secretary of the 
interior and the commissioner of Indian 
affairs are frequently called upon to solve 
is how to send back to their reservations 
the Indian delegations which visit Wash- 
ington. Within the past week five of 
these delegations have arrived in Wash- 
ington for the purpose of laying before the 
great father supposed grievances for ad- 
justment. At the conclusion of a short 
conference with the Indian officials, the 
Indians find themselves no wiser respect- 
ing the laws which the Indian commis- 
sioners cannot disregard, and which the 
Indians apparently will never compre- 
hend, than before they lefz their reserva- 
tion. They find themselves stranded in 
Washington without money to pay their 
board, and having made no provision for 
returning to their homes, inyariably call 
upon the Indian bureau for aid. 

Consideration of this question has been 
necessary so often of late that the com- 
missioner has referred the matter to Sec- 
retary Noble, witha view to having defi- 
nitely determined what course he shall 
hereafter pursue The last case of this 
kind was the request of the Chippewa In- 
‘dians from the Leech Lake (Minn.) reser- 
vation that they be given $1000 of the 
money appropriated by congress as in- 
demnity for losses sustained by them on 
account of the overflowing of the govern- 
ment dam at the headwaters of Leech 
lake some years ego. Before this delega- 
tion left their reservation they were no- 
tified by the Indian commissioner that 
their presence in Washington was unnec- 
essary, and thatif they were determined 
to make the trip they must arrange to pay 
their own expenses. including the return 
trip. 

Despite this warning, the Indians’ not 
having enough money to pay their way 
back to the reservation, asked for an ad- 
vance of money due the Chippewa tribe 
in common, which the Indian commis- 
sioner did not feel warranted in granting. 
The Indians appealed to Secretary Noble, 
who, unwilling that they should eventu- 
ally be sent to the poorhouse, reluctantly 
directed that the money be advanced them 
as the only way out of the predicament.

RAILWAY RUMBLES. 


The Pennsylvania railroad last year 
spent $1,510,758 straightening and revising 
grades. 

The New York Central will build some 
Mammoth car shops just out of Buffalo, 
and the name of the place will be Depew. 

Thomas Roberts, of Baltimore, claims to 
be the inventor of a smokeless engine 
which will move along the rails noiseless- 
ly and can be used as a street car motor. 

Newark, N. J., has over 100 railroad 
trossings at grade with the streets of the 
tity, and a movement is on foot to elevate 
the tracks above the grade of the streets. 

The shortest railway in Great Britain 
worked by an independent company is the 
Easingwold liae, which runs from Alne to 
Easingwold, 2!¢ miles.

In the Unite’ States the Marine railway, 
which runs from Manhattan beach to 
Brighton beach, L. I.,a distance of less 
than one-third of a mile, is the shortest 
road.

Handkerchiefs were first manufactured 
at Paisley in 1743. 

Linen was first made in England in 1253, 
and only worn by the luxurious. 

The first idea of electricity was given by 
the friction of two globes of quicksilver in 
the year 1467. 

The first record of a judge’s salary gives 
£134 13s. 4d. as the stipend of Thom: 
Littleton, judge of the king’s bench, 


The first striking clock was imported 
into Europe by the Persians about the 
year A, D. 800. It was brought as a pres- 
ent to Charlemagne from Abdella, king of 
Persia, by two monks of Jerusalem. 

The first record we have of coal is about 
300 years before the Christian era. Coal 
was used as fuel in } ind as early as 
852, and in 1234 the first charter to dig for 
it was granted by Henry IIL to the inhab- 
itants of Newcastle-on-Tyne. 


Spectacles were first used in the latter 
partof the Thirteenth century. There is 
no certainty as to who was the inventor of 
them, but the distinction is generally 
claimed for Alessandro di Spina, who is 
said to have made some about 1285. 

Pens were first used early in the Seventh 
century. They were of course quills, and 
steel pens did not come into use until 1820, 
when the first gross of them was sold 
wholesale for £74s. The quality of these 
pens was greatly inferior to that of those 
for which we now pay fifteen cents a gross. 

The first glass window in England was 
one put up in an abbey about the year 680. 
Glass windows, however, did not become 
general for many hundred years, and as 
late as 1579 the glass casements at Alnwick 
castle, the Duke of Northumberland’s 
seat, were regularly taken down when the 
family was away from home.

Day Work Versus Piece Work. 
Editors of Daily Ledger: 


In your issue of Friday I noticed an ex- 
tract from the Granite Cutters’ Journal 
written by the local correspondent of that 
paper. Inthe course of his remarks the 
writer advocates the abolition of piece 
work and desires to see a system of day 
work established wherein the wages shall 
be not less than $3 per day. 

Now, prima facie, this looks very de- 
sirable from the workmen's point of view; 
but upon closer examination the desirability 
is more in appearance than in reality. It 
is a well known fact that only first-class 

tkhinen here in Quincy can earn on an 
average $3 per day and to establish the 
minimum at this figure 
might be all very well for them; but what 
who cannot earn 


rate of wages 
is to be done with those 
$33 per day upon the basis of any price list 
whatever? These form by far the larger 
proportion of the granite cutters of Quincy 
and they must get a living as well as their 
more skilful fellow workmen, It seems to 
me quite a logical conclusion that if manu- 
acturers were compelled to pay $5 per day 
o stonecutters regardless of their lack of 
ability to earn it, average or inferior work- 
men would only be employed during a busy 
season and the result would be that the 
f the unemployed would be 


om 


numbers of 
enormously increased at least during six 
months of the year. 

It seems to me that the piece-work sys- 
tem gives a fair chance to all, and if hon- 
estly carried out is by far the most equita- 
ble and desirable of the two. I am well 
aware that there are abuses connected with 
piece-work; that there are what are called 
bad jobs given to piece-men, and that em- 
ployers take advantage of any ambiguity in 
the bill of prices to construe it in a manner 
least advantagous to the workman; but 
this might be remedied in getting up the 
price lists, and in any case this is not the 
fault of the system, but rather of employ- 
ers who do not wish to act justly. 

I am afraid that grievances will always 
exist more or less between employers and 
workmen until that millennial period ar- 
rives when selfishness will cease to rule the 
world, and all men act righteously towards 
their fellow men. 

At another time, with the leave of the 
Editors, I will have something more to say 
upon this subject which I think is a very 
important one to a city like Quincy where 
granite is the staple industry. NEMO,

VEGETARIAN FARE. 


A WOMAN WHO EATS NO MEAT AND 
LIVES ON $1.30 A WEEK. 


Mrs. Le Fevre, of New York, Tells About 
Her Diet of Nuts, Grains and Fruits, 
It Is Really Very Attractive—Some- 
thing About Those Who Eat Meat. 


Why is it there are only about 200 
vegetarians in New York city, less than 
the number in either Boston or Chicago? 
In the latter city visits to the sanguinary 
meat packing establishments have driven 
people to a nonmeat diet, and there isa 
large and increasing class that forages 
upon the fruits, nuts and leaves of the 
earth. 

These facts were communicated to me 
the other day by Mrs. Le Favre, the 
leader of New York’s vegetarian 
200. She has not eaten meat for 
four years. A diet of nuts, fruits and 
seeds she claims is more wholesome and 
much cheaper than one composed of 
flesh. Her thirty day experiment of 
living on her favorite foods at the iowest 
possible cost was recently told of. She 
brought her table board down to $1.30 a 
week. She claims that with this she 
committed many gastronomical extrava- 
gances ond that the price can bv still 
further pared down. 

Mrs. Le Favre goes a little further 
than most vegetarians in discarding 
roots and leaves altogether. The hum- 
ble potato, the succulent lettuce and the 
homely cabbage are not to be found 
upon her bill of fare, nor will she yfar- 
take of radishes, turnips, carrots or the 
many items usually so well relished 
that come under the head of roots or 
leaves. 

She thinks that they are a very poor 
class of nourishment and intended only 
for horses and pigs, though under a 
vegetarian dispensation what the pigs 
are intended for it would be difficult to 
say. Some of the proprietors of vege- 
tarian sanitariums who find potatoes 
somewhat cheap and excessively filling 
for their patients take issue with her on 
these points. 

I don’t think that Mrs. Le Favre is a 
very hearty eater, as eaters go, but she 
is very well nourished and does a vast 
amount of work for the fuel she con- 
sumes. I doubt if any meat eater of my 
acquaintance can do more labor of brain 
or muscle than she. 

For her breakfast she eats cereal 
food, granula, wheatena, rice or corn. 
Of one of these things she takes u table- 
spoonful and a half, costing perhaps one 
cent, and cooks it. Then she has a cup 
of coffee, costing about one cent more, 
and a slice or two of whole grained 
bread at less than a penny a slice, and 


concludes the repast with an orange or 
banana. The quantities given are not 
large, but they can be i ‘eased to suit 
the appetite, and the heartiest eater, she 
thinks, couldn’t very well make away 
with more than ten cents’ worth. 

The luncheon consists of a plate of 
lentil soup, a most nourishing dish, in- 
volving an outlay of about half a cent. 
This is followed by a vegetable of some 
sort well cooked, a few olives or nuts, 
two slices of bread, some fruit, canned 
cherries or something like that or pud- 
ding. The check for this meal would 
be seven or eight cents. 

Supper is made up of whole grained 
or oatmeal bread, preserves, bananas or 
oranges and a little chocolate. 

Once this antimeat advocate saw a 
porter in the east carrying a large piano 
down the street on his shoulders. She 
became interested at once and wanted 
to find out what food would produce 
such enormous strength. She inquired 
and found that he lived chiefly on green 
cucumbers and garlic, and never de- 
youred flesh at any time. Two-thirds of 
the people in the world—three-fourths 
some people assert—never eat meat and 
wouldn’t know how to. 

In Boston there are vegetarians of the 
second generation—that is, their parents 
had eaten no flesh for some years before 
they were born and they themselves 
have not broken their fast upon roasts 
and boileds. To these people the sight 
of a butcher’s shop or a wagon load of 
deceased pigs is exceedingly repulsive. 

There is no vegetarian restaurant in 
the United States, and the nonmeat eaters 
want to startone in New York. Lon- 
don has at least forty places where one 
can dine upon the vegetable fat of the 
land without tasting flesh. The number 
and variety of dishes that are served in 
these places would startle the unsophis- 
ticated and shock a butcher. 

Vegetarians everywhere realize that 
the best way to preach their doctrine is 
to induce people to eat one of their 
meals. Bachelors and spinsters bent on 
dietary reform and ignorant of cooking, 
or perhaps not having a kitchen at their 
disposal, find it hard to board at a res- 
taurant and not live on meat. They can 
live on apples, perhaps—Mrs. Le Favre 
did once for two weeks and grew stout 
and healthy—but many of them might 
not care to. 

‘“‘All the fighting of the world is done 
by meat eaters,” said Mrs. Le Favre. 
“Flesh engenders a fierce restlessness 
which finds vent in war. Vegetarians, 
while they will work unceasingly, are 
not fighters, but they win their point by 
gentleness and persuasion. — 

“There is a constant craving for stim- 
ulant in a meat eater. Children fed on | 
flesh swallow slate pencils and ashes. | 
It is because their system calls out for 
the carbonates and lime of vegetables. 
Vegetarian children never eat their slate 


oe mile of land will sustain 
six times as many vegetarians as meat 
eaters. Think of the waste there is 
here! Meat is the most extravagant 
food we can use. The overcrowding of 
the earth will compel the universal 
F io vegetarianism. 

ye eae er leaves I consider food 
for the lower animals. The pig geubs 
in the ground for his potatoes, but I 
don’t. 1 pluck the rich, ripe grain, the 
nuts and the apple. I consider the ap- 
ple the finest food there is. An electri- 
cian can arrange apples in a row and 
obtain a current of electricity from 
them. I think we should eat only the 
very best form of nourishment, and 1 
consider that the nuts and fruits answer 
this requirement.” —N ew York Herald. 


Two Kinds of Diamonds.

The Dates of Easter. 

It has been over 1,500 years since the 
rule was adopted which makes Easter 
the first Sunday after the first full moon 
after the sun crosses the line. By this 
arrangement of things Easter may come 
as early as March 22 or as late as April 
25. Ihave compiled the following facts 
concerning the days of the month upon 
which it has fallen from 1803 to 1891, in- 
clusive. In looking over the dates I 
have been struck by the variety of days 
represented, which include every one in 
the month of April except the last five. 

Since 1803 it has occurred three times 
on the 19th, five times on the 16th, five 
times on the ist, four times each on the 
2d, 11th and 12th, four times on March 
31, four times on April 6, three times on 
the 4th, 5th, 7th, 8th, 10th, 18th, 14th 
and 22d of April, and 27th and 28th of 
March. March 22, 1818, was the earli- 
est date upon which it has occurred. 
Nine days in March are represented, 
viz., 22d, 23d, 25th, 26th, 27th. 28th, 
20th. 20th and 3ist.—St. Louis Republic 


George Scott, one of the best known per- 
sons in Portsmouth, N. H., died suddenly 
of heart failure.

The 
work has been executed by William May, 
contractor, and is very well done. The 
situation is one of the most desirable in 
town and there is almost a certainty that 
the house lots will be sold within a com- 
paratively short space of time. 


AS IN DAYS OF YORE, 


Four Negroes Sold at Public Auction in 
a Missouri Town. 


FAYETTE, Mo., April 25.—This town is 
again on the verge of a race war because 
of a saleof vagrant negroes which took 
place here. About a month ago a good 
deal of excitement was caused by the sale 
of three vagrant negroes. Saturday the 
feeli.g was intensified by the public sale 
on the block of three men and one woman, 
because they could offer no visible means 
of support. 

All are negroes, who were never before 
arrested. The colored people were brought 
into the public square at 11 o’clock anda 
great crowd of both colors gathered. The 
whites made fun of the poor victims, and 
the blacks freely expressed their dis- 
pleasure at the scene that so cruelly 
brought to their minds the days of actual 
slavery. The woman was put up first. 
She brought $10 for the sixty days’ work 
that the county fined her. The men sold 
for #10, #12 and $13, respectively. Negroes 
declare that this must stop or that the 
whites must be sold with the negroes. The 
sale took place on a block, Sheriff Creiger 
officiating. 


A NORTH DAKOTA MUDDLE. 


Legislature Has Made No Provision for 
the Election of Presidential Electors, 
GRAND Forks, N. D., April 25.—It has 

been discovered that the legislature made 

no provision for election of presidential 
electors, although a law was passed re- 
quiring themto meet at Bismarck the 
second Monday in January to cast bal- 
lots. It is now too late to provide for the 
election at the polls unlessa special ses- 
sion of the legislature is held. A regular 
session of the legislature meets the first 
Tuesday in January, six days before the 
meeting of electors should be held. Th2 
legislature can elect electors, but the 
legislature may have a Democratic ma- 
jority, while the Republicans have a ma- 
jority in the state or vice versa. It is sug- 
gested that an agreement be made by the 
party leaders and a form of voting for 
electors gone through with in regular 
manner, with the understanding that the 
legislature indorse the action of the peo- 
ple by electing electors. 


THIEVES WITH NERVE, 


They Adopt a Novel Plan for Getting 
Away with Valuable Property. 

New YORK, April 25.—M. Berranco & 
Co., a cigar importing firm of 281 
Pearl street, are the victims of a very 
clever burglary. Anentrance was effected 
through the roof and two men who had 
recently hired a loft in an adjoining build- 
ing, announcing themselves as commission 
merchants, were undoubtedly the thieves. 
They took 51,000 cigars, all imported, and 
valued at $6000. These goods they carried 
over the roof to their loft, where they were 
packed in a number of empty cases which 
had been carted into the loft when it was 
rented. The stolen goods were removed 
and no trace of them or the two men is 
obtainable. 


THREE BIG EVENTS

NEw ORLEANS, April 25.—It may be re- 
garded as almost definitely settled that 
the following pugilistic events will occur 
between Sept. 5 and 10 next at the Olympic 
club here: Corbett and Sullivan, for the 
heavyweight champion of the world,purse 
$25,000; Fitzsimmons and Hall, for the 
middleweight championship of the world, 
purse, $12,000; McAuliffe and Myer, for the 
lightweight championship of the world, 
purse $6000. 


Row Ends with Three Denths. 

Fairmont, W. Va., April 25. —Two days 
age three tramps, who had kidnapped two 
boys from Saginaw, Mich., came to Fair- 
mont and camped near town. Last even- 
ing the gang was joined bya man named 
Tracy of Dunbar, Pa. A row was started 
and Tracy was killed, one tramp was shot 
through the left nipple and another had 
his jugular vein cut, killing both. 


Crowned Heads in 
Soria, April 25.—Fifteen arrests have 
been made at Rustchuk in connection 
with the recently discovered plot there. 
An inquiry reveals the existence of a seri- 
ous conspiracy. The bombs that were 
seized were intended to be used in at- 
tempts upon the lives of the sultan, Prince 
Ferdinand and the Bulgarian ministers.

Over Proposed Changes in the 
Nation’s Constitution. 


THE KAISER’S AMBITION. 


He Will Sazrifice the Princess Margaret 


to Get a Hold on Luxemburg—Par- 


nellites Want to Bring Their Case Into 


American Politics. 


BrussEts, April 25.—All classes in 
Belgium are on the qui vive over the ques- 
tion of coustitutional revision. The 
present constitution is the only one that 
Belgium has ever had. It was adopted 
soon after the declaration of the indepen- 
dence of the kingdom in 1831, and though 
at that time its liberality was far in ad- 
vance of that of any other form of govern- 
mentin Europe,:nd the franchise was 
given to 120,000 cit ze.s, the lapse of sixty 
years has wrought a great change in this 
respect. Other nations have been extend- 
ing the franchise, while Belgium’s consti- 
tution has remaincd unaltered. 

This ancient document will be solemnly 
produced in the chamber of deputies to- 
morrow, and the question of its revision 
will be voted upon. King Leopold will 
then dissolve the chambers, and a new 
election will be held under the provisions 
of the same constitution. The bourgeoisie 
will make a desperate effort to secure the 
election of Conservative candidates, 
pledged to alter the franchise as little as 
possible. The revision of the constitution 
will be the sole business before the new 
chambers. When the work is completed 
the king will then dissolve parliament 
and another election will take place, this 
time under the new or revised constitu- 
tion. 

All this will occupy several months,dur- 
ing which time the country will be con- 
vulsed by debates, demonstrations and 
possibly serious outbreaks. The working- 
men, among whom many are socialists, 
demand that the franchise be extended to 
at least 1,300,000, and perhaps to 1,500,000. 
They are very much in earnest, and will 
make trouble if their views are not well 
met. 

King Leopold is very liberal in his ideas 
and hopes for a wide extension of the 
franchise. Heisalso anxiousto have a 
clause inserted in the revised constitution 
allowing him to appeal to the people 
whenever he cannot come to an agreement 
with his cabinet. Most of the ministers 
are opposed to this inovation, which, they 
argue, would put a dangerous power in 
the hands of the monarch, and would in 
theend be likely to react unfavorably 
upon him by reason of the right which the 
people would feel they had to be appealed 
to on trivial questions. 

Brief interviews have been obtained with 
several prominent politicians on the sub- 
ject of the probable extent of the changes 
to be made by revision. Most of the 
statesmen professed to be without means 
ot accurate prediction and were adverse 
to being quoted in regard to an issue 
which all parties consider as furnishing 
the most serious crisis Ielgium has ex- 
perienced during her history as a nation. 


NOT A DESIRABLE “CATCH.” 


Something About the Man Who May 
Marry the Kaiser's Sister. 

BERLIN, April 25.—The semi-official an- 
nouucement of the engagement of the 
Princess Margaret, youngest sister of the 
emperor, to Prince William of Luxem- 
burg, is received with little approval in 
court circles here. Prince William prob- 
ably is the most dissolute man of the age 
in continental courts. During the short 
periods he has passed in Luxemburg re- 
cently, he has disgraced himself with the 
most notorious actress in the place, and 
has piled up debts which he will not pay, 
and that his grandfather, the Grand Duke 
Adolf, with a civil list of but 200,000 
francs, cannot pay. 

Prince William, moreover, has a mania 
for gambling, and now lives at Monaco so 
that he may indulge his passion con- 
stantly. He is the companion of dis- 
reputable women there and drinks to ex- 
cess. To marry the Princess Margaret to 
such a roue of 40 years, the people here 
say, is tosacrifice her to the emperor’s 
ambition. The emperor is said to be 
anxious to get a hold on Luxemburg that 
he may eventually annex it, and thus add 
materially to the strategic strength of Ger- 
many’s western frontier. The present time 
he regards as auspicious for an opening,as 
the whole land isin a revolutionary tur- 
moil and the grand duke and prince are 
looking for a strong hand to steady their 
throne. 

The revolt is especially directed against 
the prince, whose reckless life at Monaco 
has moved the citizens to protest not 
only against the grand duke regime, 
but also against the prince’s succession to 
the throne and to call for a republic. 
Even the army of 300 men and nine officers 
are reported to be seriously disaffected 
and many of the soldiers have deserted. 
Under these circumstances the marriage 
of a Hohenzollern princess into the reign- 
ing house is regarded with favor by 
monarchial Luxembergers, although they 
feel that it means mental absorption by 
Germany.

Irishmen in America Asked to Work in 
Behalf of Irish Political Prisoners. 


Cork, April 25.—The mayor of Cork 
presided over a big meeting of Parnellites 
yesterday to aemand amnesty for the Irish 
political prisoners. Resolutions were 
adopted demanding that the government 
release these prisoners, and urging the 
Irishmen in America to bring this ques- 
tion strongly before the candidates for 
president at the coming election, with a 
view to obtaining every possible support 
for the movement. The Healyites boy- 
cotted the meeting.

Centennial Programme, 


The Joint Committee of the City Council 
and citizens to whom was referred the 
advisability of celebrating the 100th an- 
niversary of the incorporation of the town 
of Quincy, reported as follows: 

The committee has had several meetings, 
and His Honor, the Mayor, was requested 
to recommend that the celebration be 
held July 4, 1892, and this recommenda- 
tion was contained in the annual message 
to the Council, Jan. 5. 

Your committee, further recommends, 
that if the Council decides to observe the 
Centennial anniversary that the following 
order of exercises be carried out: 

1,—That the National salute of 100 guns 
be given. and the bells of the city be rung 
at sunrise, noon and sunset. 

2—That processions of Antiques and

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 
The -Fifty-eight-Hour Bill—The Third 
Party ana the Official Ballot. 


Boston, April 26.—In the senrte, in an- 
swer to a question by Mr. Ray, ir. How- 
ard explained why the comrittee on labor 
reported the bill reducing .\e hours of 
labor of minors and women employed in 
manufacturing and mechanical establish- 
ments from sixty to fifty-eight a week. 
The bill is a compromise, as a reduction to 
fifty-four and fifty-six was asked for, while 
many trades employ the operatives only 
fifty-t:ree hours. Mr. Ray stated that he 
was opposed to the bill. By preventing 
women and children from working over 
fifty-eight hoursa week the men could 
work only that limit. The women should 
be allowed, as ars the men, to make their 
own contracts. He would have the rights 
of minors protected, but after they are 15 
years old they should be employed. This 
bill would reduce the returns to capital, 
and tend to drive it elsewhere and prevent 
the industrial development of the state, 
Let some other state try the experiment 
first. 

The bill fixing the hours of work a week 
for women and minors in factories to 
fifty-eight was finally passed to a third 
reading. 

Chaplain Dowse made appropriate refer- 
ence in his opening prayer to the patriotic 
services of the late doorkeeper, Edgelland 
to the pleasant relations he always sus- 
tained withthe members of the senate, 
where he had served faithfully so many 
years. 

The judiciary committee reported a new 
draft of the house bill for the protection 
of seamen, changing the license fee for 
shipping masters from $500 to $50, and _ re- 
ducing the penalty from $500 to $100, and 
adding “‘owners and agents’ to those ex- 
empted from the act. 

In the house Mr. Rosnosky moved to re- 
consider the rejection of the 2 per cent. 
bill to allow the Prohibitionists to put 
their candidates on the state ticket with- 
out nomination papers. He supported the 
motion warmly asa matter of justice to 
the Prohibitionists. Mr. Buckley be- 
lieved this was personal politics on the 
part of the Republicans to try and pun- 
ish the Prohibitionists for voting for 
Russell. Mr. Rivers said that the com- 
mittee was unanimous for the bill and 
without consulting him the Republican 
members cut his throat by speaking 
against him without giving him any no- 
tice. Reconsideration was refused—90 to 
107. 

When the bill to prevent the issue of 
liquor licenses to grocers came back from 
the senate, with the indorsement that th« 
senate non-concurred with its recommittal, 
Mr. Woodsum moved that the house re 
cede; this was carried, 45 to 38; and the bill 
was recommitted to the committee on 
rules. 

Under suspension of the rule the house 
engrossed the appropriation of $5000 for 
repairing the damage done by the recent 
fire in the workshops at the state prison. 

Leave to withdraw was reported by the 
fisheries committee on the petition of the 
citizens of Dennis and Yarmouth for fur- 
ther protection of the Bass river fisheries; 
also on the petitions fora modification of 
the law prohibwing seining in Buzzard’s 
bay: also on the petition of the Plymouth 
selectmen for a share in the profits of the 
Herring river fisheries. 

The house vote rejecting the bill exempt- 
ing municipal bonds from taxation was 
reconsidered.

Conyention of the 

The Republicans of the Tenth Congres- 
sional district held their convention in 
Boston, Monday evening, to elect delegates 
to the National convention at Minneapolis. 

The convention organized temporarily 
with John Shaw of Quincy as chairman, 
and T. J. Sprone of Ward 22 as secretary. 
This organization was afterward made 
permanent. 

The committee on credentials reported 
63 of the 66 delegates present. 

The Quincy delegates were: Theophilus 
King (at large) Ward one, Wilson Marsh; 
Ward two, John Shaw; Ward three, Geo. 
O. Shirley; Ward four, Charles L. Ham- 
mond; Ward five, Charles R. Sherman; 
Ward six, Roger H. Wilde. 

Charles M. Bromwich proposed the 
name of Dr. Archibald T. Davison of Ward 
lf4as a candidate for delegate to the Na- 
tional convention; W. D. Lang of Dor- 
chester the name of Harrison H. Atwood; 
and George O. Shirley of Quincy the name 
of John Shaw, which was seconded by 
Daniel McGraith, also of this city. 


An informal ballot which was afterward 
made formal! resulted as follows: 


Whole number of votes, 62 
Necessary for choice, 32 
Dr. A. T. Davison had 54 
H. H. Atwood, 42 
John Shaw, 27 


The election of Dr. Davison and Mr. 
Atwood was then made unanimous, and 
Johu Shaw of Quincy and B. F. 8. Bullard 
of Ward 19 were elected alternates by ac- 
clamation. 

A discussion followed on the election of 
a new temporary district committee, to 
serve until the election of the new con- 
gressional committee which was finally de- 
cided by renominating the old committee, 
and adding the representatives from the 
wards of Quincy and Milton. 

Resolutions were adopted indorsing the 
present administration for its eminently 
wise, conservative and patriotic policy, and 
that the renomination of President Harri- 
son would be the only satisfactory out- 
come of the convention to be held in 
Minneapolis, June, next.

The front window 
in the parlor has a polished plate glass 
60x48 inches, with stained glass transoms 
overit. The three windows on the main 
stairs are of stained glass. 

The second floor is reached by two stair- 
ways, rising from the front and back halls. 
On the second floor are five chambers. 
Ample provision is made for closet room. 

Red oak finish is employed in the vesti- 
bule and front hall, including the stair- 
case—a material item of expense, which 
could be lessened if necessary. The kitch- 
en and bedroom are finished in yellow pine. 
The kitchen and dining room are wain- 
scoted to the height of 3 feet, and the bath- 
room 6 feet. Allother rooms are finished 
in white pine. The entire first floor is 
finished in hard oil. Height of the first 
story 10 feet and second story 9 feet in the 
clear. 

The outside finish is of pine. The walls 
are sheathed with shiplap and paper, and 
finished with *4-inch siding. The lower 
part of gables and the roof are covered 
with cypress shingles.

A DOUBLE FATALITY. 


Mother and Daughter Burned to Death 
at South Weymouth. 

The Heraid reports a sad fatality at South 
Weymouth, Monday. Mrs. Crocker, who 
was 75 years old and quite feeble, resided 
with her daughter, Mrs. Jason B. Orcutt, 
on Front street. Mr. Orcutt is employed 
in a shoe factory in the village. 

As near as can be learned Mrs. Crocker 
was at work in the kitchen, amd her 
daughter was hanging out clothes.

How to Water a Horse.

How Eyeglasses Are Made. 

The pieces of glass which are to be 
made into lenses for spectacles, for mi- 
croscopes, small telescopes and the like 
are first ground int mughly, by 


to shape, r 


being held against a cast iron tool hke a 
grindstone. ‘This of course is curved 


to give the lens the concavity or con- 
vexity desired. From this tool the glass 
passes to a ‘fine tool,” so called, of simi- 
lar construction, but made of brass and 
covered with a fine powder of sulphate 
of iron, calcined and ground. Jewelers 
callitrouge. Then a third tool, like 
the second, but covered with cloth which 
is thoroughly powdered with rouge, is 
used for polishing. After both sides 
have been treated thus the lens is cut to 
the required shape, oval or round, with 
a diamond glass cutter and steel pincers, 
and the edges are ground smooth on 
metal wheels. 
How to Put Away Winter Clothes, 

Furs and woolen goods may be thor- 
oughly and perfectly protected from 
moths by tying them up carefully in 
strong paper, leaving no cracks or 
breaks in the parcel, and then putting 
on a second wrapper of paper well soaked 
in turpentine. This is surer than insect 
powder, tobacco, cedar chests, camphor 
or any other usual expedient. Of course 
there must be no moths in the garments 
when they are put away. 

How to Make a Cheap Icehouse. 

Build a strong board shanty with a 
strong floor, not tight, and cover the 
floor six inches thick with sawdust. 
Pile the blocks of ice on this, leaving a 
space of ten or twelve inches between 
the ice ard the walls of the shanty. 
This space is to be filled with sawdust 
as the ice is piled up. When a sufficient 
quantity cf ice is stored cover it with 
sawdust eight or ten inches thick, The 
house should still be large enough to af- 
ford free ventilation over all. Ice will 
keep well in such a house.

SUN SPOTS. 


A Few Facts About Them and How They 
Are Photographed. 


Sun spots are at present little understood, 
and their effects upon us here on earth are 
mere matter of conjecture. This last spot, 
for instance, now working its way round 
on the other side of the sun, the largest 
certainly for twenty years of solar photo- 
graphic time, has greatly exercised the 
scientific. It has been accused of delaying 
telegraphic messages, perverting the truth

These malignant 
influences, however, asserted by some, are 
denied by others. But observation records 
some interesting facts, according toa re- 
cent English writer. The spots travel 


across the disk of the sun in some thirteen | 


days, and, barring dispersal, reappear in as 
many more upon the other side. Their 
movements appear somewhat erratic, but 
they are the only evidence we have of the 
time (twenty-six or twenty-seven days) 
which the sun is supposed to take to re- 
volve upon its axis. Sun spots have been 
known upon the sun’s equator, but more 
usually they are found in zones of 40 degs. 
from that point. The periods of maxima 
come about every eleven years—the next 
will be in 1893 or 1894. 

The largest group of sun spots ever pho- 
tographed at the Greenwich observatory 
is the one here illustrated, which was 
taken Feb. 13, its area being 3,360,000,000 
square miles. In regard to the manner of 
photographing the sun an English inter- 
viewer reports the following information 
from the astronomer royal: “The heliograph 
(apparently about twenty feet long) is al- 
most exactly like an ordinary astronom- 
ical telescope, with a camera attached at 
the bottom. The object glass is fourinches 
in diameter, and the image of the sun, 
after passing what in the ordinary way 
would be the eye- 
piece, an inch 
in diameter. The 
light, however, 
passes through an 
enlarging doublet, 
which throws the 
image upon the 
sensitive plate as 
a circle eight 
inches in diam- 
eter. There is no 
need to look 
through the tele- 
scope, as a lens is 
mounted upon the 
exterior of the 
brass tube to 
throw an image 
in the form of a 
spot of light upon 
a paper disk lower 
down the tube. 
This forms a 
‘finder,’ so that when the spot of light is 
on the center of the card the telescope is 
pointing straight at the sun. 

“The plates used at Greenwich are the 
ordinary landscape plates. Those used for 
the sun are ‘slow’ plates, and those for 
the stars as rapid ascan be got, and in 
every case they are carefully picked, so as 
to be free from defects. A dust spot on a 
negative looks exactly like a star. In pho- 
tographing the sun the exposure has to be 
extremely rapid, being frequently only 
one-thousandth of asecond. If the expo- 
sure is short, the opening of the instan- 
taneous shutter shown in the diagram is 
alsosmall. The circle is the telescope tube 
at the small end. The rectangle is the 
metal shutter, and the two lines close to- 
gether are the little slit in the shutter 
through which the light is allowed to pass. 
When the shutter drops the slit passes 
across the tube in the thousandth part of 
a second and the exposure is made.”

Hot Water Lift by a Pump. 

In answer to the inquiry, “Will a pump 
draw hot water; if so, how hot and how far 
will it draw it?” The Stationary Engineer 
says: ‘‘Owing to the fact that water will boil 
ina vacuum at a temperature of 98 to 100 
degs. itis impossible for a pump to lift 
what might be called hot water any dis- 
tance, for as the pressure of air is removed 
from the surface of the water, vapor is 
formed and fills the space, so that no dif- 
ference in pressure between the inside of 
the pump and the air outside will be pro- 
duced, consequently the water will not be 
forced above its level. If the supply of 
water is above the level of the pump, water 
will run in on account of its own weight, 
or, more properly, the force of gravity. 
With a good pump and moderately fast 
speed it might be possible to raise hot 
water a few inches, but the distance would 
be so slight that nothing practical would 
be gained.”

WASHINGTON, April 26.—The president, 
in conversing yesterday with a confiden- 
tial friend who is a frequent visitor to the 
White House, made some reference to the 
pclitical situation with reference to his 
own political interests and the agitation 
of the movement to concentrate upon 
sone other candidate than himself. It was 
apoarent in the president’s conversation 
tht he was not in the least disturbed by 
the intrigues of disappointed politicians, 
no? does the president appear to be con- 
cemed about the delegations which have 
been chosen in muny of the states without 
instructions. He intimated very point- 
eliy that he thought that such a course 
Was just as well under the circumstances. 

He doeg not wish to be nominated at the 
Ninneapolis convention unless the Repub- 
lian party is thoroughly convinced that 
his nomination would be for the best in- 
rests of the party, and give the greatest 
yromise of success. If, however, when the 
envention assembles, the leaders are of 
the opinion that some other name would 
@ve greater strength and unite the party, 
the president's friends will not insist upon 
tae nomination with his approval. What 
he particularly desires is that the party 
should adopt the wisest course and con- 
sult the prospects of victory rather than 
the candidates. 

In other words the president impressed 
upon his friend that his great desire 
would be in 1893 to ride from the execu- 
tive mansion to the Capitol with a Re- 
publican president. If that could be ac- 
complished it was all that he desired. 
Therefore, if fortunate enough to again be 
the leader to secure this it will be all that 
the party could expect. It is evident from 
what is transpiring in the inner circle of 
politics that interesting develop- 
ments to occur before many 
days.

A Denial of Rumors Connecting 
Name with a Third Party Scheme, 

WASHINGTON, April 26.—Discussing the 
report that he would probably be nomi- 
nated for the presidency on a free-coinage 
platform by the third party, in case ofa 
failure of the Republican or Democratic 
parties to give recognition to silver at 
their national conventions, Senator Teller 
said to a reporter of the United Press: 

There isno possible foundation, so far as my 
words or actions go, forthe report. Nothing 
whatever occurred at the meeting of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the national silver com- 
mittee, where it is said this item was hatched, 
to give rise to the rumor that I would; in the 
event which has been outlined, be a candidate 
for the presidency, that could indeed betor- 
tured into a purpose to organize a political 
silver party, or to pledge support to the third 
party or to any other par}y. 

It was in nosense a political meeting but 
simply a conference to determine the pro- 
priety of organizing a bi-metallic league in 
the United States. It was decided that it 
would be well toc rganize such a league, but 
there was no suggestion whatever that this 
league should take the shape of a political 
party. The aole idea at the bottom of the 
movement is to promote the interests of silver. 

So far as Iam concerned,I said in my speech 
on the floor of the senate a few days ago that 
if the Republican party, in its national con- 
vention should adopt a single gold standard 
platform, I should feel that I would for the 
time have to break with the party; but, while 
there are some eastern Republicans who seem 
determined to put the party on agold stand- 
ard at Minneapolis, I do not believe that a ma- 
jority of the delegates will be in favor of so 
radicala course,and I am confident there 
will be no such plank in the platform of the 
Minneapolis convention. 

Even though there should be a failure on 
the part of the two old parties to give recogni- 
tion to silver, and a third party should be the 
result, I would not consent to be its candidate 
for the presidency, even though the opportu- 
nityshould be presented, which I have no rea- 
son to suppose it would be. I am entirely sat- 
isfied with my present position, and am not 
seeking higher honors. I wish you would 
make this point emphatic, for I do not desire 
to be put in a false position before the country. 


THE OLEOMARGARINE LAW.

Supreme Court Says Dealers Need Not 
Make Monthly Returns of Sales. 


WASHINGTON, April 2%6.—The United 
States supreme court, in an opinion by 
Justice Blatchford, in the case of the 


United States vs. George R. Eaton, holds 
that there was no penalty imposed by the 
oleomargarine act upon dealers who re- 
fused or neglected to keep the books and 
make the monthly returns of receipts and 
sales of oleomargarine required by regu 
lations issued under the provisions of the 
act by the commissioner of internal rey- 
enue. 

The case came here ona certificate of 
division of opinion between the judges of 
the circuit court of the United States for 
Massachusetts. Sections of the oleomar- 
garine act provided that oleomargarine 


dealers should keep the books and make | - 


the returns required by the commissioner 
ofinternal revenue, but those sections 
provided no penalty for failure to comply 
with their requirements. Section 19, how- | 
ever, provided a penalty for failure to do 
any act in connection with oleomargarine 
dealings “required by law.” 

The question arose whether the words 
“required by law” were sufficient to make 
it a statutory offense for a dealer to fail to 
do the things required by the regulations 
issued under the act by the commissioner 
of internal revenue. The court answers 
the question in the negative. It says that 
a matter cannot be made a legal offense by 
& regulation ef a department. If congress 
had intended to make liable to penalty 
dealers who failed to Keep jthe required 
books, the court says, it would have done 
so by direct enactment.

“WINE SHOP WRECKED. 


Ravachol’s Friends Give Parisians & 
Hint of What is Forthcoming. 


Paris, April 26.—The restaurant of M. 
Very who, on March 30 delivered Rava- 
chol, the anarchist, in the hands of the 
police, was utterly wrecked at 9:40 o’clock 
last night by a bomb explosion. Since 
Ravachol’s arrest Very has frequently 
been threatened with such a disaster. The 
force of the explosion was terrific and 
widely felt, aud an enormous crowd 
quickly gathered about the shattered 
building. 

The police found Very lying on the 
floor of the restaurant inthe midst of 
heaps of debris, groaning with fright and 
pain. One of his legs had been broken, 
and he was sent to a hospital where the 
leg was amputated. Soon afterward Very 
died. A granddaughter of Very was also 
injured, and two ladies living in rooms 
over the restaurant, were badly shaken 
and bruised. Very’s wife was not injured, 
but she has become araving maniac owing 
to the severity of the shock she suffered. 

The damage done is almost entirely con- 
fined to the building in which Very’s 
restaurant was located. A detachment of 
troops is keeping clear the roadway be- 
fore the ruined cafe. [t is the general 
opinion that the explosion was perpetrated 
mainly to terrorize the jurymen who will 
be on duty at Ravachol’s trial. The police 
think the bomb was thrown into the base- 
ment of the building through a grating. 
A policeman on duty outside of the restau- 
rant was thrown to the pavement by the 
shock. He saw nothing suspicious. A 
quantity of goods exposed in front of an 
adjoining shop was destroyed. 

Three persons have been arrested on 
suspicion of being implicated in the mur- 
derous affair. One of them shouted “viva 
anarchy” upon being taken into custody. 

The explosion has terrorized the jury 
selected to try Ravachol and the officials 
who are connected with his trial. In this 
city and St. Etienne many arrests are 
taking place. 


RECIPROCITY WITH BRAZIL. 


A Statement Denying Its Validity and a 
Response Thereto. 

NEW York, April 26.—A Rio de Janeiro 
letter says that Dr. Ruy Barbosa, minister 
of finance of the provisional government, 
has published a long statement in regard 
to the reciprocity agreement with the 
United States. He says Dr. de Mendonca, 
Brazilian minister at Washington, was in- 
structed to make no treaty that did not 
expressly bind the United States to re- 
frain from making a similar agreement 
with any European monarchy. Dr. 
Barbosa asserts that Minister Mendonca 
assured the government that the United 
States government had consented to have 
that essential stipulation included in the 
treaty. The cabinet to which Dr. Barbosa 
belonged resigned, and the reciprocity 
treaty, lacking the above stipulation, was 
promulgated by anew cabinet. Dr. Bar- 
bosa maintains that this agreement lacks 
moral validity. 

A Washington dispatch says that Gen- 
eral Foster, who assisted in the reciproc- 
ity negotiations with the Brazilian gov- 
ernment, pledged itself not to make a sim- 
ilar agreement with any European gov- 
ernment. Secretary Blaine indorses Gen- 
eral Foster’s statement. Senor Mendonca 
says he has already denied similar state- 
ments emanating from ex-Minister Bar- 
bosa. He declared such reports are circu- 
lated by the enemies of the present Brazil- 
ian government solely for political pmur- 
poses, 


NO MONEY IN PRAYING. 
Preacher Arney Decides to Give Up the 
Pulpit for the Race Track. 
GRAND RAPIDs,Mich., April 26.—Rev. J. 
W. Arney, pastor of the Methodist church 
at Saranac, has shocked his congregation 
by announcing his retirement from the 
pulpit. His resignation takes immediate 
effect, and many of the church members 
wept when they learned it. Rev. Mr. 
Arney will devote his entire attention to

STAMPEDE FOR LIFE 


Flames Break Out in a Philadel- 
phia Theater. 


THE BUILDING IN RUINS. 


Bhow Was About to Commence and the 
Audience and Performers Make a Mad 
Rush for the Doors—Many Persons In- 
jured—The Times Annex and Other 
Buildings Destroyed. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 28.—The most sen- 
sational fire that has visited this city in 
years broke out last night on the stage of 
the Grand Central theater, and before it 
was got under control nearly #1,000,000 
worth of property had been destroyed, in- 
cluding the massive eight-story annex 
building occupied by The Times news- 
paper. In the panic in the theater nearly 
fifty persons, mostly occupants of the 
galleries, were burt, none, however, seri- 
ously. The Central theater is located on 
Walnut street,between Eighth and Ninth, 
in the most thickly settled portion of the 
city, being surrounded by hotels, restau- 
rants, boarding houses, newspaper offices 
and business houses. Immediately in the 
rear of the theater was The Times build- 
which faced on Sansom street. 

“The theater was usually devoted to va- 
riety performances, but this week there 
has been a spectacular production, ‘“The 
Devil’s Auction,” on thestuge. Just be- 
fore 8 o’clock, while the stage hands were 
lowering from the flies a portion of the 
setting for the first scene, it became en- 
tangled in the border lights. In an in- 
stant the flimsy canvas was a mass of 
flames. Tongues of fire shot up tothe 
roof and blazing scenery fell to the stage, 
and in a short time the entire rear portion 
of,the theater was 

A Mass of Fire. 

The production requires the services of 
a large number of female choiristers 
and ballet dancers. They stood in the 
wings and about the stage in scanty attire, 
avraitingfor the performance to begin. They 
were thrown into a panic and rushed 


about, scarcely knowing which way to 
turn to avoid 
flames.

Whlle the panic was in progress behind 
the scenes,a scene of even more intense ex- 


citement was being enacted before the 


footlights. Fortunately the house was 


only partially filled. The audience had 
just settled down in their seats,when they

The next minute bright white flames shot 
through the curtain and, realizing that 
the theater was afire,everybody in the 
the .exits.

The firespread with 
marvellous rapidity, and by the time the 
fire apparatus reached the scene the build- 
ing was a mass of flames. 

Looming away up above the rear of the 
theater was 

The Times Annex Building, 
occupied on the seventh floor by the ed- 
itorial force, and on the eighth by the 
composing and stereotyping forces. The 
city department of The Times was in the 
rear of the building. A reporter saw 
from a window the flames shoot through 
the roof of the theater. His cry of alarm 
warned everybody in the room, and all 
the editors and reporters started for the 
elevator. Nobody thought of stopping to 
secure clothing or other property. Every- 
body got out safely. 

The scenes in the composing room,where 
about seventy-five people were at work, 
were of the same character. Printe’s 
rushed from their cases, not waiting to 
gather any of their belongings. On the 
sixth floor was the illustrating depart- 
ment of The Times and the rooms of the 
American Press Association. The fifth 
floor was unoccupied. The first, second, 
third and fourth flours were oecupied by 
De Koskeno & Hetherington, art metal 
workers. Their plant was one of the most 
valuable of its kind in the country. The 
wind was blowing ina direction to carry 
the flames from the theater to the news- 
paper building, andin a few minutes the 
latter structure was on fire. 

By 8:50 the entire interior had been 
gutted. At that hour the west walls and 
a portion of the east wall fell, the former 
crushing a large portion of the one-story 
power house of the Philadelphia Trac- 
tion company. which contained two im- 
mense engines which propelled street cars 
over the lower section of the city. These 
engines are covered with bricks and de- 
bris to a depth of twelve feet, and it 

Will Be Several Weeks 
before the cables can be operated. The 
east wall crushed the four-story building 
occupied by Hamilton & Diesinger, manu- 
facturing jewelers, and portions of several 
buildings below it on Eighth street, be- 
tween Sansom and Walnut streets. The 
front wall filled Sansom street with bricks 
and stone and damaged buildings oppo- 
site. In the cellar were the new presses of 
The Times. These are ruined beyond re- 


air. 

, On Eighth street, from Sansom to Wal- 
nut, were eleven buildings, each having 
several tenants, aud occupied on the first 
floors by storekeepers. Three of these 
were completely gutted, and the others 
were all badly damaged. Adjoining the 
theater on the west was the Boulson 
House. The roof was burned and the 
building soaked with water. Next was 
the "building of the Taggart’s Sunday 
Times. Its roof was burned and the com- 
posing room on the top floor filled with 
water.

Brockton Offers a Reward for the Cap- 
ture of His Assailant. 

Brockton, April 28.—Collins A. Lea- 
man, the barber who was waylaid and 
robbed Tuesday night, died yesterday af- 
ternoon. To the last he remained un- 
conscious, consequentiy all efforts to ob- 
tain information which would lead to his 
assailant’s apprehension were futile. 

Two or three important questions arise 
in connection with the case. These ques- 
tions have been carefully considered by 
the police, and the conclusion reached is 
that some other person was marked for at- 
tack, and Leaman was mistaken for the 
person who was to have been robbed. The 
canvas bag in which Leaman kept his 
money was found within twenty-five feet 
from the scene of the attack, and it con- 
tained $11. 

Mayor Keith has ordered the city clerk 
to offer a reward of $500 for the arrest of 
Deaman’s assailant, and this sum will be 
increased when the board of aldermen 
meets.

Why Not Name the New School 
Building on Brooks Avenue

THE JOSEPH RICHARDS SCHOOL. 


—_— 


A Prominent Citizen of Quincy Fifty 
Years Ago-A Man of Uncommon 
Ability and Intelligence—A Sketch. 


Now that the school board are trying to 
find a suitable name for the new Brooks 
avenue school building a citizen comes 


forward and suggests the name of Joseph 

Richards, in honor of him who was the 
founder of the granite business in Quincy, 
having first entered the 


business with 


‘Braintree Neck,” (now Quincy Neck) in 
1803, where he engaged for many years, in 
quarrying and working stonein the sum- 
mer, with Bryant Newcomb, his future 
father-in-law, and school teaching in the 
winter until the increase of the stone busi- 
ness in which he was engaged, engrossed 
his whole time. Although obliged to 
abandon the profession in which he de- 
lighted, his love of knowledge continued 
unabated until the close of his successful 
life, Feb. 12th, 1848. He was chosen to 
the State Senate for the year 1843 and ’44. 
Mrs. Richards survived her husband a 
number of years. 

Mr. Pattee says, further, that Mr. Rich- 
ards was a man of uncommon ability and 
intelligence and was possessed of much in- 
ventive genious. About the year 1831 he 
invented the bush oraxe hammer. This 
useful instrument to granite cutters was 
first made by Mr. Richards, solid or wholly 
in one piece. Mr. Richards was also first 
to suggest, construct and utilize the Louis 
hole. 

As mentioned above, Joseph Richards 
and Bryant Newcomb composed the firm 


Bryant Newcomb, who afterward became 
his father-in-law, in 1803, at what is now 
known as Quincy Neck. Pattee’s history 
gives a brief sketch of Mr. Richards, 
follows : 

Hon. Joseph Richards was born in Cum- 
mington, Mass., Aug. 26th, 1784, and was 
educated in the District schools. When 
about twelve years of age, he removed with 
his parents to the northern partof the 
State of New York, where he was engaged 
with his father in farming, until he was 
eighteen years of age, when he left home 
and came to Quincy. His first engagement 
in this town was with President John 
Adams, as coachman, who after a few 
months’ service in that capacity, suggested 


to him that he was worthy of a higher! 


position. From these suggestions of Mr. 


Adams, he went to Abington, where he} 
undertook the duties as a school teacher, a! 


position for which by nature be was emin- 
ently qualified even at that early age. Pos- 
sessing an instinctive knowledge of human 
nature he governed without force 
coercion, He was an ardent lover of the 
science of mathematics, in the higher! 
branches of which he was quite proficient. 
From Abington he returned to Quincy, or

In 1827 Mr. Richards and Jonathan New- 
comb formed a partnership under the name 
In 1829 he was 
in the firm of Richards & Munn. In 1840, 
Richards, Munn & Co. 

In 1845, April 15, James Newcomb, 
Joseph Richards and George Newcomb, 
received a charter to construct a railroad 
from the quarries to Quincy Point, the 
number of shares not to exceed 800. Not 
being able to procure sufficient capital for 
this much needed enterprise, it never was 
carried into operation. The Quincy Elec- 
tric Freight Railway has now secured a 
similar grant and an electric road may be 
built. 

The city has now one school, the Willard, 
named after a prominent granite man, Mr. 
Solomon Willard, the architect of the 
| Bunker hill monument, and it is fitting 
jthat another pioneer in the business so 
distinguished as Mr. Richards, should have 
| @ lasting monument to his memory. 

Mr. Richards is remembered by many of 
| the older citizens who speak of him in the 
highest terms, and to name a school build- 

ing after him would be received with

The Carney Hospital Resolve—Protest 


MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


Against the Endowment Orders. 


Boston, April 28.—The green room was 
well filled yesterday by the friends of 
Carney hospital. The hearing was before 
the finance committee on the resolve 
granting state aid tothe hospital. Sena- 
tor McNary acted as counsel for the pe- 
titioners, and the opponents’ interests 
were looked after by Rev. J. B. Dunn and 
Mrs. E. T. Hill A large number of wit- 
nesses, men and women, gave testimony 
as to the excellent treatment they had re- 
ceived at the institution and as to the ab- 
sence of anything like sectarian regula- 
tions. 

Rey. Dr. Miner desired to ask Dr. Cush- 
ing with regard to the soliciting of char- 
ity by the sisters at the hospital, but it 
was decided that that wasa matter out- 
side the purpose of the hearing. Rev. 
John Galbraith, Rev. A. B. Jutten of 
South Boston, Charles A. Upham, Brice 
S. Evans, Dr. Miner and Mrs. Hill spoke 
in opposition to the appropriation. 

Mr. Bennett procured a suspension of 
the rules for the presentation of a very 
handsomely bound petition for a law to 
forbid the further transaction of the 
assessment endowment business. It was 
read and placed on file. The preamble 
says that the orders are “anti-fraternal in 
practice and results, by which the poor 
have been subjected to grevious 
losses * * * they are often used by 
dishonest and designing men as a means 
for preying upon the ignorance and cred- 
ulity of great numbers of people.” and 
the petition asks, besides forbidding the 
further business, that a law “shall cause 
to be returned to the contributor thereof 
the fund collected by said corporations in 
the transaction of said business in such a 
manner as justice and equity may re- 
quire.’’ Among the signers are about 800 
influential citizens of Boston, thirty-seven 
of the Boston chamber of commerce, six- 
teen of the Boston Merchants’ associa- 
tion, forty-eight of the Master Builders’ 
association, thirteen of the leather ex- 
exchange, forty of existing endowment 
associations, and many others from all 
over the state—2526 in all. 

The committee on cities reported in 
favor of the general form of municipal 
charter as drafted by the special commit- 
tee of the legislature of 1801, except that it 
strikes out: the license commission in 
license cities from its list of administra- 
tive officers. 

The house resolve for abolishing the 
property qualification for governor was 
unanimously agreed to. 

The committee on election laws reported 
a bill providing that the cardsof instruc- 
tion and specimen ballots be sent in sep- 
arate packages from the ballots for use 
and that the former be posted before the 
polls open on election day. 

At the meeting of the executive council 
the following appointments were made by 
Governor Russell: Dr. C. P. Lyman of 
the Harvard Veterinary college and Dr. 
O'Connell of Holyoke, cattle commission- 
ers, in place of Alonzo W. Cheever of Ded- 
ham and Obadiah Hadwin of Worcester; 
Levi Stoekbridge of Amherst,reappointed. 
Thomas J. Walker, Edgerton, medical ex- 
aminer,reappointment; Myron P. Walker, 
Belchertown, trustee of Soldiers’ home,re- 
appointment; Allen Look, Tisbury, trial 
justice; John C. Love, Norwood, trial 
justice, reappointment. The pardon com- 
mittee, by a vote of 4 tol, recommended 
the pardon of James Dunlap, the North- 
ampton bank robber. The committee re- 
ported adversely on the questionof par- 
doning James Nicholson, now serving a 
life sentence for the murder of his wife in 
Boston. 

In the house the debate on license suf 
frage for women was opened by Mr. Garde 
ner. He argued that women suffer most 
from liquor, and ought to havean op 
portunity to vote upon the issue of li- 
censes. Afteralong debate the measure 
was defeated by a vote of 87 yeas to 9 
nays. 

Inthe senate Mr. Merritt made a strong 
speech for his amendment to the bill al- 
lowing the Connecticut River Railroad 
company to increase its capital stock so 
that half the increase be sold at auction. 
The amendment was lost. 


LAWRENCE'S SENSATION. 


District Attorney Will Push the Investi- 
gation of the Charges of Bribery. 

LAWRENCE, Mass., April 28.—The Law- 
rence liquor license boodling stories will 
be investigated by the grand jury, which 
comes in next Monday at Newburyport. 
District Attorney Moody has conferred 
with prominent citizens and heard enough 
to warrant his looking into the matter. 
In view of the bold statements made,noth- 
ing short of an investigation will allay 
public suspicion. The Weldon case, fol- 
lowing so soon after Hanrahan’s, has re- 
newed the excitement. Weldon again 
says that he gave $1000 toan alderman. 
The case is now more interesting than 
ever, and it will be watched with deep in- 
terest. 


Well-Known Free Thinker Dead. 

HARTFORD, April 28.—Lyman W. Case, 
a noted free thinker, retired lawyer, and 
atone time connected with some of the 
largest publishing houses in New York, 
died from a ruptured blood vessel. In ac- 
cordance with his wishes, his body will be 
cremated without religious services. He 
had been for years a well-known contrib- 
utor toa number of free-thinking maga- 
zines.

WEYMOUTH. 


The Agent for the Enforcement of the 


Liquor Laws Brutally Assaulted. 


A cowardly attempt was made at East 
Weymouth Wednesday evening about 8.30 


to assassinate Capt. Andrew J. Garey, the 
agent forthe committee for the suppres- 


sion of the illegal sale of liquors. 
Capt. Garey and Officer Geo. W. Fay 


had made raid upon the Allen house, one 


of the most notorious resorts in East Wey- 
mouth. 

Leaving Fay, Capt. Garey turned from 
Broad street, into Randall's court, which 
leads to his house, which sets some dis- 
tance back from the street, when four men 
approached him, one asking for a match. 

He handed one to the fellow who dropped 
it. The men then pretended to hunt for 
the match, Capt. Garey joining in the 
search. 

As he stooped over he received a stunning 
blow on the back of the head, which felled 
him. Ashe fell he made an outery but 
before assistance arrived he 
severe pounding. 

Fred Bumpus, a baggage master at the 
East Weymouth station of the Old Colony 
Railroad, was passing on Broad street, 
when he heard the cries of Captain Garey, 
and rushed to his assistance. 

He found Garey unconscious and his 
head and face covered with blood. 
tance was obtained and the injured man 
was removed to his home. 

On regaining consciousness he could give 
no description of the men who assaulted 
him. His injuries though serious are not 
necessarily fatal, and this morning he is 
reported as being comfortable. 

Capt. Garey served in the State Con- 
stabulary Force for a number of years and 
during his term of service as such, he had 
one of the worst districts in Boston. 

The only reason advanced for the crime 
is the revengeful feeling held toward him 
by the illicit rumsellers of Weymouth, who 
have been vigorously prosecuted by him as 
a liquor officer. 

His war against these parties has become 
so hot that it has made the illegal selling 
extremely hazardous, and the general im- 
pression is that the assailants were 
strangers in town and were hired by the 
rumsellers to assassinate him, as that ele- 
ment is too cowardly to personally commit 
such a crime. 

It is understood that the selectmen will 
offer a reward of $500; in the event of 
their doing so, Mr. Henry H. Faxon will 
add $100 to the amount. 

Capt. Garey is well known in this city, 
and is the father of Dr. C. W. Garey of 
Washington street.

E. F. Brown moved that the conven- 
tion, by acclamation, name Senators Wol- 
cott and Teller and Congressman Town- 
send as three of the delegates-at-large to 
the convention. The nominations were 
then seconded by every delegate present, 
and the gentlemen were declared the con- 
vention’s unanimous choice. This means 
that in all probability Mr. Harrison will 
not receive the vote of the Colorado dele- 
gation at Minneapolis. Hon. J. J. Brush 
Was named as the fourth delegate by ac- 
clamation. The platform concludes as fol- 
lows: 

Resolved, That this convention does hereby 
instruct its delegates to the national conven- 
tion at Minneapolis, to oppose by every hon- 
orable means the nomination of any man for 
the office of president or vice president of the 
United States who is not Known to be heartily 
in favor of the enactment of a law providing 
for the free and unlimited coinage of silver. 

The resolutions were unanimously 
adopted. 

The mention of Secretary Blaine’s name 
brought forth prolonged cheers. General 
McNeely offered a resolution endorsing 
the administration of President Harrison. 
Instantly a dozen men asked for recogni- 
tion. The greatest excitement prevailed 
for several minutes, and a number of 
speeches were made against the resolu- 
tion. The resolution was killed by a vote 
of 623 to 2. The convention then adjourned 


sine die. 


New Jersey's Convention. 

TRENTON, April 28.—At the Republican 
state convention to name delegates to 
Minneapolis, John IL Blair, exCongress- 
man George A. Halsey, Garrett Hobart 
and ex-Senator W. J. Sewell were 
selected as delegates-at-large to the 
national convention and a platform en- 
dorsiug the Harrison administration was 
adopted, but not endorsing Harrison for 
the presidency. Tne platform endorses 
the protective tariff, reciprocity and the 
last Republican congress, opposes free 
coinage and denounces the present Demo- 
cratic state regime. 

Nebraska Solid for Harrison. 

KEARNEY, Neb., Apri! 28.—The Repub- 
lican state convention met here yesterday. 
United States Marshal Slaughter was 
temporary and permanent chairman. 
There were no contesting delegations and 
the work of the convention went off with- 
outahitch. Resolutions instructing the 
delegates to the national convention to 
vote for the renomination of Benjamin 
Harrison were passed amid enthusiastic 
cheering. Amasa Cobb, J. L. Webster, 
E. D. Webster and L. D. Richards were 
elected delegates-at-large. They each re- 
newed in short speeches their pledges to 
support Benjamin Harrison. 


Missouri’s Convention. 

JEFFERSON City, -Mo., April 28.—The 
Republican state convention was called 
to order by C. L. Filley. Mr. Filley de- 
clared himself as a supporter of President 
Hurrison’s administration. Judge T. A. 
Botsford was chosen temporary chairman. 
The usual business committees were then 
appointed. ey ee 

The Empire State. 

ALBANY, April 28—The Republican 
state convention met here today. White 
law Reid is permanent presiding officer of 
the convention. The platform endorses 
Harrison’s administration, but the dele- 
gation to Minneapolis will not be in- 
structed for any presidential candidate. 


St. Paul Bank Closes Its Doors. 

St. Pau, April 28.—The Commercial 
bank of this city has closed its doors and 
suspended payment, The officers say de- 
positors will be paidin full. The suspen- 
sion was mainly caused by the scare cre- 
ated by the failure of the St. Paul Ger- 
man Fire Insurance company.

A BRUSH FIRE 
Spreads with Alarming tapidity and 
Causes Much Destruction. 

GREAT BARRINGTON, Mass., April 28.— 
A fire set in a brush heap on Thomas 
Crukshank’s farm in the northwest part 
of Alford soon got beyond eontrol and has 
burned over about a quarter of the wood- 
land of the township and is still raging 
with fury. Little attention was paid to it 
at first, but ina few hours the danger be- 
cameevident, and the fire warden called 
out nearly all the able-bodied men in the 
town, who fought the flames. Several 
thousand acres of valuable wood and tim- 
ber are ruined, and althouzh the loss can- 
not be definitely estimated, it will amount 
to many thousands of dollars. Atone 
time it was feared the flames would reach 
the village,and several remote farmhouses 
were saved only by the men making back 
fires. A number of haystacks owned by 
various persons were bnrned, and the fire 
is approaching the bounds of West Stock- 
bridge. 


Railroad Must Pay. 

PROVIDENCE, April 28.—The widow of 
Engineer Burnham, who was killed ina 
collision at Branch avenue bridge, Nov.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


For stomach cramps ginger ale or a half 
teaspoonful of the tincture of ginger in 
half a glass of water in which half a tea- 
spoonful of soda has been dissolved will 
give relief. 

To tighten caneseat chairs turn up the 
chair bottom and wash the canework thor- 
oughly with soapy water and a soft cloth. 
Let it dry in the sun and it will be as firm 
as when new, provided the cane has not 
been broken. 

To make a mustard plaster for young 
children, mix one teaspoonful of mustard 
and three of wheat flour with water to the 
consistency of a stiff batter, and apply be- 
tween soft muslin cloths. For adults, one 
part of mustard to two of flour. 

Kerosene will take iron rust and fruit 
stains from almost every kind of goods 
without injuring the fabric. Wash the 
soiled spot in kerosene as you would in 
water, The spots must be washed in kero- 
sene before they have been put into soap 
and water, or it will do no good. 

Night sweats may be arrested by spong- 
ing the body at night with very hot water. 
It isa great help also toward toning up 
the skin to rub the body briskly in the 
morning with a bathing towel wrung out 
of salt water. The salt enters the pores 
and stimulates the skin to healt by action.

THE DOCTOR AND TOBACCO. 


The Late Sir Morell Mackenzie’s Opinions 
and Suggestions About Smoking. 

Sir Morell Mackenzie is credited with 
having expressed himself as follows in re 
gard to the effects of smoking: He strong- 
ly objected to the cigarette ‘‘as being the 
worst form of indulgence, from the fact that 
the very mildness of its action tempts peo- 
ple to smoke nearly all day long, and by 
inhaling the fumes into their lungs satu- 
rate their blood with the poison. It should 
be borne in mind that there are two bad 
qualities contained in the fumes of tobacco. 
One is poisonous nicotine, the other the 
high temperature of the burning tobacco. 
Most people, however, can smoke in mod- 
eration without injury; to many tobacco 
acts as a useful nerve sedative; but, on the 
other hand, an excessive indulgence in the 
habit is always injurious.” 

Toany one who finds total abstinence 
from tobacco too heroic a stretch of virtue, 
Sir Morell said: *‘Let him smoke only aftcr 
a substantial meal. Let him smoke a mild 
Havana or a long stemmed pipe charged 
with some cool smoking tobacco. If the 
charms of the cigarette are irresistible, let 
it be smoked through a mouthpiece, which 
is kept clean with ultra-Mohammedan 
strictness. Let him refrain from smoking 
pipe, cigar or cigarette to the bitter and, it 
may be added, rank and oily end.” 

The Abuse of Hypnotism. 

One of the most striking warnings on 
record against the use of hypnotic experi- 
ments is mentioned by Dr. C. L. Tuckey in 
The Contemporary Review as the story of 
Ilma Szandor, which Dr. von Krafft Ebing 
has given at length in a small volume. 
This young girl,a Hungarian by birth, 
was of hysterical constitution, and proved 
extraordinarily susceptible to hypnotic 
suggestion. She fell into the hands of per- 
sons whose ill judged zeal and curiosity 
carried them to lengths which seem almost 
incredible, and her life was ruined by crue’ 
and senseless experiments. She was hy- 
notized several times a day for sone 
months, apparently by any one who close 
to practice upon her, and was mad: the 
victim of very painful and distressins sug- 
gestions. For instance, a pair of sc ssors 
was on one occasion laid upon b-r bare 
arm, and she was told that they vere red 
hot and would burn her. All th effects 
of a severe burn were brought sbout by 
this suggestion; an inflamed anc blistered 
spot, taking the shape of the s-issors, ap- 
peared on her arm and took months to 
heal. The unhappy girl at las: became in- 
Sane. 


Treatment in Fainting spells. 

Fainting proceeds from diferent causes, 
the commonest being a distnsbance in the 
circulation othe jvood in the brain. For 
an ordinary fainting fit lay the patient flat. 
Great harm has often resulted from the 
treatment of ignorant people in trying to 
make the pati 
head with pill To send the blood back 
from the heart to the brain, the flat posture 
is absolutely necessary. Let the patient 
lieso that the feet are higher than the 
head, throw the clothes about the chest 
and throat open, sponge the face with cold 
water and give some cold water to drink. 
This is the treatment oftenest followed in 
a simple fainting fit.

** President's Hill,’’ so called. Mr. Cranch 
subsequently sold his farm, and removed 
to the Virchild estate on School street, 
where he resided at a nominal rent until 
his death, when Mr. John Greenleaf 
bought the property. The place isnow in 
the possession of Mr. James Edwards. 

Mr. Cranch, being of a literary turn of 
mind and an extensive reader of books, 
became a learned man, e3pecially in 
theology, and there were very few clergy- 
men in New England at that time more 
familiar with ecclesiastical matters than he 
was; he received an honorary degree of 
A. A. S., in 1780, from Harvard Univer- 
sity, and represented the town in the 
Legislature; he was the Justice that called 
the first town meeting in Quincy after it 
was incorporated, and to him was given 
the honor of naming the town, which he 
called Quincy. Mr. Cranch was appointed 
the first postmaster in Quincy ia 1795; he 
was also Judze of the Court of Common 
Pleas in Massachusetts. 

Mr. Cranch married Mary, the e'dest 
daughter of Rev. William Smith, of Wey- 
mouth, in 1762; she was a sister to Abi- 
gail, who married President John Adams, 

Mr. Cranch died at his residence on 
School street, Oct. 16th, 1811, aged about 
eighty-five; his wife died the next day, 
the 17th; both were buried on the 19th. 
The Rey. Peter Whitney preached a sermon 
ou the occasion, which was published. 
Mr. Cranch left an honored and somewhat 
distinguished family; his son William was 
born 1769, and graduated at Harvard 
University in 1787. On leaving college 
he studied law in the office of Judge 
Dawes of Boston. After acquiring his 
profession, he began the practice of law in 
Braintree, near Quincy, where he remained 
but a few months. Considering that 
Haverhill would be a more successful place 
for the practice of law he removed there 
where he remained up to 1704. Aiter 
having been sworn into the Supreme Court 
he took up his residence at Washing- 
ton, D. C. On the last day of President 
John Adams’ administration, he was ap- 
pointed Justice of the District Court of 
Columbia. After the death of the Chief 
Justice of the Court, Mr. Cranch was 
selected to succeed him, which position he

WE WERE under the impression yester- 
day that the Joseph Ricbards school was 
the most appropriate name that could be 
given to the new building in process of 
erection on Brooks avenue, that is, if there 
was an objection to calling it after the first 
Mayor of the city. But learning that 
Joseph Richards was not a resident of 
Quincy for many years, and possibly never 
a voter, his friends cannot press his claim. 
The name suggested today, the Cranch 
school, seems more appropriate, particularly 
as it was Mr. Richard Cranch who named 
or suggested the name of Quincy for this 
municipality. 

A picture of Mr. Cranch may be seen in 
the group of post masters now hung in the 
post office, he being the first to hold that 
position in Quincy, from 1795 to 1811. 
The office was located in the southeasterly 
corner of his domain, in a small building 
placed there for the purpose. The estate 
is now owned and occupied by James 
Edwards. In those days the postage on a 
letter depended on the distance, viz: 50 
miles, 6 cents; 60 miles, 8 cents; 100 miles, 
10 cents; more than 240 miles, 24 cents.

It is anticipated 
that Wards Two and Three will also give 
two-thirds this time, particularly the former 
where the polling place is more central. 
The vote cf Ward Four is still an unknown 
factor, and reports are conflicting; the 
vote there will undoubtedly be larger, al- 
though at the recent election it was the 
largest of any ward, If the adverse ma- 
jority can be kept within 100 there is good 
prospect of purchasing the works tomor- 
row.

A Bad Place to Be IIL

Lightning Spared the Pious Pair. 

During a heavy rain lightning struck 
the parsonage of the Methodist Episco- 
pal church, a nice four room cottage, 
completely demolishing the building 
with the exception of the east room, in 
which were sitting the pastor, the Rev. 
Jerome Haralson, and his wife. That 
they were not instantly killed everybody 
pronounces a miracle, for everything in 
their room all around them was broken 
in small pieces. A more complete wreck 
was never seen. There is not a whole 
nail or piece of timber in the building 
except in the little room they occupied. 
Not only the building was wrecked, but 
the fence around it wastorndown. The 
shock broke a considerable amount of 
crockery for those living in the neigh- 
borhood of the parsonage.—Haskell Cor, 
Galveston News.

DYNAMITERS’ WORK. 


Sicilian Cities are Shaken by 
Bomb Explosions. 


A FOREUNNER OF MAY DAY, 


Five Houses in a French Village Used 


as Targets for Dynamite—Bualgarian 


Officials Threatened — A Belgian Wid- 


ow's House Wrecked. 


RoME, April 29.—A bomb was exploded 
in the main street of Corleone, Sicily. All 
the windows in the neighborhood were 
broken but nobody. was injured. The 
shopkeepers were frightened and all 
places of business were closed immedi- 
ately afjer the explosion. A half hour 
later an anarchist was arrested pasting a 
placard on a church door. The placard 
announced that the time had come for 
anarchists “to write their demands in 
blood,’ and exhorted Sicilian anarchists 
to follow the examples of their colleagues 
in Paris. “No more words, but deeds, 
deeds, deeds,” were the closing words of 
the manifesto. The man who ,was past- 
ing up the placard was arrested, and the 
office in which they were printed was 
closed. Seven printers were arrested and 
A great quantity of inflammatory litera- 
ture, dated May1, in red letters, was 
seized. 

In Faenza, near Ravenna, one of the 
centers of May Day riots in former years, 
a bomb was exploded at the entrance of 
the sub-prefecture of police. The door 
and steps were blown away, the whole 
frontof the building was cracked, and 
near-by houses were damaged. Four po- 
licemen were injured seriously by falling 
ceilings, and one on the ground floor re- 
ceived from a flying piece of stone a blow 
which will probably prove fatal. Seven 
arrests have been made, 


Officials’ Lives in Danger. 

Lonpon, April 29.—The Chronicle’s 
Vienna correspondent says: Another plot 
against the lives of Prince Ferdinand and 
Premier Stambuloff has been discovered 
at Galatz. Aman and his wife, who had 
eighteen dynamite bombs, were arrested 
there yesterday, but afterward escaped. 
This discovery appears to confirm a St. 
Petersburg rumor that two men left there 
a month ago on a mission to murder Pre- 
mier Stambuloff. 


Dynaniters in Belgium. 
LIEGE, April 29.—A bomb was exploded 
on the steps of the widow Myst’s house in 


St. Pierre place late last evening. All the 
lower rooms were wrecked and the furni- 
ture was smashed to splinters. Nobody 


was injured. The motive of the dynamit- 
ers is a mystery, as the widow lives alone 
and has no enemies. 


Anarchists Resort to Incendiarism, 

PARIs, April 29.—The inhabitants of 
Langeac, in the department of Haute- 
Loire, are in a state of terror arising from 
the burning of a number of buildings in 
the town. It is thought the fires were the 
work of anarchists. 


A Reign of Terror. 

Paris, April 29.—The anarchists have 
placarded this city with May Day appeals 
to workingmen to make a supreme effort 
to terrorize the bourge oisie. 


FELL FIVE STORIES. 


A Big Chimney Crashes Through a Sky- 
light with Serious Consequences. 

New York, April 29.—A heavy brick 
chimney feli five stories and crashed 
through a thick glass skylight into the 
office of Fuchs & Lang, 29 Warren street, 
where five employes were working. Emil 
Jaecke and Kurt Ruthland had their skulls 
fractured and may die. Charles A. Bower 
was badly cut by glass. Theaccident was 
caused by the stupidity of a man hired to 
remove a telephone ple from the roof. He 
tied a rope to the pole and chimney, and 
the weight of the pole toppled the chimney 
over. Peter Beater, the workman, was 
arrested. Heisin the employ of Charles 
Wolfe, contractor, who will likely be sued 
for heavy damages. The telephone com- 
pany whose property the pole was had 
been ordered to remove the pole, but had 
neglected to do so. 


To Be Signed at London. 

WASHINGTON, April 29.—It has been ar- 
ranged that the ratifications of the Beh- 
ring sea treaty of arbitration between the 
United States and Great Britain shall be 
exchanged at London next week instead 
of at Washington as orignally contem- 
plated. The change is made in order to 
expedite this final act of the negotiations, 
United States Minister Lincoln has been 
empowered to act on behalf of the United 
States and Lord Salisbury will act for her 
majesty’s government. 


Jay Gould's Latest Purchase. 

EL Paso, Tex., April 29.—Jay Gould 
yesterday bought the El Paso and White 
Oaks railroad for 250,000. About ten 
miles of this road was built four years 
ago, and then it went into the hands ofa 
receiver. Mr. Gould stated that work on 
the road would be commenced immedi- 
ately, and within an hour a construction 
train and 2000 laborers were put to work. 


Twentieth Victim of a Feud. 
DENISON, Tex., April 29.—W. T. Shar. 
man, the only witness in a murder case 
here, was shot dead while in bed last 
night. Thecasein which he was a wit- 
ness grew out of an old feud, and he is the 
twentieth victim. He had received a num- 
ber of warnings that his life was in 
danger.

THE BIG LAGOON. 


An Interesting ae on the North- 
ern Coast of California. 

Qn the northern coast of California, 
some thirty miles below the mouth of 
the Klamath river, is one of the most 
interesting natural formations to be 
found in this country, known as the Big 
lagoon. Here the coast, which runs 
porth and south up to this point, takes a 
sharp turn inland, bordered by very 
high hills, running to a distance of 
about three miles, then turning out 
tgain makes a sharp bay almost V 
thaped, and for ages past a sand bar has 
been washing itself up across this bay 
until the bar has raised up out of the 
water some ten or twelve feet, having a 
width of about 100 feet and a length of 
four miles, reaching across the entire 
bay. 

This bar is in the shape of a roof. 
When there is a storm the breakers will 
roll up one side of it, break over, and 
run down into the bay inside, and it is 
a novel sight to stand there and watch 
the waters, mountain high on one side 
and perfectly calm on the other, the 
line between the two at intervals hidden 
altogether. 

This bar is a sort of short cut and can 
be traversed on horseback. In a storm 
the horseman will one minute be high 
and dry on land, the next minute a 
large wave will roll up and running 
under the horse's feet to the depth of a 
foot or more, the rider will be for an 
instant four miles or so at sea on horse- 
back, with no Jand nearer than the high 
bluffs of the mainland in sight. 

Moss agates may be found in abun- 
dance on the pebbly beach, and when the 
sun shines they glitter with dazzling 
brightness. 

The wild duck that frequent this part 
of the coast literally fill this inland bay, 
and the passing hunter, should he take 
a shot at them, will raise such a cloud 
and such a quacking that he will think 
all the du. ks of the earth have gathered 
there. Occasionally some wild beast 
like a bear or a panther will be found 
crossing this bar, und the Indians have 
much sport when such a thing happens, 
the animal rarely escaping capture or 
death. 

Here the Digger Indians abound, liv- 
ing on the shellfish, which they catch 
along the beach, seldom going over the 
ridge of hills to capture a deer, which 
are plentiful. It would astonish a Yale 
or Harvard football man to come upon 
this scene some bright morning at low 
tide and see the squaws and children 
playing lacrosse on the beach. They get 
so excited with their sport that they 
keep it up until the tide drives them 
from the beach, often staying there un- 
til they have to chase the ball down into 
the Bork—-Detes Free Press, 

What Is Electricity? 

If the question is now asked, ‘*What 
is electricity?” we may reply advanta- 
geously, in the words of Jokai: A thing of 
which we know a litile more than noth- 
ing and a little less than something. A 
little more than nothing, for we know 
that it is of the nature of light and heat, 
extending itself like them in waves of 
mvution. A litle less than something, 
for of the essence of electricity itself, 
whether static or dynamic, we are still 
absolutely in the dark. There has been 
no want of other theories, but the fun- 
damental dendency of the age is to re- 
duce all phenon 1ena and forces to the 
fewest possible primaries, and it is not 
improbable that this will be facilitated 
by the wave theory of the so called 
ether.

froma distance, is now equally attrib- 
uted to the agency of a medium. In his 
efforts to demonstrate the oneness of all 
natural forces, the physicist is not likely 
to be led astray, even although the cog- 
nition of force presents one of Pixcae 
world problems, the solution of which 
must forever escape us; aye, although, 
as the final result of the most exact in- 
vestigation, it should forever be denied 
to him even to assert decisively, ‘It is 
only a force, and the ether is its me- 
dium of transinission.”—Exchange.

A PENITENT’S PRAYER 


LESSON V, SECOND QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, MAY 1. 


Text cf the Lesson, Ps. i, 1-13—Mem- 
ory Verses, 10-13—Golden Text, Ps. 
ll, 10—Commentary by the Rev. D. M. 
Stearns. 


1. “Have mercy upon me, O God, ac- 
cording to thy lovingkindness; according 
unto the multitude of thy tender mercies 
blot out my transgressions.” This is the 
third of the seven penitential psalms, the 
others being the vi, xxxii, cii, exxx, exliii, 
xxxviii. The title gives the circumstances 
which led David to write this psalm, and 
the whole story is found in II Sam. xi and 
xii. Let all consider the true significance 
of the seventh commandment as taught by 
‘our Lord Jesus, and let only those who are 
not guilty throw stones. 

2. “Wash me thoroughly from mine in 
iquity, and cleanse me from my sin.” Like 
the leper who said, “Lord, if Thou wilt 
Thou canst make me clean” (Math. viii, 2), 
he believes that the Lord can cleanse him, 
and he wants it done thoroughly. How 
such a word as I John i, 9, would have 
comforted him, “If we confess our sins He 
is faithful and just to forgive us our sins 
and to cleanse us from all unrighteous 
ness.” But he bad virtually the

ConcorD, N. H., April 30.—A report has 
it that the case of Murderer Almg is 
shortly to again engage public attention. 
The fact that any steps are to be taken in 
the case has been kept a profound secret, 
in compliance with an emphatic injunc- 
tion issued by the chief justice. 

But according to a statement made toa 

reporter last night, the authority of which 
seems unquestionable, all the details fora 
rehearing to take place at Plymouth on 
Tuesday next have been arranged, and 
Almy willagain be taken to Plymouth 
and his trial resumed. 
t Several days ago Judge Doe is said to 
have given an official order to have the 
term of court at w h the murderer was 
tried reconvened, and since that time the 
court officers have been engaged in ar- 
ranging the necessary formalities. 

This term has never been adjourned, 
and so far as all purposes of a trial, re- 
hearing or resentence are concerned, it 
has been, as Senator Chandler has urged 
in his many appeals to the judges for 
action, theoretically open and ready for 
business. At the April term of Merrimac 
county court, Judge Allen, who, with the 
chief justice, sat upon the trial of Almy, 
was attacked by an illness that has for 
some weeks enforced his absence from offi- 
cial dutie 

Thursday it announced that he 
would be able to resume his place upon 
the bench on Monday next, and itis not 
improbable that the announcement of his 
recovery impelled Judge Doe to fix the 
date of the hearing at the earliest date 
thereafter possible. The chief justice, in 
his directions to the court officers, stated 
that the hearing will not be likely to oc- 
cupy more than two days. 

Almy is notto beagain brought into 
courtfor the simple act of resentence, tc 
correct any previous error, but upon pe- 
tition of his counsel on the ground of 
newly discovered evidence. What this 
evidence is canuot now be stated. It is 
understood, however, to relate to the pis- 
tol shots that caused the death of Christie 
Warden, or the character of the wounds 
inflicted, over which an issue was made 
by the prisoner’s counsel during the trial.

What Has Peen Brought Out by Wit- 
nesses Who Testified for the Stacie. 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., April 30.—The state 

has finished its evidence in the Trefethen- 

Smith trial for the murder of Tena J. 

Davis. Its witnesses have taken four days 

to tell their story. They have followed 

the unfortunate girl from the time she 

left her home in Bethel, Me., in 1887, 

until her dead body was taken from the 

mud of the Mystic and returned to the 
quiet churchyard of her native village. 

A dozen witnesses have met Trefethen’s 
sweeping denial of all relations wich Tena 
Davis by telling of his long calls at the 
store; their rides together; their kisses ex- 
changed in the room and over the 
counter; the bouquets, the ring and the

wedding dress; while the mother told of 
the girl’s trouble and the deception prac- 
ticed by the min _ she had learned to love. 

The state has followed Tena from her 
home on the fatal night of Dec. 23, 


when she left to meet James A. Trefethen. 
A police officer identificd the man who 
was standing by the carriage as William 
H. Smith, and the team as Trefethen’s. 
Another officer saw the teamin Maiden, 
while a third heard a woman anda man 
quarreling in the carriage as it passed 
along the street that leads to the Welling- 
ton bridge. 

They have shown the tracks of a buggy 
on the bridge, and produced a man who 
heard the agonizing cries of a woman on 
the night and at the hour Tena Davis is 
supposed to have been drowned. They 
have cited the contradictory statements of 
Trefethen regarding his whereabouts that 
night. 

Another officer has related a conversa- 
tion which he overheard between Trefethen 
and his counsel, in which the former ad- 
mitted that he saw the girl the night she 
disappeared. He has been shown inquir- 
ing what hour a letter must be mailed in 
Charlestown to bear a Boston postmark. 
He is reported inquiring again and again 
if Mrs. Davis hus not heard from her 
daughter, and, finally, these experts came 
forward and say that there is no doubt 
that he wrote the letter, postmarked in 

3oston and mailed in Charlestown, which 
Mrs. Davis did receive. 


STRIKERS STILL OUT. 


Bridgevort Plush Workers Fail to Agree 
with Their Employers. 

BRIDGEPORT, Coun., April 30.—The con- 
ference held by the officials of the English 
plush factory with the committee ap- 
pointed by the strikers has failed to bear 
fruit and the situation remains un- 
changed. The company’s proposition was 
that the men return to work at the re- 
duced seaie and remain until the prices 
paid elsewhere could be obtained. The 
firm would then pay an average price. The 
proposition was presented to yesterday’s 
meeting and a Igngthy discussion fol- 
lowed. At first it looked as if the proposi- 
tion would be accepted, but some stirring 
addresses were made against it. The 
majority of the men thought if they 
should return at the reduced prices that 
when Mr. Stead, the company’s president, 
returned with the scale of the other fac- 
tories they would find them but slightly- 
different. During the warm discussion 
one of the strikers moved that they refuse 
to accept the proposition and wait for 
further developments. The motion was 
carried almost unanimously.

Knowing Ones Predict That the Necessary 
Two-Thirds Will Be Obtained-A Total 
of Over 1500 Probable—Doubt in Ward 
Four. 

The special election on the purchase of 
the water works is proceeding quietly to- 
day, although more interest is being taken 
and the vote will be fifly per cent larger.

It will be noticed that the total is about 
150 larger than at one o’clock at the last 
election. Then again there are six more 
hours before closing the polls where there 
were but three before. 
Wards One, Two and Five have made a 
gain and Wards Three, Four and Six a loss. 
A question of the legality of the election 
has been raised and itis hinted that the 
point will be raised by the opponents of the 
measure if ‘a two-thirds vote is polled. It 
is on the time of closing the polls, the law 
saying that the polls at an election shall be 
closed before sundown. The advertised 
time in the warrant for closing the polls is 
6.55. The old and reliable Farmer’s Al- 
manac says the sun will set tonight at 6.43, 
hence the obstructionists claim it will be 
an illegal election. 
But the almanac is computed in stand- 
ard time, which is 16 minutes behind Bos- 


ton local time. Therefore while the almanac 
says 6.43, the actual time invogue is 6.59. 


The polls will close before the sun sets, 
hence the claim of illegality is not sustained. 


Ward One. 

Much more interest is being taken in 
Ward One than at the former election. 
Quite a number were on hand when the 
polls opened at 6 A. M., and twice as many 
voted in the early hours. At 9.15 the 
total was 125, against less than half that 
number April6. The totalat that election 
was but 187 out of a total of 605 voters, 
and it is probable that the total today will 
reach over 300. 

At 12.45 the vote was larger than the 
total at the last election; at 1 o’clock the 
total was 195, and at 2 o'clock, 215. 


Ward Two. 


The polling place in this Ward has again 
been changed, this time to Mr. John R. 
Graham’s factory on Washington street, 
It is singular that during the last six elec- 
tions, the polling place has as many times 
been changed, and it is no wonder, as one 
of the election officers said, that the citi- 
zens do not know where to vote. Mr. 
Arthur W. Newcomb was the first voter 
this morning, and voted in favor of the 
purchase. The indications point to a larger 
vote than before, the vote during the first 
two hours being 67 against 48 the last time.

Ward Three. 


The indications are that the vote in this 
ward will exceed that of the last election 
two hundred votes. There does not seem 
to be much talk but there is considerabie 
quiet work being done and people compe-!

two-thirds vote in favor of purchasing. 

A petition isin circulation at the polls re- 
questing the mayor to recommend to the 
council to purchase the building on the 
corner of Franklin and Pear! streets for a 
ward room. 

The vote at 2.15 was 161. 


Ward Four. 


The voting in Ward Four is a little 
livlier today than at the last election, the 
number voting at 1 o’clock being 207. 
These indications are that the total vots 
will show an increase of 100. J’ast what 
proportion of these who wiii vote Yes is 
hard to tell, yet itis thought that the re- 
sult will give 2\arger Yes vote than be- 
fore. 

» Ward Five. 

The progress of the vote in the Wollas- 
ton ward is shown by the following figures 
by hours: At seven o'clock, 51; at eight, 
116; at nine, 153; at ten, 167; at eleven, 
173; at twelve, 175; atone, 190. The total 
at the other election was but 137. 


Ward Six.

Eennett’s Perseverance Rewarded—Gas 
Companies on Top. 


30STON, April 30.—In the house Mr. Ben- 
nett brought up again his matter of dis- 
charging the general trust company Dill 
and assigning it to May 6. Mr. Woed said 
this was the fifth or sixth time the mat- 
ter had been brought up. Mr. Gil- 
lett favored Mr. Bennett’s motion. Mr. 
Smith moved to make the date May 17. 
Mr. Mellen pleaded for fair play for Mr. 
Bennett. By a large majority the motion 
to assign to May 6 was carried. Mr.Wood 
then moved to discharge the bill for the 
Columbia Trust company in order to as- 
signitto May 4. Mr. Bennett moved to 
make it second for May 6, directly after 
the general bill. Mr. Wood insisted that 
his bill should be kept beforethe other. 
This was debated by several members, and 
the date was fixed for May 6, by 8+ yeas to 
47 nays.

The Struggle for Bread in Vienna. 

The distribution of bread to the poor 
of Vienna took place Tuesday between 
11 o’clock and noon, in order to make 
zure that only the unemployed received 
alms. Though 6,200 large loaves, which 
had cost 1,200 florins, or £100, were 
given out, several hundred starving peo- 
ple had to go away empty handed. The 
scenes Witnessed were perhaps the worst 
that have occurred as yet. It was piti- 
able in the extreme to see wretch- 
edly clad women, with babies in arms, 
and children, fighting as for their lives 
for a loaf of bread, into which, hot as it 
was from the bakery, they cut like hun- 
gry wolves. 

Similar scenes were witnessed at the 
distribution of bread to men. About 
twenty people fainted in the crush, and 
those who saw the bitter disappointment 


of the many who, after waiting for 
hours, finally received nothing, will 


never forget the spectacle of human 
misery and want. Four thousand two 
hundred loaves were given away yester- 
day, when the crush was so enormous 
that a number of poor women, with ba- 
bies in their arms, and several old men 
fainted away and required medical at- 
tendance.—Vienna Cor. London Stand- 
ard.

No Fear 


ANARCHISTS STILL BUSY, 


Parisians Receive Notice of What They 


May Expect—Italy and Spain Pre- 


paring for Trouble—Belgium and Ger- 


many Feel Safe.

LONDON, April 80.—May Day in Eng- 
land promises to be peacefully observed. 
The celebration of the day will becon- 
fined to a demonstration in Hyde Park 
under the auspices of the London Trades 
council. This demonstration will prob- 
ably be confined to speeches. Sixteen 
platforms will be erected. The arrest of 
the editor and publisher of the anarchist 
paper, The Commonweal, is likely to 
exercise a wholesome restraint upon those 
inclined to be turbulent. The authorities 
predict everything will be quiet. Resolu- 
tions will be adopted at each of the Hyde 
Park meetings declaring that the estab- 
lishment of an international eight-hour 
day will be the most important step to- 
ward the ultimate freedom of the work- 
ingmen, and urging parliament to pass 
the eight-hour law. 


Nearly 100 foreign anarchists are said 
to have arrived in London during the past 


week, but the revolutionists declare that 
the greater portion of them are sham an- 
archists sent by the continental police to 
watch and report the doings of refugees in 
London. 

At Fleetwood a sentry on guard at the 
magazine was attacked by two men, who 
knocked him down and endeavored to 
take his rifle from him. The assailants 
hearing soldiers approaching fled. It is 
thought they were anarchists. 


BOMBS AND FIRE 


Brought Into Use by French Anarchists 
to Adjust Their “‘ Grievances.” 

Panis, April 30.—The public galleries of 
the bourse were closed yesterday in conse- 
quence of the receipt of letters threaten- 
ing to blow up the bourse. A bomb with 
a half burned fuse attached was found in 
the Rue Fieures yesterday. Two loaded 
bombs were found near the church of St. 
Denis. 

The sub-prefecture at Espalion was 
burned yesterday. The fireis attributed 
to anarchists. 

La France says the French government 
is convinced that the anarchists are only 
the tools of foreign instigators. 

The police of Laon,department of Aisne, 
removed « number of anarchists placards 
affixed to the walls of the profecture of 
police, the mayoralty, the law courts and 
many private houses. The placards de- 
clared that these buildings would be 
blown up. 

Five Italian anarchists were arrested at 
Nice yesterday, and expelled from France. 
Three anarchists were arrested at Choisy- 
L.e-Roo. 

All the recent incendiary fires in the 
town of Langeac were caused by infernal 
machines containing inflammable materi- 
jals in addition to explosives, Several of 
the burned houses were first drenched 
with petroleum. Three persons suspected 
of being incendiaries have been arrested. 
The streets of the town are patrolled by 
gen ’darmes. 

Two soldiers were arrested last night in 
Marseilles for intriguing with anarchists. 
The soldiers have received anarchist litera- 
ture and distributed May Day protests in 
the barracks, and betrayed to anarchists 
the orders of the commanders as to action 
of the troops on May Day. 


ITALY ON THE ALERT. 


Many Anarchists Put Out of the Way 
Until the Fateful Day is Over. 
RoMkE, April 30.—The officials of the 
more important cities and towns of Italy 
are taking measures to prevent any un- 
lawful demonstrations by anarchists on 


May Day. Many arrests are being made, 
the men who are considered the most 
dangerous in the secret organizations 


being taken into custody. Forty an- 
archists have been arrested in Florence. 
In Carrara thirty arrests were made yes- 
terday. Eight men have been arrested in 
Rimini, while many others have been 
seized in Ravenna, Arcona and Bologna. 
In this city forty-eight prominent an- 
archists have been jailed. The police here 
have also seized the entire issue of a new 
paper published in the interests of the an- 
archists and bearing the title of “The 
First of May.” 

The environs of the town of Ventimigha 
are being closely watched by the police 
for Pini, the Italian desperado, who is 
suspected of being the author of the re 
cent explosion in the cafe of M. Very in 
Paris. and who, it is thought, fled to Italy. 


In Belgium. 

BRUSSELS, April 30.—General prepara- 
tions have been made throughout Belgium 
for the celebration of May Day. Reports 
from the various industrial centers indi- 
cate that the labor organizations will de- 
vote the day to meetings, parades, etc. 
These it is believed will be entirely peace- 
ful. In most places no special measures 
have been taken by the police. Itis re 
ported that the civil guards will be held 
in readiness at Charleroi, to quell any dis- 
turbance. It is estimated that 350,006 
people in the entire country will take part 
in the demonstration. 


Spain Will Act Promptly. 

MADRID, April 30.—The minister of war 
has sent intructions to the provincial 
governors for their guidance on May Day. 
Military detachments must occupy strat- 
egical positions wherever public meetings 
are held, and at the least sign of a riot the 
soldiers must charge and disburse the 
mob, without waiting for martial law to 
be proclaimed.

His Six Years of Confinement. 


New York, April 30.—[SPECIAL.]—Fer- 
ican Ward, the wrecker of many for- 
tunes, who ruined General Grant and 
helped Fish in his work of ruining the 
Marine bank, the “Napoleon of finance,”

i tit cell foie rattled in front of him for 
the fast time at 6o’clock this morning. 
He took his place in a line with his fellow 
convicts, and shuffled the lock-step with 
them to the river and then back to the big 
dining room. Corned-beef hash, the dish 
that he has breakfasted on daily for six 
years and five months was placed before 
him. Then ke went tothe clothes room, 
where the suitof clothes he wore the day 
he entered prison and a new suit made in 
the prison of cheap, coarse material were 
placed before him. He donned his own 
suit. : 

Then he was searched for the last time, 
and finally he went to the property room 
and the things that he had with him when 
he came into the institution were returned 
to him. The principal article was a 
pocketbook containing $200 in cash. He 
drew, in addition to this, $10.80, which the 
prison board has decided he has earned by 
his six and a half years of labor in prison, 
and with this he went into the world to 
begin life. 

It is a coincidence that when Ward 
came to New York twelve years ago to 
make his fortune, he possessed exactly 
$210. 

Ward is a somewhat different looking 
man today from what he was on the day 
he entered the state prison. His eyes have 
sunken and they have lost some of their 
brightness. A good deal of his nervous 
manner has gone. His cheeks that were 
pale are now sallow. He was 33 when he 
went to jail. He is 39 now. 

He left prison with the good wishes ot 
all the employes there. In his six years 
he has never had a mark against hin, and 
he has never even been reprimanded. He 
kept his own counsel, and made no friends 
among the prisoners. 


THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK 


Improvement in Collections and Vol- 
ume of Business Records. 

New YorK, April 30.—H. G. Dun & 
Co,’s Weekly Review of Trade says: More 
favorable weather in many parts of the 
country during the past week has brought 
better reports of business. Undoubtedly 
distribution has been much retarded by 
the backward season and the condition of 
country roads, and in some quarters col- 
lections have been slow on that account. 
But this week the improvement in such 
quarters has been general, and mean- 
while the volume of business continues to 
surpass all previous records. Gaining 
but little, and yet reining at the east over 
last year, and falling behind only 1 per 
cent. at the south in the aggregate, not- 
withstanding the great. depression in the 
price of cotton, the volume of trade has 
been over 10 per cent. greater thanin any 
other year at the west, though on the Pa- 
cific slope some decrease appears. That col- 
lections are on the whole satisfactory, the 
condition of the money markets clearly 
show.
